Chad dies 
but cause 
uncertain 

TIJUANA, Mexico (UPI) — Chad Green, a three- 
year-old leukemia victim whose parents whisked him 
off to Mexico to undergo controversial laetrile cancer 
treatments, has died two months after his parents 
stopped chemotherapy, it was reported Saturday. 


William Ginsburg, the Green’s attorney, said Chad died 
late Friday at his Tijuana home. Ginsburg said he would seek 
an immediate autopsy in Mexico, with United States author¬ 
ities taking part if they wished, to determine cause of 
death. 

He said Chad had complained of not feeling well Friday 
and died at 5:10 p.m. There was no physician present when 
Chad died, Ginsburg said, adding that he was notified of the 
death Saturday by the boy’s father. 

Ginsburg said Chad’s parents, Gerald and Diane Green, 
would remain in Mexico for the time being because of 
possible criminal charges against them. They violated a 
Massachusetts court order by taking Chad out of the country 
for the laetrile treatments. 

Ginsburg said the parents had originally planned to have 
Chad’s body moved to Nebraska, where he was bom Dec. 18, 
1975, for burial, but those plans would wait pending an 

autopsy. 

“I want a two-way autopsy involving both Mexican and 
American authorities,” Ginsburg said. ‘‘If the United States 
government wishes to be officially involved because of the 
widespread interest in the case, they will also be asked to 
participate.” 

Several weeks ago, the Greens told a television inter- 
\ iewer they had stopped giving Chad chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments. Ginsburg said he did not know if the parents had also 
stopped the laetrile treatment. 

The Greens had been willing to allow Chad to continue 
chemotherapy at Massachusetts General Hospital as long as 
he could also receive laetrile, the controversial anti-cancer 
drug taken from apricots, and vitamin therapy.

Missing, deadline blamed 

Whistler costly to Wosk

A missed deadline on a 
Whistler Mountain land deal 
has already cost developer 
Ben Wosk around $70,000 and 
could eventually cause him a 
paper loss in excess of $300,- 
000 unless the provincial gov¬ 
ernment makes him a spe¬ 
cial concession. 

Insiders in the ministry of 
lands, parks and housing say 
there is little possibility of 
bending the rules to accom¬ 
modate the mainland finan¬ 
cier. 

WOSK’S troubles started 
back in 1969 when he ac¬ 
quired outright ownership to 
40 acres of land at Whistler 
and took a 10-year lease on 
another 30 acres of crown 
land with an option to buy. 

For the first five years his 
lease payments were $2,200 
a year and for the last five in 
excess of $11,000 following a 
reappraisal of the land. 

When he entered the pur¬ 
chase and lease arrange¬ 
ments, Wosk announced 
grandiose plans for a $12 
million hotel on the 40-acre 
site and for condominiums 
on the 30-acre site. 

THE 40-ACRE site was 
roughly at the foot of the 
main lift to the ski slopes, the 
30-acres j ust a short distance 
away. 


But Wosk never started 
construction and, during the 
interim, regional and muni¬ 
cipal officials decided they 
didn’t want hotel develop¬ 
ment at the foot of the gon¬ 
dola but on a developing 
townsite a couple of miles 
away. 

Wosk was invited to con¬ 
sider building his proposed 
hotel on the new townsite 
but according to municipal 
officials showed no interest 
in the proposal. Instead he 
sold his 40-acre parcel but 
retained his 30-acre crown 
land lease and his option to 
buy. 


ONE OF THE conditions 
in the agreement between 
Wosk and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment was that he would 
subdivide the 30-acres and 
service the area with roads 
which would meet the stan¬ 
dards of the regional district 
and the ministry of high¬ 
ways. 

The deadline for him to 
carry out the improvements 
and exercise his option to 
buy was Sept. 29, 1979. 

At the time of the agree¬ 
ment the full purchase price 
for the land, only two thirds 
of which is developable, was 
$112,000. (The other one- 
third lies above the 2,400 foot 
level of the mountain and 
cannot be developed under 
existing regulations.) 


IN LATE 1978 and the 
early part of this year, min¬ 
istry of land officials say 
Wosk entered a series of ne¬ 
gotiations with regional land 
office workers to get the 
$112,000 asking price re¬ 
duced. 

Those negotiations were 
still being conducted through 
his lawyer Leslie Peterson, 
attorney-general of B.C. in 
the W.A.C. Bennett govern¬ 
ment, when senior ministry 
officials issued a new edict 
on crown land sales: Any 
sale involving more than 
$50,000 was to have an inde¬ 
pendent appraisal before the 
sale was consumated. 


WOSK’S 30 acres were in¬ 
dependently appraised in 
late February and early 
March of this year. The 
rock-bottom appraised price 
was $400,000. 

Ministry officials say that 
when appraised of that fact, 
Wosk quietly halted his bid 
to get the original price re¬ 
duced. 

But he was running into 
troubles with his improve¬ 
ment deadline quickly run¬ 
ning out. Peterson became a 
frequent visitor to the min¬ 
istry of lands as he tried to 
argue that his client was 
being hard done by, that he 
had in his opinion improved 
the 30-acre site to meet re¬ 
quirements and that he 


should be able to purchase 
the land for the original 
price or something close to 
the original price. 

TO ASSIST Peterson 
Wosk enlisted the aid of his 
MLA, Peter Hyndman, also 
a lawyer. Hyndman’s role 
was to supply whatever 
political muscle Peterson 
lacked. 

Hyndman stresses that he 
entered the picture ‘‘only to 
serve a constituent. He is a 
constituent of mine and as 
such deserves as much ef¬ 
fort on his behalf as any 
other constituent.” 

But the efforts of the politi- 
cian-tumed-lawyer and the 
lawyer-turned-politician 
were to no avail. 

Ministry officials say 
Wosk’s troubles are of his 
own causing. 

“FIRST HE tried to whit¬ 
tle down the price, secondly 
he did not meet the specifica¬ 
tions of the contract,” one 
ministry worker said. ‘‘And 
while he was arguing about 
both his time ran out and, as 
of Sept. 29, the land reverted 
to the crown.” Throughout 
last week, Wosk declined to 
return telephone calls so¬ 
liciting his point of view on 
the matter, and other key

Chief brought home 
in long sea ordeal 


WATSON ISLAND (CP) — Sam 
Charlie knew he and his ailing, 91- 
year-old chief wouldn’t last long after 
the engine of their herring skiff 
conked out 60 kilometres from nome. 

So Charlie did what he had to do—he 
paddled the heavy eight-metre-long 
skiff 26 hours straight along the fog- 
shrouded B.C. coast with one oar. 

The Kwawaaineuk Indian and his 
chief, Fred Williams, arrived home 
late Friday, a little worse for wear, 
but alive. v 

They were marooned Thursday 
while Charlie was taking the chief for 
a boat ride. Charlie paddled through 
fog, darkness, stiff winds and cold to 
get them home. He taped his wrists 
and hands to the oar for more 
Strength. 

Charlie, William’s son-in-law and 
heir apparent as band leader, would 
not let the old chief paddle. ‘‘He’s 
had a bad heart, you know,” he said. 
“I didn’t want hirq to get sick.” 


Williams has been in and out of 
hospital for the last four months with a 
heart condition and Thursday he de¬ 
cided he was tired of sitting around the 
house in this mainland community 
about 300 kilometres northwest of Van¬ 
couver. 

The chief of the Hopetown village 
reserve asked Charlie to take him for 
a boat ride and they left in the skiff 
with a quart of water, a rowboat oar 
and a blanket. 

They headed south down Sutlej 
Channel and east along the giant fjord 
called Kingcome Inlet. But off Wa- 
keman Sound, the engine went dead 
and fog cut visibility to zero. 

“I did see other boats,” Charlie said, 
“but they kept on going when I tried to 
flag them down. 

He said at one point a government 
ship passed nearby but didn’t see or

WINNIPEG (CP) — A 
conference of Liberals 
from across Canada was 
told Saturday that the 
party must come to grips 
with deeply-felt resent¬ 
ment in Western Can¬ 
ada. 

“Liberal is a dirty word in 
Western Canada,” I. H. 
Asper, former leader of the 
Liberal party in Manitoba, 
told about 150 delegates at 
the party’s policy meeting. 

“You have no idea of the 
hatred that word brings out 
in Alberta,” he said, adding 
in a light-hearted vein that 
“in some parts of Manitoba, 

I notice a little bit of resent¬ 
ment too.” 

Asper noted that in the 
recent federal election the 
Liberals captured only three 
seats in Western Canada- 
two in Manitoba and one in 
B.C. 

“But for a few hundred 
votes this party would not 
have any representatives 
from west of Thunder Bay,” 
said Asper, who now is 
chairman of Canwest Capi¬ 
tal Corp. 

Asper said the Liberals 
must work out just what they 
stood for. 

“I can’t tell you what in 
fact a Liberal is today.” 

He said western Liberals 
tried since 1968 to introduce 
constitutional changes in the 
party’s federal organization, 
but got nowhere. 

In an interview, Asper said 
the Liberal party must take 
the blame for the “massive 
alienation” felt in Western 
Canada because it did not 
pay enough attention to the 
West. 

Asper said it was difficult 
to be a Liberal, when the 
New Democratic Party is re¬ 
garded as the party of re¬ 
form and when conserva¬ 
tive-minded people lean to 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party. 

He said the Liberals must 
realize that without Western 
Canada, the organization 
could be reduced to a region¬ 
al base too narrow to sustain 
a national party. 

“We have a kind of hier¬ 
archy in Ottawa that almost 
ignores the grassroots inter¬ 
est,” said Shirley McLaugh¬ 
lin, president of the B. C. 
Liberal party. 

Party Leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau and most members of 
his former cabinet have not 
been invited to the meeting, 
which is aimed at finding 
what went wrong in the May 
22 general election and de¬ 
veloping new policies for the 
1980s. There is a sprinkling 
of former cabinet ministers, 
including Monique Begin, 
Judd Buchanan and Donald 
Macdonald. 

Sid Schwartz of Winnipeg, 
a party worker who ran the 
Liberals’ Manitoba^rdYn- 
paign in the 1974 election, 
said he had attempted to 
pass along regional concerns 
about such things as the 
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TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) 
— Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman Saturday came out 
against seizure of privately- 
owned Arab land for Jewish 
settlements, setting the 
stage for a confrontation 
with hardliners at a cabinet 
meeting today. 

The dispute pits Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Ariel Sharon 


and other hardliners such as 
Interior Minister Joseph 
Burg against Weizmann, 
Deputy Prime Minister 
Yigal Yadin and Foreign 
Minister Moshe Dayan, who 
threatened to resign if more 
private land is seized on the 
West Bank. 

The issue comes up before 
a divided cabinet today, put¬ 
ting more stress on Prime 


Minister Menachein Begin s 
already troubled coalition. 
Begin has said he favors 
seizing private Arab land 
only if the government can 
show the land is needed for 
security reasons, as allowed 
by international law. 

“I don’t think you should 
seize private Arab land in 
Judea, Samaria (the West 
Bank) and the Gaza Strip for 
establishing Israeli settle¬ 
ments,” Weizman said in an 
interview on Israel televi¬ 
sion. 

“We must set a policy that 
will create the healthiest at¬ 
mosphere for a common life 
with the Arabs,” Weizman 
said. He said such a move 
would improve Israel’s rela¬ 
tions with the Arab resi¬ 
dents of the West Bank. 

In Cairo, the Egyptian 
cabinet Saturday approved a 
three-way agreement 
reached in Washington last 
month with the United States 
and Israel to monitor the 
Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai desert. 

Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat-said Saturday 
he has asked Britain’s for¬ 
mer Prime Minister James 
Callaghan to help promote a 
Palestinian settlement in 
talks with Israeli and Jorda¬ 
nian leaders.

Ferry vote hinges on firing

The B.C. Ferry and Ma¬ 
rine Workers Union said Sat¬ 
urday it will not ratify a 
tentative settlement with the 
B.C. Ferry Corp. until a fired 
employee is reinstated. 

‘‘It’s normal procedure 
that when the war is over 
there’s supposed to be an 
amnesty,” union president 
Shirley Mathieson said in an 
interview after delivering 
the ultimatum to the cor¬ 
poration. 

She said the corporation 
refused to back down on its 
decision and suggested the 
matter be placed before an 
arbitration board. 

However, ferry corpora¬ 
tion spokesman Bill Bou¬ 
chard said Saturday that a 
special meeting of the board 
of directors had been called 
for Thursday ‘‘to consider 
the recommendations of the 
chief executive officer,” 
Charles Gallagher, on the 
new agreement. 

He did not elaborate in a 


terse, one-paragraph state¬ 
ment. 

Ms. Mathieson said the 
2,700-member union would 
likely win its case if it went 
to arbitration but wants the 
corporation to back down on 
its decision or no vote will be 
held. 

She said the union had 
planned to hold ratification 
votes on the settlement pro¬ 
posal during the next two 
weeks. 

Asked what the union 
would do if management re¬ 
fused to back down over the 
firing, she replied: ‘‘We are 
still in a legal position to 
strike . . . and we will be de¬ 
ciding further action some¬ 
where down the road.” 

The worker, an employee 
at the Horseshoe Bay ter¬ 
minal in West Vancouver, 
was fired as a result of a 
wildcat walkout Sept. 6 after 
talks broke down. Another 29 
workers were suspended as a 
result of the action which 
disrupted sailings but the

Volterra issued an order barring the laetrile treatment and 
continuing Chad’s status as a ward of the state. 

The Greens took Chad to Tijuana the next day. They 
entered Chad in a clinic where he at first received both 
treatments. 

Chad had been taking chemotherapy as well as laetrile at 
the Mexican clinic of Dr. Ernesto Contreras. Two months 
ago, the Greens said bohe marrow tests done at the clinic 
showed Chad had been “cured” of the disease. 

Shortly after that, the Greens decided to stop the 
chemotherapy, against the advice of the Mexican doctors. 

Last week, the physicians warned that the boy was 
showing signs of a possible fatal relapse of leukemia. 

Dr. Julio Edgar Selva, a hemotolgoist at the clinic, said 
he examined the boy last month and found signs of anemia 
and a low blood platelet count that were “probably the 
precurser of a leukemia relapse.” 

If there was a relapse, Selva said, it would be sudden. 

He said the Greens would not allow a bone marrow test 
that could have determined the status of Chad’s leukemia 
and refused to resume chemotherapy. Selva said he did not 
know if Chad remained on the laetrile treatments. 

“It’s tragic,” Selva said. ‘‘Chad was doing so well 
on the chemotherapy and laetrile he was receiving here. I 
don’t understand why the parents took him off.” 

The boy’s body was embalmed Saturday morning, 
following standard procedure in Mexico. 

Boston attorney Jonathan Brant had previously said it 
was not clear what legal action would be taken against the 
Greens if Chad should die. However, the Greens still face a 
contempt of court citation for fleeing the state. 

Asked whether the Greens would face criminal charges 
in the death of Chad, Ginsburg replied, “It’s my job to defend 
them, not to discuss their possible prosectuion.” 

The Greens could not be reached for comment. Sources 
close to the couple said the Greens had moved from their 
home to an undisclosed location nearby. 


the provincial government 
was demanding he do. 

“When he came to me, he 
came in quiet desperation 
and with a story of the in¬ 
credible runaround he had 
been getting from the burea- 
cracy. And I have to say that 
from my examination of the 
situation, he has a sound 
complaint.” 

THAT ISN’T the way min¬ 
istry officials look at it. They 
say the ground rules were 
clear and that Wosk not only 
didn’t meet them but didn’t 
even try to meet them. 

“He was to subdivide the 
land, provide services and 
build condominuums,” the 
ministry says. “He didn’t do 
that or appear to try to do 
that. He did not meet his ob¬ 
ligation^, and our legal ad¬ 
visers tell us that we cannot 
make any exceptions to the 
rules.” 

One of the rules is con¬ 
tained in the Provincial 
Land Act. It states that 
crown land cannot be sold 
for speculative purposes. In 
other words, crown land 
cannot be bought, then sold 
for a profit. There must be 
an approved development 
planned and carried out be¬ 
fore a contract is regarded 
as fulfilled. 

THE LAND in question is 
zoned Rl, with the $400,000 
appraisal regarded as fair. 
But there are plans by the 
Whistler Resort Municipal¬ 
ity to change the zoning to 
R3, which, real estate ex¬ 
perts say, would push the 
value to at least $1 million. 

There is a last-minute 
compromise sitting in the 
ministry, but it has not yet 
been officially offered to 
Wosk. It would permit him 
to purchase the land for 
$400,000, provided he 
guaranteed to have the im¬ 
provement in place within 
three months. 

MINISTRY officials 
admit that three months 
from Sept. 29, the date the 
old option lapsed, would 
present Wosk with an impos¬ 
sible task, even if he agreed 
to the terms. 

“But he had 10 years to get 
the improvements in,” they 
say, “and wt can only let 
that land go if the terms are 
met, if the development is 
guaranteed.”

Oranges tell sex secrets 


LONDON (CP) — The next 
time you slowly, seductive¬ 
ly, strip the skin from the 
orange, take heed—you may 
also be uncovering your own 
.sexual proclivities. 

The way you tackle an or¬ 
ange provides far more than 
your daily vitamin C quota, 
says a report prepared for 
Outspan, a London orange 
import company, and the 
skin you shed may be your 
own. 

You are actually stripping 
naked your own individual 
quirks, your emotions, 
strengths, weaknesses and 
sex life, says the report, 
Ways of Eating Oranges as a 
Guide to Personality , pre¬ 
pared by an Outspan consul¬ 
tant psychoanalyst. 

The report divides orange- 
eaters into four basic ca¬ 
tegories—suckers, biters, 
squeezers and chewers. Ca¬ 
tegorized yourself? Read 
on. 

Biters bite into the fruit, 
nibbling the pulp from the 
peel, and are aggressive, 
confident and likely to be 
successful. They like sport 
and have a strong moral and 
rebellious streak. 

“When not held back by 
guilt feelings, the biter may 
seek variety in his partners 
and indeed may prefer the 
conquest to the act of sex 
itself, since a tendency to 
repress his softer feelings 
may interfere with deep re¬ 
lationships." 

Suckers, the report says, 
are "classic oral types." 

“They are the ones who 
suck the juice from a quar¬ 
tered or otherwise divided 
orange (in extreme cases, a 
halved orange).’’ 

They are articulate, sen- 
~$ual, imaginative, creative 
and often work in the per¬ 
forming arts. They are 
dreamers more than doers. 

But congratulations, suck¬ 
ers, says the report: 

“The sensuality of the 
sucker, coupled as it often is 
with a profound inner loneli¬ 
ness and craving for love, 
may involve him in an ac¬ 
tive, enjoyable and varied 
sex life.” 


University 
snub over. 

PEKING (AP) — Two 
thousand university students 
ended a boycott of classes in 
Saturday after an array unit 
agreed to vacate some of the 
campus buildings it had oc¬ 
cupied since 1972.

OXFORD, England (AP) 
— Patriotic Front guerrilla 
leader Joshua Nkomo said 
Saturday he and his col¬ 
leagues have no plans to 
leave the Zimbabwe Rhode¬ 
sia constitutional talks in 
London “without getting 
Zimbabwe.” 

“We haven’t come here to 
discuss the British propos¬ 
als. We have come here to 
try and resolve the prob¬ 
lem,” the black nationalist 
leader told 800 students in an 
address at the Oxford Union 
Debating Society. “We came 
to demand that which is ours 
... We are not getting out of 
Lancaster House without 
getting Zimbabwe.” 

Lancaster House is the 
conference centre in London 
where talks between the 
British government, the Pa¬ 
triotic Front and Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia’s government, led 
by Prime Minister Abel Mu- 
zorewa, have been going on 
for five weeks. 

The Front is balking at 
chairman Lord Carrington’s 
insistence it give a “yes or 
no” response to Britain’s 
proposed constitution for the 
war-torn African country, 
where more than 20,000 per¬ 
sons have been killed in 
seven years of fighting. 

Nkomo, co-leader of the 
Front with Robert Mugabe, 
conceded there has been 
“some understanding” at 
the talks of the Front’s con¬ 
cern about the makeup of 
Zimbabwe Rhodesia’s 
armed forces and police, 
now controlled by the white 
minority.

“We know that over 50 per 
cent of the land is in the 
hands of only 6,000 people 
and that’s the best land in the 
high rainfall area.” 

Ian Smith, the breakaway 
British colony’s former 
prime minister, returned to 
London from Salisbury and

“No matter how many 
people will be killed, or how 
much property will be des¬ 
troyed, we will not cow 
down. Instead it will simply 
inspire us to get rid of our 
enemy.”

The story behind 
that Cuban base 

THE RECENT CUBAN non-crisis has now 
been rounded off by Washington’s decison to 
reinforce the U.S. naval base at Guantanamo 
with another 1,500 marines. The move might 
be useful for President Carter to enhance his 
political image at home, but it will do little for 
his reputation abroad. 

Guantanamo, though part of Cuba, has 
been an American naval station since 1903. 
The. base, situated on the southeast tip of the 
Caribbean island, was part of the price of 
Cuban independence which was won from 
Spain in 1898 with the help of the armed forces 
of the United States. 

Terms which gave the U.S. domination of 
the site date back to the Treaty of Paris of 
1898 between the U.S. and Spain. It provided 
for American occupation of Cuba during the 
transition from Spanish rule to Cuban inde¬ 
pendence. The Cubans drafted a constitution 
in 1901 but Washington insisted on inserting an 
amendment which required Cuba to sell or 
lease naval stations to the U.S. and forbade 
Cuba from concluding treaties giving any 
other power bases on the island. 

The U.S. occupation ended in 1902 after 
the Cuban government reluctantly agreed to 
accept the amendment. A separate treaty 
leasing naval bases to the U.S. was signed in 
1903. In 1934 a new treaty gave the U.S. a 
perpetual lease that can only be nullified by 
the consent of both the Cuban and American 
governments or if the U.S. abandons the 
base. 

Up to 1960 Washington paid the Cuban 
government a token annual rental of $2,000 in 
gold. When Fidel Castro took over Cuba, he 
not only refused to accept the payments to 
symbolize his government’s rejection of the 
lease but repeatedly called for the Americans 
to get out of Guantanamo. At no time, how¬ 
ever, did he or has he threatened the use of 
force to back up his demands. 

Though the Guantanamo question has not 
been publicly raised in any international 
forum in recent years, the time would seem 
ripe for the Cuban dictator and his Soviet 
champions to gain considerable support — 
particularly among the third world nations — 
if the issue is now reopened. 


Paying the bill 
for state services 

OXFORD UNIVERSITY professor Walter 
Eltis has recently come up with the positive 
statement that it is only free enterprise — not 
socialism — that makes welfare services fi¬ 
nancially possible. 

Welfare dependents, he says, along with 
those who provide public services produce no 
marketable output (goods and services which 
are sold commercially). 

But if the segment of the community that 
does produce the marketable goods — that is, 
the corporations, the self-employed, farmers 
and those who work for them — purchase, say, 
60 per cent of what they themselves produce, 
the remaining 40 per cent is able to meet the 
costs of pensions, hospital and medical care, 
family allowances, the salaries of teachers, 
social workers, civil servants, soldiers and 
policemen. 

However, he goes on, if the producers 
provide a surplus of, say, 30 per cent, while 
these other requirements amount to 40 per 
cent, then the 10 per cent gap translates itself 
into trade deficits, inflation, and collapsing 
currency. 

He points out that during the past 17 years 
Britain’s welfare needs rose from 30 to 
40 per cent of its marketed output. During this 
same period of time free enterprise corpora¬ 
tions produced surpluses of marketed output 
which averaged 35.9 per cent, while the 
nationalized corporations produced surpluses 
averaging 11.1 per cent. 

Thus does he argue that in the very 
provision of welfare services, state control of 
economic activity is counter-productive.

the world. A most re¬ 
markable alliance of 
countries is seeking to 
make sure that their 
citizens never have ac¬ 
cess to radio and tele¬ 
vision beamed directly 
from satellites whose content they 
cannot control. 

The scene is the World Administra¬ 
tive Radio Conference, a gathering 
that meets every 20 years to allocate 
radio broadcasting frequencies. There 
are about 1,500 delegates from 148 
countries gathered at Geneva. 

On one of the two major questions 
at the conference — the redistribution 
of radio frequencies in the high-fre¬ 
quency (short-wave) band — the 
poorer countries deserve a victory. 
Only so many radio stations can be 
accommodated in this crowded section 
of the broadcast spectrum, which is 
very important to developing coun¬ 
tries as it affords the one cheap av¬ 
enue for setting up an internal commu¬ 
nications system over long distances. 

Under existing arrangements a 
broadcast frequency, once assigned to 
a country, remains its property indefi- 
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nitely — even though at the last 
conference in 1959 most of the Third 
World countries were still colonies 
without representation. The richer, in¬ 
dustrialized nations which now control 
most of the available frequencies have 
recently been moving away from 
high-frequency broadcasting into mi¬ 
crowave links, cables and communica¬ 
tions satellites. They can afford to 
relinquish some of their present fre¬ 
quencies to those who need them 
more. 

However, on radio and television 
broadcasting by satellites, the other 
main issue of the conference, there 
should be no compromise. A number of 
countries, with strong Soviet support, 
are attempting to establish the princi¬ 
ple of ‘‘prior consent;” that no country 
may broadcast satellite radio and tele¬ 
vision transmissions which can also be 
heard or seen on ordinary receivers in 
neighboring countries without permis¬ 
sion from those countries in advance. 

The motive of the Soviet-bloc coun¬ 
tries is obvious and discreditable. It is 
an article of faith with them that 
absolute control over the information 
that reaches the citizen is the most 
fundamental requirement of state 
power. Many actually have laws 
against their citizens tuning in to for¬ 
eign programs. Confronted with the 
prospect of uncontrolled, uncensored 
information reaching their citizens 
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Ohira’s Liberal Democrats 
only just retained power

TOKYO — Japanese 
Prime Minister Masayoshi 
Ohira suffered a surprising 
setback in the general elec¬ 
tion last Sunday. His Liberal 
Democrats failed to obtain 
the stable majority they had 
confidently expected to 
win. 

They did not lose their ma¬ 
jority and Ohira is not ex¬ 
pected to resign. But the 
margin of victory is so close 
that the Ohira government 
will face rough times in the 
new Diet (parliament). 

“The voters’ judgment has 
been unexpectedly severe,” 
Ohira told a press confer¬ 
ence at Liberal Democratic 
headquarters soon after 
final election results had 
been announced. “I accept 
this judgment with humility 
and will take it as a warning 
to myself in the future man¬ 
agement of the party and of 
national affairs.” 

Did his advocacy of higher 
taxes account for his party’s 
poor showing? “The need to 
do something to reduce the 
government deficit is 
clear,” the prime minister 
replied. (Japan’s total of 
deficit-financing govern¬ 
ment bonds outstanding 
comes to a staggering $268 
billion.) “But perhaps there 
was insufficient explanation 
of the kind of sacrifices that 
might be required of the peo¬ 
ple.” 

Many political analysts 
believe that the higher-tax 
issue, plus the political cor¬ 
ruption issue, hadrfluch to do 
with the Liberal Democrats’ 
poor showing. 

Raizo Matsuno, a former 
defence minister accused of 
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accepting about $2.3 million 
in bribes from the American 
fighter-plane maker Grum¬ 
man, was defeated in his 
constituency in southern 
Japan. Former Primer Min¬ 
ister Kakuei Tanaka, ac¬ 
cused of accepting bribes 
from Lockheed, won in his 
Niigata constituency but 
with 20,000 fewer votes than 
in the last election. 

If voters showed only luke¬ 
warm support for the Liber¬ 
al Democrats, their choice of 
opposition parties indicated 
confusion rather than a clear 
line. 

The Communists gained 
ground conspicuously, but so 
did the moderate Demo¬ 
cratic Socialists. The Ko- 
meito, political arm of a re¬ 
formist Buddhist sect, held 
its own. The Socialists, the 
major opposition party, lost 
seats but not as disastrously 
as at first feared. Their 
chairman, former Yokoha¬ 
ma Mayor Ichio Asukata, 


direct from the skies, the Soviets react 
like nervous virgins during a Viking 
raid. 

There .are, however, also more 
reputable reasons for opposing these 
satellite broadcasts which may be 
spilling across national frontiers in 
less than a decade. Many people who 
do not live in dictatorships are never¬ 
theless concerned that these broad¬ 
casts will become the instruments of a 
rampant commercialism that will 
erode programming standards and 
crush fledgling broadcasting networks 
in small countries. 

Thus Jamaica and Trinidad, for 
example, do not welcome the prospect 
of giant satellites owned by the three 
major U.S. networks which would 
beam not only to the United States but 
also the Caribbean, and would kill off 
their own struggling television ser¬ 
vices in a kind of cultural colonialism. 
The Irish fear that the three British 
television channels, if they could be 
received all over Ireland from a satel¬ 
lite, would virtually supplant the na¬ 
tive channel. 

Even the mighty British Broad¬ 
casting Corporation, with all its faults 
still probably the best radio and televi¬ 
sion network in the worldr is deeply 
worried by satellites. Former BBC 
director-general Sir Charles Curran 
warned last month: “The tendency 
towards national monopoly and con¬ 



trol which has been used, at its best, to 
safeguard standards of broadcasting 
over a significant part of Europe, will 
now be open to direct competition 
from organizations whose purpose will 
be to make large profits. 

“Direct broadcasting controlled 
by, let us say, Luxemburg or Monaco, 
will inevitably cover substantially 
greater areas than the national sover¬ 
eign territory of those states. Theore¬ 
tically, the overspill will be unavoid¬ 
able. It will, therefore, be legitimate” 
— even if it is in English, with adver¬ 
tising aimed at the United Kingdom 
market. 

To which the answer must be: So 
what? BBC radio already survives 
competition from Radio Luxemburg 
(ground-based) and BBC television 
from a commercial network within 
Britain. It will undoubtedly also sur¬ 
vive competition from outside, so long 
as its programs maintain their stan¬ 
dards. A number of other monopoly 
television broadcasters in Western Eu¬ 
rope, like the French networks, might 
even start behaving less like govern¬ 
ment propaganda outlets if subjected 
to open competition. 

On questions of freedom of infor¬ 
mation, it is always better to err on the 
side of liberty. The principle of “prior 
consent” of all neighboring states be¬ 
fore anyone begins satellite broad 
casting is a licence for any tinpot 
dictator to gag his neighbors. What the 
world needs is more news, and less 
public relations.

dents 19. With the addition of 
10 independents who are Lib¬ 
eral Democrats but who for 
various reasons failed to win 
official party backing, Lib¬ 
eral Democratic strength 
will come to 258, two more 
than a bare majority of 246 in 
the 511-seat House of Repre¬ 
sentatives. In addition, there 
are three independents who 
will vote with the Liberal 
Democrats. 

Foreign policy is not 
directly affected by the elec¬ 
tion result. But Ohira will 
have more difficulty trying 
to get a larger defence bud¬ 
get, as the United States 
would like. 

The prime minister’s posi¬ 
tion within the Liberal Dem¬ 
ocratic Party also has been 
weakened and he is expect¬ 
ed to have more trouble with 
powerful factional leaders 
who are looking for the first 
opportunity to unseat him. 

Ohira is a skilled political 
tactician; his own faction 
now is the largest in the 
party and he also has the 
close collaboration of the 
still-powerful Tanaka fac¬ 
tion. But fanless he can win 
wider support within the 
party as a whole, his admin¬ 
istration could be as short¬ 
lived as its three immediate 
predecessors, none of which 
lasted more than two years. 


No one can know how 
many people are starving in 
Cambodia. It may be a mil¬ 
lion, or two, or even three. 
Washington says simply the 
famine there is “terrible be¬ 
yond imagination.” The war 
goes on, the fields remain 
untilled, and the people eat 
bark or leaves. 

At the United Na¬ 
tions. . . the United States 
has launched a campaign of 
help— and Canada promptly 
indicated it would partici¬ 
pate. This is as it should be. 
No civilized country can shut 
its eyes and its heart to mis¬ 
ery on such a scale. 

Helping the hungry, how¬ 
ever, is not easy. Tragically, 
the puppet regime the Viet¬ 
namese armies installed in 
Phnom Penh last January 
does not really seem to care 
how many Cambodians will 
starve to death. It insists 
that all incoming food be put 
under its control — so that it 
can deny it to areas dominat¬ 
ed by the ousted, pro-China 
regime of Pol Pot. 

Three Red Cross and UN 
planes have so far been al¬ 
lowed to land in Phnom Penh 
with food and desperately 
needed drugs. But the per¬ 
mission to let them in has 
been granted grudgingly, 
and only after a long delay. 
And what the planes brought 
in could only be a tiny drop 
compared to what is re¬ 
quired. 

The question of who is to 
control the distribution of 
food is, of course, crucial. 
The donors cannot permit 
the puppet regime to take 
over the supplies, for it may 
use them for a variety of 
unwanted ends. It may di¬ 
vert the food to its own, or to 
Vietnamese troops. Or it 
may deny the food to areas 
which defy its authority. 

Both Phnom Penh and its 
masters in Hanoi remain 
adamant about control of 
distribution. This, however, 
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should not be regarded as an 
immovable obstacle, for 
there are ways to apply 
world pressure on them. 
Even if the puppets remain 
indifferent to aroused public 
opinion, Hanoi cannot be. It 
needs vast help, in food, 
loans and equipment, and it 
cannot antagonize its West¬ 
ern and Japanese donors. 

But if Hanoi remains de¬ 
fiant, pressure should be

The ugly truth about all 
these Communist states is 
that their humanity is all 
talk, and no substance. Until 
1973, the U.S. armies in Viet 
Nam were held to blame for 
every known sin. But the 
Americans at least fed the 
people of Viet Nam and 
Cambodia. 

Since the U.S. withdrawal 
from Southeast Asia, the 
Communist states there 
have demonstrated that no 
one can match them in ruth¬ 
lessness towards their own 
people. It would not be easy 
to match the brutal callous¬ 
ness Viet Nam has shown in 
driving its Chinese minority 
into the sea. And few have 
been as merciless in their 
treatment of their own 
starving people as the pup¬ 
pets in Phnom Penh. 

Such dark deeds, however, 
should not prevent Canada 
from helping the people of 
Cambodia. Indeed, they can 
only spur us on to use every 
means in our command to 
get the food to the starving. 
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Mackenzie King’s Liberal 
party defeated R. B. Ben¬ 
nett’s Conservative govern¬ 
ment in a federal election 44 
years ago today — in 1935.

“The lessons of history are there for us to learn. 

The penalty for not learning them is that we must 
live through them all again/* 

Frankly 1 can’t remember who said that, or 
even if I have the quote word perfect. But if there 
was ever a week to remember the gist of an old 
philosophy, last week was that week. 

It was a week in which we saw Social Credit re¬ 
search chief Jack Kelly resign for his part in the 
•play dirty” campaign tactics; saw Socred caucus 
chairman Jack Kempf fight a desperate rearguard 
action on behalf of his party and the government his 
party forms; saw Ron Greig, assistant to chief 
communications officer Dave Brown, state that he 
had had enough of B.C. politics and step aside from 
the fray; and saw Human Resources Minister and 
Deputy Premier Grace McCarthy say at least one 
morning newspaper in B.C. was sick because it 
appeared to be demanding that more heads roll. 

AND IT WAS a week m which we saw the 
tentacles of the silly scandal reach into the execu¬ 
tive suite, the premier’s office, when it became 
known that Dan Campbell, the man in charge of 
intergovernmental affairs, the 1979 election cam¬ 
paign manager for the Social Credit Party, was the 
man ultimately responsible for the distribution of 
campaign material including the controversial tape 
recording made by Jack Kelly. 

So, do we have here a Watergate scandal? 
Hardly, but a scandal with enough similarities to 
warn Premier Bennett that action is required, 
quick action, before the disease can be cured. 

Premier Bennett should remember that it was 
not the actual break-in at the Watergate Hotel that 
brought President Nixon down. It was the efforts of 
the “plumbers” trying to fix the leaks in the 
pipes. 

If, when Watergate started, Nixon had fingered 
and fired John Mitchell, the chairman of the Com¬ 
mittee to Re-Elect the President, United States 
history may well have taken a very different turn. 

But he didn’t. Instead he ordered that a few 
minor actors go to the wall and expressed amaze¬ 
ment, and thought the media sick, when it pressed 
for the names of those who gave approval to what 
had been done. 

Let me repeat, we do not have a Watergate in 
British Columbia. But we do have the symptoms 
both in the advocacy of the dirty tricks and the 
treatment of that sickness. 

LAST TUESDAY WHEN a nervous and per 
spiring Jack Kempf was thrown to the lions and told 
to justify not only the resignation of Kelly but the 
end of the affair, we saw a government naively at 
panic stations. 

Obviously Kelly and Greig were minor players 
in the silly charade, I 

This is not to quibble about the departure of 
either. If they were involved in a highly suspect 
caper, then obviously they must go one way or the 
other. But they should not be the sole victims 
selected for punishment. 

This all leads us to Dan Campbell, campaign 
manager and therefore the man on the bridge when 
the ship hit the rocks. Can we expect his imminent 
departure? 

WELL WE CAN certainly expect it sometime 
early next year when he’s due to step down anyway. 
And if his proposed retirement date is advanced by 
a few month.*: would that placate the “sick” wolves 
of the media? 

The answer, as cabinet ministers are so fond of 
saying when the Legislature is sitting, is: “No.” 

It is inconceivable that the reigning Social 
Credit party went into the last election without at 
least one cabinet minister providing what the so¬ 
phisticates call input. But that is what the govern¬ 
ment is claiming today. They say the campaign was 
directed, entirely, by campaign chairman Les Pe¬ 
terson (a former cabinet minister), campaign man¬ 
ager Campbell, a fellow named Ian Craig and. 
(remember this name?) Glen Mitchell, who was 
listed as the liaison between the campaign commit¬ 
tee and the party caucus. 

The dirty games advice came from the caucus 
research staff of which Mitchell was then chief. 

No active politicians? You may well ask my 
friends. No participation from the top? You may 
well ask that, too. Existing cabinet ministers say 
there was no involvement from the top. At least 
most of them do. 

AND THEN THERE are those who have not 
been talking directly to the media for the past week, 
not for the record anyway. But if a person stood 
outside their office doors for a few brief moments 
he might have caught the sound of a knife being 
whisked across a grindstone. And he might even 
have caught the whisper that as far as some cabinet 
ministers are concerned, Grace McCarthy, who 
was certainly involved in the seminar from which 
the original dirty tricks tape was made even if 
not responsible for the actual master-tape and 
cassette distribution, might just be the voice from 
the shadows. 

Mrs. McCarthy denies that, of course. She 
insists that she is innocent of any involvement, that 
she knew nothing of the tapes or their distribu 
tion. 

But then so do all the other cabinet ministers 
and everyone involved in that narrow Social Credit 
victory on May 10. 

NOBODY KNEW? We have heard that excuse 
before and it was as unacceptable the first time we 
heard it as it is now. 

Inconceivable. Or maybe understandable when 
we recall what a shambles the Socred campaign 
was. 

But that is being facetious. Of course someone 
at the top knew what was happening, what was 
being done. George Lenko, Mrs. McCarthy’s execu¬ 
tive assistant, knew and it’s difficult to imagine 
Lenko doing anything without permission of his 
minister. 

So the grindstones turn, the knives sharpen and 
Grace McCarthy is the selected political victim 
when all the chips have fallen into place. 

However, she is one sharp, tough lady. And 
her cabinet colleagues should remember that. They 
may be rigni out Bill Bennett will never fire her.

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Government cheats itself out 
of billions in forestry haul 


Environmentalists recognize that “good ecology 
means good economy.” As one of them I grow weary of 
constantly hearing that we cannot afford to protect our 
environment in this age of high unemployment and 
inflation. 

It’s time for the provincial government to recognize 
and give credit to the environmentalists for positively 
contributing to the economy by bringing additional 
millions of dollars annually into the public purse. I am 
talking about such a large sum of money that it dwarfs 
the entire budget of the provincial Ministry of the 
Environment. Here’s how it was done. 

We environmentalists have long insisted that the 
B.C. government has been cheating itself out of billions 
of dollars due to the practice of selling public timber at 
give-away prices. Over the years this cheap timber has 
led to a wasteful forest industry and to a depleted 
resource. 

In a brief presented by the Coalition for Responsible 
Forest Legislation to the government before the new 
Forest Act was passed in 1978, CRFL maintained that, 
when all things were equalized, the states of Washing¬ 
ton and Oregon got five times as much money from the 
sale of public timber as did the people in B.C 
from the sale of theirs. Considering that 95 per cent of 
the forested land in B.C. is publically owned and 
considering the large quantities of wood harvested in 
B.C., a whopping amount of money is involved. 

Apparently someone in the government was listen 
ing. Look at the record of revenue from the sale of 
public timber taken from the text of the April 1979 
provincial budget speech.

This constitutes an increase of over 300 per cent in 


the last three years and most of it cannot be accounted 
for by increased cutting or inflation. It would be 
increased even more if we citizens were to get the full 
value from our number one resource! 

Yet when one considers how this extra money is 
being spent, a new kind of “dirty trick” is discovered. Is 
this money going to provide thousands of new useful 
jobs in research, reforestation and intensive forestry 
projects which are so desperately needed to correct for 
poor forestry practices? No it isn’t! 

The government in the same budget speech supplies 
the empty words meant to sooth an unaware public. “It 
is recognized by British Columbians that our forest 
industry is the backbone of our economy ... we have 
entered a new era which will be characterized by 
intensive management.” That’s what the government 
says: but what does it actually do? 

The provincial forest service budget is increased by 
5.3 per cent over last year’s, an amount which is not 
even enough to keep pace with current inflation. Thus 
we get a net cut back in provincial forestry activities! 

In a year where the estimated revenues from lands 
and forests are predicted to increase from $116 to $223 
millions, a 53 per cent increase due mostly to increased 
stumpage, only a little more than half of it is going to be 
put back into this potentially renewable resource to 
ensure that it really is renewed. The rest, almost $100 
million, is going into general revenue. 

Environmentalists know that this is a short-sighted 
policy for which our children will pay. The professional 
foresters that I’ve talked to agree and feel that today’s 
commitment to silviculture (replanting, thinning, ferti¬ 
lizing) has been no more than token to date. 

However the Association of Registered Profession¬ 
al Foresters of B.C. has not, as far as I have been able to 
determine, taken a public position concerning this state 
of affairs. Why are they so silent?

‘Lack of balance’ about our timber 
environment’s future brings dismay 


I have been following the debate about forestry in 
this column with much interest, and appreciate the 
informative viewpoints presented. The letter from Mr. 
Backman, president of the Association of B.C. Profes¬ 
sional Foresters, dated Sept. 30, was an eye opener. Not 
for what it said, but for what the letter failed to say. 

Our belief is that the forests of British Columbia 
are meant to be managed by foresters to protect and to 
enhance the natural environment, as well as to provide 
a continuing supply of goods an’d serv ices. 

To our dismay, Mr. Backman has put the total em¬ 
phasis on one aspect alone — that of timber production 
— logging. It seems the definition of integrated man¬ 
agement provided by this association is more timber 
inventories, more tree tending, more utilization of low 
quality wood, more timber growth on less land, and 
more money to do these things. 

We recognize that it is proper for the association to 


put forth these concerns, but where are the concerns for 
protecting and enhancing the natural forest environ¬ 
ment and all the other goods and services which flow 
from the forest? 

We would expect foresters to actively protect and 
enhance the flow of wildlife, fish, water, clean air, 
recreation and wilderness from our quote “public 
ownership of forest land.” If the only emphasis of 
foresters is to maximize timber, then most other forest 
values will cease to exist. There must be a balanced 
approach to forest management, and sacrificing non¬ 
timber values is not a balance.

The fancy political footwork by the incumbent 
aldermanic candidates on Victoria city council is 
most impressive. 

So far, none of them have cranked up their 
campaign machines, but they’re already up to their 
necks in lobbying for future positions on council. 

When one or two outsiders are running for 
mayor, the question of support is irrelevant. A 
simple: “I can work with whoever wins,” usually 
suffices. But with three council colleagues running 
neck-to-neck, the incumbent alderman feel com 
pelled to chose their favorite. 

So far, the lines are still somewhat blurry. Most 
of the incumbent aldermanic hopefuls are still 
wavering between two candidates, but sooner or 
later, the positions will solidify. 

As it stands now, Aid. Murray Glazier has the 
least support with Aid. William Tindall and John 
Hayes being about even. 

GLAZIER’S ONLY support at this time comes 
from Aid. Robin Blencoe. But while quietly sup¬ 
porting Glazier, he is trying not to offend Hayes, 
because you never know whether Hayes might be 
able to pull off a victory. 

As for Tindall, Blencoe isn’t even trying to 
curry favor because if Tindall wins/he’ll be rele¬ 
gated to the most menial tasks on council. Tindall 
has already made it clear that he won’t tolerate 
aldermen making waves outside the confines of 
their specific portfolios, a strategy at which Blen¬ 
coe has been extremely successful. 

Blencoe has his eyes firmly fixed on the 
mayor’s chair. He’ll be in the running for the top 
spot in 1983 at the latest. If Tindall wins this time, 
watch Blencoe take him on in 1981 and win. 

Two incumbents, Aldermen Robert Wright and 
Ronald McKenzie, are solidly committed to Tindall. 
Although Wright encouraged Hayes to enter the 
race for mayor, he did so only in the hope that he 
would split the vote, tilting the outcome in favor of 
Tindall. 

Wright, a dedicated foe of Glazier, feared that 
in a two-way race with Glazier, Tindall would 
lose. 

THE REMAINING two aldermen, William 
McElroy and Larry Ryan, waver in their support 
between Tindall and Hayes. 

Neither relishes the prospect of a Glazier vic¬ 
tory, but both feel they can work with either Tindall 
or Hayes. 

It’s interesting to speculate how the winner will 
repay the support from council members and, more 
important, how he will retaliate for the lack of 
support or outright opposition during the cam¬ 
paign. 

If Tindall becomes mayor on Nov. 17, he will 
probably react in the traditional fashion of giving 
former opponents the least glamorous committee 
chairmanships. 

Blencoe can expect to be in charge of fire 
prevention, or something similarly dull, albeit im¬ 
portant. 

By relegating Blencoe to minor duties, Tindall 
will try to keep him from being a high-profile 
politician. Those tactics, however, have proven 
fatal to previous mayors. 

The late Courtney Haddock tried it with Peter 
Pollen. He took him off the controversial planning 
and zoning committee and put him in charge of 
minor tasks which gave Pollen all the time in the 
world to shoot flaming arrows at every wagon in 
sight. 

The outcome is history. Pollen took on Haddock 
in the following election and beat him. 

GLAZIER WOULDN’T make that mistake. He 
would probably appoint Wright as chairman of 
finance, a role that keeps any man busy without 
giving him time to create trouble and a chance to 
gather laurels. 

Hayes would probably be the only one to assign 
portfolios without consideration to who supported 
him. And that’s because Hayes isn’t politically 
motivated. 

He would try to give the various jobs to those 
who, in his opinion, could do them best, but, sooner 
or later, that kind of thinking would get him into 
trouble. 

I think Hayes would have a tough time keeping 
council in line, especially considering the possibil¬ 
ity that it will be split along ideological lines. 

Whoever wins won’t have an easy time of it and 
the next two years will see a lot of controversy and 
infighting on council. 

And the man to watch, as I said, is Blencoe. 
Whether it’s two years from now or in four years, 
Blencoe will run for mayor and he’ll probably 
win.

Needless to say, the logging trucks do not slow down 
on that road especially when they have to climb up a 
hill. 

The speed limit at the moment is 25 m.p.h. This is 
rather fast for this road for you cannot see what is . 
around the next corner. 

There are lots of children riding their bikes to 
school, which makes the road even more hazardous. 

A “so called” sidewalk was made to keep us moth¬ 
ers from complaining about the safety of our children. 
This sidewalk is level with the road. It is approximately 
three feet wide in some areas and 18 inches in other 
areas. 

We have been trying to get a school bus for our 
children, since the first day of school, Sept. 4. 

When the new school was built a bus had been pro¬ 
mised so we were all in favor. But then, just a week 


or so before school began, the village bus was cancelled 
because we were within the three mile limit. 

We’ve been meeting with our school board commit¬ 
tee in Duncan. No luck! 

We went to Victoria to see a Mr. Carter in the 
Legislative Buildings. He said his hands were tied, 
because he had not received a requisition from our local 
school board committee. Again we met with our local 
committee so far nothing! 

We are in desperate need of a bus. 

They say that money is no problem, it’s the prece¬ 
dent! 

How do we stop the government from playing with 
the lives of our children? Any suggestions?

Soccer reunites two Chinas 


ZURICH, Switzerland (Reuter) — 
China rejoined the International Foot¬ 
ball Federation (FIFA) after 21 years 
absence, informed sources said Satur¬ 
day. 

FIFA’s 21-man executive committee 
welcomed Peking back into the world 
soccer body at a meeting here on the 
eve of draws for qualifying tourna¬ 
ments for the 1982 World Cup, the 
sources said. 

FIFA officials declined to confirm 
the news. But a spokesman said there 
would be an official announcement 
after the public draw ceremony today 
when FIFA president Dr. Joao Have- 
lange of Brazil will hold a news confer¬ 
ence. 

The sources said voting in the execu¬ 


tive committee was 16 to 2 in favor of 
China's return. 

Peking quit FIFA in 1958 in protest 
against the membership of Taiwan, 
island base of the Communist main 
land’s nationalist opponents. But 
FIFA officials said before Saturday’s 
meeting that Peking had agreed to 
rejoin following a FIFA decision or¬ 
dering the Taiwan association to 
change its name. 

The sources said Taiwan had agreed 
to alter the title of its soccer body from 
“the Republic of China Football Asso¬ 
ciation” to “the Chinese Football As¬ 
sociation, Taipeh.” Peking accepted 
this and both bodies will be FIFA 
members, bringing the world organi¬ 
zation’s total membership to 147.

Early 1980 date 
for plaza plan 


Gardening school 
wins Curtis’ favor 


Announcement of a $75,000 
“seed money” grant for 
Saanich’s garden plan is ex¬ 
pected shortly from Provin-. 
cial Secretary Hugh Curtis. 

Members of the horticul¬ 
tural committee said Satur¬ 
day they came away from a 
meeting with Curtis en¬ 
couraged by his reaction. 

Curtis told the Colonist the 
meeting was productive 
“and we did deal with a re¬ 
quest for seed money.” 

He said a non-profit so¬ 
ciety would have to be 
formed, “but I’m very en¬ 
thusiastic about the whole 
scheme.” 

Curtis, Saanich-The Is¬ 
lands MLA, said no commit¬ 
ment had been made about a 
request for 110 acres of 
crown land adjacent to Ca- 


mosun College’s Interurban 
campus, “but there will be 
an announcement soon about 
the proposal.” 

Internationally-known 
Vancouver architect Arthur 
Erickson has already been 
commissioned to design the 
proposed Saanich Cultural 
Centre and Horticultural Pa¬ 
vilion. 

The concept includes the 
construction of a large 
multi purpose exhibition 
hall and support facilities 
adjoining demonstration 
gardens, an arboretum and 
horticultural research facili¬ 
ties. 

Radiating from the central 
facility would be about 20 
horticultural pavilions, es¬ 
tablished by Pacific rim 
countries. 


Horticultural education 
programs and garden plots 
would be developed and vo¬ 
cational training programs 
in horticulture offered. 

Focal point of the cultural 
hall would be a 10,000- 
square-foot exhibition hall. 
In addition, the centre would 
house a 200-seat theatre, 
meeting rooms, workshops, 
library, cafeteria and ad¬ 
ministrative facilities. 

A 5,000-square-foot solar- 
powered greenhouse is 
planned adjacent to the 
centre. 

About 10 acres would be 
reserved for a horticultural 
food-research facility.

The Broadmead shopping 
centre proposal has been 
withdrawn and a revamped 
version will be before Saan¬ 
ich council early next year, 
according to the develop¬ 
ment project manager. 

Fairly substantial amend¬ 
ments will be made to plans 
for the proposed multi-rail- 
lion-dollar development be¬ 
fore it is resubmitted to the 
municipality, Vancouver 
planning consultant Howard 
Nemtin said in ah inter¬ 
view. 

The changes would affect 
size, design, traffic design 
and character of the centre 
said Nemtin, project man¬ 
ager for the development 
proposed by a partnership of 
the The Bay and Broadmead 
Farms Ltd. 

“Revisions will be based 
on input received from pub¬ 
lic meetings and reaction of 
local residents and members 
of council,” Nemtin told the 
Colonist. 

Nemtin said the new pro¬ 
posal would be before coun¬ 
cil early in the year “be¬ 
cause it should go before the 
new council.”. 

The centre, in the planning 
stages for at least a dec¬ 
ade, is proposed for a 35-acre 
site east of the Patricia Bay 
Highway, between Royal 
Oak Drive and Royal Oak 
Avenue. 

The Saanich Advisory 
Planning Commission re¬ 
cently recommended council 
reject the developer’s appli¬ 
cation because of its size. 

This came despite an as¬ 
surance that the proposal 
would be altered limiting 
eventual size of the centre to 
295,000 square feet, the same 
size as the Tillicum mall 
centre approved by council 
in May. 

Originally, it had been 
planned to build a 229,000- 
square-foot centre as first 
phase of the project, and add 
a second phase in 10 to 15 
years, increasing the size to 
about 411,000 square feet. 

The initial phase would in¬ 
clude The Bay itself, a large 
food store (probably Safe¬ 
way) and about 45 retail 
stores. 


Nemtin promised area 
resiaents at a recent meet¬ 
ing the proposed centre 
would be visually pleasing, 
extensively landscaped and 
designed generally to the 
same high standards as the 
nearby Broadmead residen¬ 
tial Development. 

However, municipal plan¬ 
ner Gil Laurenson has 
warned council that the pro¬ 
posed centre would harm ex¬ 
isting centres in Saanich and 


be detrimental to the busi¬ 
ness health of downtown 
Victoria. 

There is no apparent need 
for any major increase in 
shopping centre facilities in 
the metropolitan area until 
1991, and even after that any 
increase in sales could be 
accommodated by extension 
of small centres rather than 
one or two regional centres, 
he told aldermen. 


Jaycee women 
get own unit 

The Victoria Jaycees are chartering an all-woman 
Jaycee unit in the city. 

The new unit, as yet un-named, will be affiliated 
with the Canada Jaycees and Junior Chamber Interna 
tional but will be completely independent from the Yu 
toria Jaycees. 

The organizational meeting will be held at 8 p.m 
Tuesday in Jaycee Hall, 3880 Quadra. 

Proposals to admit women to the Victoria Jaycees unit 
were made as far back as the early 1970s but met with op 
position from some male members at that time. 

In 1973 the Victoria unit decided to sponsor a sepa 
rate “co-ed” unit, the Malahat South unit, to admit 
women and now plans a separate women’s unit in Vh 
toria. 

The main purpose of the Jaycees is the training of 
young people for leadership roles in business and civic- 
positions. Career advancement, self-improvement, fellow¬ 
ship and recognition are advocated by the organization. 

Police space study: 
board trio named 


Three members of the 
Saanich police board were 
named Saturday by Mayor 
Mel Cotfvelier to study the 
department’s space require¬ 
ments. 

John Tribe, Reg Midgeley 
and John Pendray will be 
joined by other appointees to 
report on accommodation 
needs in the municipal hall 
and the fire department. 

Police Chief Robert Peter¬ 
son wants the department 
moved to the Lakehill area 
because the existing public 
safety building on Vernon is 
inadequate. 


Peterson told the board 
last week that the force is 
running out of space in the 
records-keeping unit, 
doesn’t have enough room'' 
for interviews, and there is a 
general lack of working and 
storage space. 

When the building was 
built in 1960 the police de 
partment had a staff of f:i 
including three civilian 
members. In 1971, when an 
addition was built, the force 
strength was 108. 

Currently there are 115 
officers and 23 support 
staff.

It took ambulance crews about an hour to extricate 
the youth’s leg from the machine. 

He was employed by G.A. Vantreight and Sons. 


The Capital Region District eco¬ 
nomic development committee has 
been called into special session Mon¬ 
day to discuss what chairman Saanich 
Mayor Mel Couvelier says is an emer¬ 
gency. 

The noon meeting is of prime im¬ 
portance because of the varying reac¬ 
tions by area councils to a proposed 
CRD bylaw that would create a new 
regionally-controlled economic de¬ 
velopment commission, Couvelier said 
in an interview Saturday. 

Saanich approved the bylaw last 
month but asked that the new 11-mem- 
ber commission be directly account¬ 
able to the CRD. 

The new commission should be in¬ 
dependent, but the regional district 
should have the final word on the 
annual budget, Saanich believes. 


Oak Bay council was agreeable to 
the change if the regional district was 
not involved and the peninsula coun¬ 
cils “turned it down flat,” Couvelier 
said. 

“It’s most important we reach 
some understanding on this very im¬ 
portant matter,” he said. “That’s why 
I consider Monday’s meeting so criti¬ 
cal.” 

He said if would be impossible to 
continue considering applicants for 
the commissioner’s job “until we have 
decided who the person will be work¬ 
ing for.” 

Between 30 and 40 applications 
have been received for the post which 
becomes vacant when commissioner 
Barry Mayhew steps down as head of 
the commission Oct. 31. 

The CRD hopes to assume the func¬ 
tion by Dec. 1 if it can get approval 
from all its members. 


The votes by some councils "have 
thrown a monkey wrench into things,” 
Couvelier said. 

He believes the commission needs a 
close liaison with the region and says it 
makes sense to transfer powers of the 
Greater Victoria Development Com 
mission to the CRD 

“We now have a situation where 
Sooke has its own commissioner and 
its own commission, if that continues 
it will be a real hodge-podge arrange 
ment.” 

The bylaw calls for creation of a 
commission with seven representa¬ 
tives appointed by member munici¬ 
palities, excluding the Outer Gulf Is¬ 
lands and Salt Spring Island. Four of 
the commissioners would be appointed 
jointly by the CRD.

WILSONVILLE, Ont. (CP) — Yvonne and Gerald 
Bradley’s hobby has added a little spice to their lives. It 
also has become a full-time occupation. 

Three years ago, at age 48, Bradley retired from his 
position as foreman at the Massey-Ferguson North 
American implement plant in Brantford, north of this 
rural town. That was when the urge to grow a garden of 
fragrant greenery, combined with some pressure from 
a daughter whose hobbies include cooking with fresh 
herbs, promoted the Bradleys to test their skills 
as herbalists. 

“Besides,” says Bradley, ‘‘I thought growing herbs 
was as good a way as any to keep me out of trouble.” 

Mrs. Bradley said they also considered purchasing 
a mushroom farm but gave up on the idea when they 
learned it was a full 12 -month-a-year business which 
would keep them indoors much of the time. 

The herb garden now has expanded to include 18 
herbs which form “the culinary mainstay.’* 

Included among the leafy greenery are curly leaf 
and sweet basil, Bummer savory, sage, sweet mar¬ 


joram, purple oregano, tarragon, bumet (often a cu¬ 
cumber substitute in salads) and several members of 
the extensive family of mint. 

All flourish in the one-acre plot of land the Bradleys 
set aside for their agricultural endeavors. 

The herb hobby is as time-consuming as it is satisfy 
ing. 

“Hobbies like this have a habit of becoming full¬ 
time jobs,” Bradley notes. 

He is one of the few persons in Ontario who cultivate 
herbs, and several times has been asked to turn his 
hobby into a full-time business of supplying spite 
houses. 

At present, the Bradleys drive to Toronto markets 
•each week with their harvest of herbs. The demand is 
strong. 

The hobby is not inexpensive, says Mrs. Bradley. 
Thyme costs as much as $10 an ounce. Sage retails for 
$6.45 an ounce and one Russian tarragon root cost the 
Bradleys $5 with no guarantee that the root would flour¬ 
ish.

He is 
not keeping up with his 
homework because he re¬ 
fuses to do it at home and 
insists on hiding his work¬ 
books from his wife. 

THE WORKBOOKS and 

methods used in the program 
can be used by volunteers 
with no previous teaching 
experience, she said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — A U.S. administrative 
judge has ordered the maker of Bufferin and 
Excedrin to stop advertising claims that the prod¬ 
ucts are gentler to the stomach or more effec¬ 
tive than acetylsalicylic acid, commonly known as 
ASA or aspirin. 

In addition, Montgomery Hyun, an administra¬ 
tive law judge for the U.S. Federal Trade Commis¬ 


sion, ordered Bristol-Myers Co. and its advertising 
agencies to disclose that Bufferin, Excedrin and 
Excedrin PM all contain ASA. 

Bristol-Myers said it will oppose Hyun’s order, 
taking the matter before the full Federal Trade 
Commission. The company has 30 days to appeal. 

The judge concluded that claims that the Bris¬ 
tol-Myers products are faster, safer or more effec¬ 


tive than ASA have not been established scientifi¬ 
cally. 

He said future advertising should contain state¬ 
ments such as "Bufferin has not been proved to be 
gentler to the stomach than aspirin,” or "Excedrin 
has not been proved more effective than aspirin.” 

Bristol-Myers spokesman Harry Levine disput¬ 
ed Huyn’s finding, saying the decision did not say

hazardous-waste sites 
around the United States, a 
congressional subcommitee 
said Saturday. 

“The hazardous-waste dis¬ 
posal problem cannot be 
overstated,” the House of 
Representatives commerce 
subcommittee on investiga¬ 
tions said in a new report. 
“Federal and state efforts to 
control disposal of hazard¬ 
ous wastes are totally inade¬ 
quate.” 

Moreover, the subcommit¬ 
tee found that “industry has 
shown laxity, not infrequent¬ 
ly to the point of criminal 
negligence, in soiling the 
land and adulterating the 
water with its toxins.” 

The subcommittee investi¬ 
gated more than a dozen 
sites where chemical manu¬ 
facturers and other firms 
dumped toxic wastes, in^ 
eluding the Love Canal near 
Niagara Falls, N.Y., where 
200 families have been eva¬ 
cuated. 

It found a repeated pattern 
of polluted water supplies, 
unexplained illness, excess¬ 
ive radiation levels and 
other dangers. 

Known cancer-causing 
chemicals including dioxin 
were discovered at many of 
the sites before officials 
began looking for ways to 
clean them up. 

Robert Roland, president 
of the Chemical Manufac¬ 
turers Association, said it 
appeared from early reports 
of the subcommittee investi¬ 
gation that “the members 
deserve commendation for a 
comprehensive analysis of a 
serious public problem. 

“We are especially im¬ 
pressed with the report’s 
recognition of the society¬ 
wide origin of and responsi¬ 
bility for this problem, and 
its emphasis on the need for 
further detailed study of its 
nature and scope,” Roland 
said. 

Environmental Protection 
Agency officials agreed with 
the report’s conclusion that 
hazardous waste was the 
biggest environmental prob¬ 
lem facing the country.

VANCOUVER (UPC) - 
Grain and other shipments 
will be disrupted for two 
months while a Canadian 
National Railways bridge- 
wrecked when a freighter 
slammed into it Friday 
night—is repaired, a CN 
spokesman said Saturday. 

The CN-owned lift span 
bridge crosses Burrard Inlet 
and serves as an important 
transportation link between 
the mainland and North Van¬ 
couver. 

The 21,000-ton Japanese 
freighter Japan Erica, sail¬ 
ing in dense fog, slammed 
into the bridge, dropping its 
north span into the water. 

Ai Menard said Saturday 
the bridge* over which CN 
trains carry shipments of 
grain, potash, sulphur and 
coal to terminals on Vancou¬ 
ver’s North Shore, would 
likely be out of service for at 
least two months. Damage 
estimates were not yet avail¬ 
able.

the bridge is twisted,” he 
said, “but what we don’t 
know yet is how much dam¬ 
age has been done to the 
piers under water.” 

The Second Narrows sec¬ 
tion of the inlet will remain 
closed to all marine traffic 
until the bridge is deter¬ 
mined safe by National Har¬ 
bors Board authorities. 

Menard said CN made ar¬ 
rangements for the bulk of 
shipments to be diverted to 
other ports, adding there 


would likely be delays, but 
“at least shipments will be 
moving.” 

He said grain and general 
freight shipments would be 
diverted north to Prince 
George then back to North 
Vancouver along B.C. Rail¬ 
way lines. Mining companies 
were negotiating with port 
authorities at Roberts Bank, 
south of Vancouver, to divert 
coal shipments there. 

Sulphur shipments will be 
handled at the bulk sulphur 


facilities in Port Moody, east 
of Vancouver. Cars loaded 
with potash and phosphate 
rock would be transported 
across Burrard Inlet to 
North Vancouver on railway 
barges, Menard said. 

The Japan Erica was 
headed out of the harbor 
with a cargo of lumber when 
it ran into the bridge. No one 
was injured in the collision, 
and the ship was only slight¬ 
ly damaged. 


Rites death 
‘ unnatural, 
accidental’ 


CHILLIWACK (CP) - 
The death of a 38-year-old 
woman while undergoing the 
initiation rites of a native 
Indian secret society was un¬ 
natural and accidental, a 
Coroner's jury has ruled. 

Shirley Doreen Point col¬ 
lapsed Jan. 18 while being 
inducted into the secret Long 
House Society at the Salish 
Indian reserve near this 
community 75 kilometres 
east of Vancouver. She died 
on the way to hospital. 

The inquest jury ruled Fri¬ 
day that the cause of death 
was metabolic acidosis, a 
condition of high acid levels 
in the bloodstream common¬ 
ly found in chronic alco¬ 


holics. It recommended that 
initiates be required to un¬ 
dergo a medical examina¬ 
tion and provide written per¬ 
mission before undergoing 
the rites. 

The inquest was told that 
initiates were often stripped, 
blindfolded and subjected to 
ordeals such as immersion 
in cold water, running bare¬ 
foot over rough terrain, fast¬ 
ing and on occasion physical 
beatings. 

Efforts by the B.C. govern¬ 
ment to stop the allegedly 
dangerous ceremonies have 
been unsuccessful. Spirit 
dancing was outlawed in 
1950, but police say the ban is 
difficult to enforce. 


Probe of police 
brings charge 


DELTA (CP) - A com¬ 
mission of inquiry into the 
Delta municipal police force 
has resulted in a criminal 
charge against a member of 
the force. 

Crown counsel, represent¬ 
ing the British Columbia Po¬ 
lice Commission, Friday 
filed a charge of assault 
causing bodily harm against 
Constable Douglas Merri- 
man. a four-year member of 
the force. 

The charge resulted from 
a citizen's complaint and did 
not involve any activity by 
Merriman while in uniform, 
counsel said. The complaint 
referred to an altercation 
while the officer was off 
duty. 

Merriman is to appear in 
provincial court Tuesday. 

He was placed under in¬ 
definite suspension, accord¬ 
ing to acting police chief Ken 
Brown, and other findings of 
the commission report were 
under review.

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Societal values influence technology 

Social change 


determined 
in same way 

By EDWIN T. LAYTON JR. 

Henry Ford once said that purchasers of his 
famous Model T could have any color they wanted — 
so long as it was black. 

time when the feudal lord 
was still very much in evi¬ 
dence. Conversely, we find 
industrial capitalists with 
factories driven by hand, 
wind, or water power before 
the adoption of steam. 

There is no inevitable 
cause-and-effect relation¬ 
ship between technological 
and social change. Each ad¬ 
vance in technology creates 
many new possibilities; only 
a few^re realized by a par¬ 
ticular society. The Amish'* 
provide an interesting ex¬ 
ample; they reject most 
modern technology for reli¬ 
gious reasons. 

Over the course of cen¬ 
turies China and the West 
often made strikingly differ¬ 
ent choices concerning the 
social uses of technology. 
The printing press and paper 
served to entrench the Man¬ 
darin establishment in 
China, but stimulated radi¬ 
cal social changes in Eu¬ 
rope. The Chinese also in¬ 
vented gunpowder, but used 
it for firecrackers; the West 
used it in cannon. 

The idea that technology is 
out of control may result 
from the way we frame our 
questions. A useful way to 
understand the interaction 
of technology and society is 
through the theory of “social 
lag” developed by the 
American sociologist Wil¬ 
liam F. Ogburn. 

The interval between an 
innovation and society’s ad¬ 
justment is what Ogburn 
called “social lag.’’ This 
theory emphasizes the dis¬ 
ruptive effects of technologi¬ 
cal change and the need for 
mechanisms to protect so¬ 
ciety. It therefore helps us 
understand a good deal of 
recent social history. 

But if we take the new 
technologies as “given,” 
then social problems such as 
air pollution and urban 
decay appear to be imposed 
upon society by some myste¬ 
rious force of technology. 
When we examine the 
sources of new technologies, 
however, this is clearly not 
the case. 

The automobile, for exam¬ 
ple, is one of the most impor¬ 
tant causes of both air pollu¬ 
tion and urban decay. But 
automobiles were not forced 
upon the public. Popular lit¬ 
erature prior to the introduc¬ 
tion of the Model T shows 
that North Americans hoped 
for, and wanted, a cheap car 
for the masses. Americans 
saw the automobile as a way 
of reducing urban conges¬ 
tion by letting people move 
to green suburbs. It did just 
that, but it left the inner 
cities to decay. 

Automobiles were expect¬ 
ed to eliminate “horse pollu¬ 
tion,” no small matter. They 
did so, but they created a 
new, insidious form of air 
pollution, “smog." Thus the 
urban decay and air pollu¬ 
tion produced by automo- 


Certainly technology did 
not force Ford to produce 
automobiles in only one 
color. This was a case where 
societal values influenced 
technology. 

Ford’s Tin Lizzy was not 
merely popular; it aroused 
deep affection. It did this 
precisely because it embo¬ 
died many Western values. 
The, color was in keeping 
with a religious and cultural 
heritage that valued plain¬ 
ness. 

Kut the Model T also re¬ 
flected democracy. Before 
Ford the automobile had 
been the plaything of the 
rich: after him it became 
avtfijable to the masses. Put¬ 
ting North Americans be¬ 
hind the wheel fulfilled 
values nourished on the 
frontier: mobility, restless- 
nefc$, individualism,- and a 
conception of personal free- 
doitf that bordered on an¬ 
archy. 

Ungainly as it was, the 
Model T nevertheless ex¬ 
pressed an aesthetic princi¬ 
ple that form should follow 
function. Perhaps the finest 
expression of this principle 
wqs-the Clipper ship, now 
often considered the most 
beautiful of all sailing ships. 
It was. however, criticized 
omaesthetic grounds by con¬ 
temporaries. John Griffiths, 
who designed the Clipper, 
defended it by arguing that 
beauty consisted of “fitness 
for the purpose, and propor¬ 
tion to effect the object de¬ 
signed.” 

This functionalist aes¬ 
thetic, sometimes called 
“vernacular,” helped to give 
form to a vast number of 
things made in North Ameri¬ 
ca: Here, too, societal values 
helped guide technology. 

Societal values also ac¬ 
count for the demise of the 
Model T. Ford’s master¬ 
piece admirably fitted the 
needs and values of a rural 
market. But urbanization 
and a growing taste for lux¬ 
ury doomed the Model T. In 
the 1920s, General Motors 
wrested automotive leader¬ 
ship from Ford by catering 
to the new public tastes, of¬ 
fering choices of color, 
models, and luxury fea¬ 
tures. 

Though technology is 
manifestly influenced by so¬ 
cietal values, many people 
think that technology cannot 
be controlled. 

Karl Marx was one of the 
first to express the idea that 
technology determines the 
course of social change. 
Marx argued that “the hand- 
mill gives you society with 
the feudal lord; the steam- 
mill gives you society with 
the industrial capitalist.” 

In this case, historical re¬ 
search has refuted Marx. 
The Doomsday census of 
1086 AD inventoried more 
than 5,000 mills driven by 
water-power — not by hand 
— in England alone, at a

biles were not caused by 
some mysterious force of 
technology. They are 
by-products of doing some¬ 
thing that the public clearly 
wanted to do. In this case 
technology is not out of con¬ 
trol. Rather, we are paying a 
penalty for our own lack of 
foresight. 

Technology does not exist 
for its own sake. It is the 
means by which society 
achieves certain ends. Tech¬ 
nological activities are ini¬ 
tiated to meet social needs. 

The crucial question, then, 
is how are social needs de¬ 
termined?

control by a small number of 
industrial giants.

quired more effieinent en¬ 
gines, which meant, increas¬ 
ing the compression ratio, 
which in turn caused a large 
increase in the emission of 
nitrous oxides. Higher com¬ 
pression in automotive en¬ 
gines was the most impor¬ 
tant single cause of a 
staggering 628 percent in¬ 
crease in the rate of produc¬ 
tion of these harmful pollu¬ 
tants from 1946 to 1967. 

As Ogbum might have 
predicted, disruptive and 
threatening technological 
changes produced a reaction 
from society. The auto 
makers’ neglect of safety led 
Ralph Nader in 1965 to mount 
a crusade that broadened 
into a consumers’ revolt. 
Environmentalists, follow¬ 
ing the pioneering work of 
Rachel Carson in 1963, had 
already begun their protests 
through such agencies as the 
Sierra Club. 

Scientists also made an 
important contribution, 
pointing to the public dan¬ 
gers inherent in radioactive 
fall-out in the 1950s. More 
recently, scientists have 
raised serious questions con¬ 
cerning the safety of nuclear 
power 

'In all of these cases the 
force of aroused public opin¬ 
ion brought government ac¬ 
tion. Perhaps the clearest 
case is provided by the auto¬ 
mobile: government, re¬ 
sponding to public pres¬ 
sures, is attempting to 
impose a new set of value 
priorities upon manufac¬ 
turers, particularly in the 
areas of safety, pollution, 
and fuel consumption. 

Behind the rancorous de¬ 


bates over particular issues 
something important is tak¬ 
ing place. We are being 
forced to rethink long ac¬ 
cepted fundamentals. Our 
democratic society is at¬ 
tempting to redefine its 
values, reorder its priorities, 
and reshape the mecha¬ 
nisms through which these 
values guide the course of 
technological development. 

It is too soon to predict the 
outcome. But one thing is 
clear: societal values do in¬ 
fluence technology.

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Child fatals a shock 


Elementary school chil¬ 
dren in B.C. are being killed 
in traffic accidents at the 
rate of one a week while 
seven are injured every 
day. 

These grim figures are 
contained in a survey com¬ 
missioned by the Insurance 
Corporation of B.C. and the 
B.C. Year of the Child and 
the Family carried out by 
the motor vehicle branch. 

Hugh Earle, ICBC’s road 
safety manager says, “The 
survey’s results are shock¬ 
ing. Every driver, every par¬ 
ent, every person concerned 
for the safety of children 
should take note of the sur¬ 
vey.” 

"Death and injury lurk 
everywhere for schoolchil¬ 
dren,’’ says the report."At 
play, on the way to school 
and while cycling.” 

In cold statistics: 53 chil¬ 
dren aged five to 15 were 
killed in traffic accidents in 
1978, five more than in 1977. 

In 1978 a total of 2,692 chil¬ 
dren aged six to 15 were 
injured in traffic accidents 
—on the average more than 
seven children every day of 
the year. 

Other highlights of the re¬ 
port. 

• More traffic injuries 
occur in July and June than 
in any other month; by far 
the smallest number occur 
in January. 

• Most traffic injuries and 
fatalities occur on Thurs¬ 
day and Saturday. 

• Two-thirds of all traffic 
fatalities and injuries in the 
age group six to 15 years, 
occur in daylight, particu¬ 
larly in the afternoon. 

The report states that 
more fatal traffic accidents 
occur in rural and undeve¬ 
loped areas than in other 
areas such as business and 
shopping zones. 

In fact, rural and undeve¬ 
loped areas along with fami¬ 
ly residential areas, account 
for 77 per cent of fatal acci¬ 
dents. 

Schools and playgrounds 
account for eight per cent, 
while recreation, business, 
shopping, apartment resi¬ 
dential, industrial and man¬ 
ufacturing share the other 15 
per cent. 

Crossing streets where 
(here are no signals and no 
crosswalks is the major 
cause of pedestrian fatali¬ 
ties and injuries. Over one 
third of pedestrian injuries 
are in this category. 

Four of the five most fre¬ 
quent pedestrian actions 
that cause injury result from 


‘ Drivers , take note ’ 


crossing a street, says the 
report. 

Earle, commenting on the 
report, says traffic safety 
programs throughout the 
province should be aware of 
these real dangers at in¬ 
tersections. 


Adults should educate 
children to the dangers of 
traffic, and drivers must be¬ 
come more pedestrian-con¬ 
scious if deaths and injuries 
among young people are to 
be reduced. 

The report notes that in 33 


per cent of fatal accidents, 
the child involved is a pedes¬ 
trian; in only four per cent 
of fatal accidents the child is 
on a bicycle; in almost two- 
thirds the child involved is in 
a vehicle. 

Far more children aged 11 
to 15 are fatally injured 
while in a vehicle than those 
who are from six to 10 years 
of age.

She was on the phone to 
talk about a segment of The 
Rockford Files} in which she 
guests but when she was 
asked what she thinks about 
the new movie, The Man 
With Bogart’s Face, she 
shifted willingly to the sub¬ 
ject of her late husband’s 
image and its present uses. 

“I don’t really know about 
that (the movie)," she said, 
“but I’m just so damned sick 
of the use of Bogie, you 
know. It’s been so over¬ 
done. 

“There are ways to do 
it, as Woody Allen did it, 
which was imaginative.

However, Bacall contin- 
led, her son by second hus¬ 
band, Jason Robards, “is to¬ 
tally uninhibited by both of 
ns. Or either of us. 

“It’s not his nature. 

“He respects and admires 
ind is crazy about us both. 
To try to be the kind of actor 
tis father is would be a neat 
rick, but Sam’s head doesn’t 
vork that way. He does his 
iwn thing. 

“He’s very lucky, because 
he can enjoy both of us and 
still feel like a total individ¬ 
ual." 

Aside from an appearance 
in a half-hour segment of Dr. 
Kildare years ago, Bacall 
had never done series televi¬ 
sion before Rockford. 

She joined Jim Gamer in

The McPherson Playhouse will be alive with 
the glorious sound of ethnic folk music from South 
America when Sukay, a world renowned group 
dedicated to the preservation and study of An¬ 
dean folk music, appears in concert tonight at 8 
o’clock. 

This special concert is presented by the Mc¬ 
Pherson Playhouse foundation and the Vancouver 
Folk Music Festival. 

The members of Sukay, Edmond and Quentin 
Badoux, Javier Canelas and Gonzalo Vargas, are 
an international blend of fine performers; Swiss, 
North American and South American. Their music 
comes from the mountain regions of Ecuador, 
Peru, Bolivia, Chile and Argentina. The rhythm and 
tone of their music reflects a Spanish influence, 
but at the same time it has a quality all its own. 

Traditional musical instruments from these 
isolated mountain areas such as the quena — a 
notched bamboo flute, the sikus and rondador — 
variations on the pan pipe and the charango, a 
small io string guitar, create hauntingly beautiful 
melodies. 

EIGHT CONCERTS that will include all the 
sonatas for cello and piano, violin and piano and the- 
major piano trios by Ludwig von Beethoven will be 
performed at the McPherson Playhouse by the 
Deane-Sdlose-Skaggs trio. This series of noontime 
concerts is sponsored by the McPherson Playhouse 
Foundation and the Community Arts Council of 
Greater Victoria. 

The first concert of the series is on Friday, Oct. 
19, when the following works will be performed: 
Sonata Op. 12 No. 2 in A major for violin and 
piano, Sonata Op. 5 No. 2 in G minor for cello and 
piano and trio (Ghost) Op. 70 No. 1 in D major. 


The other concert dates are Nov. 16, Dec. 14, 
Jan. 4, Feb. 1 and 22, March 14 and April 6. The final 
performance on April 6 is a special Easter Sunday 
gala concert. 

ALL CONCERTS are free, except for the April 
6 performance, and run from 12:10 p.m. to 12:50 
p.m., followed by a five-minute break, then con¬ 
tinuing from 12:55 to 1:20 p.m. The Easter Sunday 
concert begins at 2:30 p.m. and a small admission 
will be charged. 

The performing artists, Derry Deane, Cathleen 
Solose and Larry Skaggs are three brilliantly ta¬ 
lented musicians.

She has toured extensively throughout 
Europe and the Far and Middle East and has been 
artist in residence at several universities. She has 
appeared many times as soloist with the Victoria 
Symphony and has performed nationally on CBC. 

Solose, the extremely talented pianist of the 
trio, has established herself as an artist with 
outstanding potential. Graduating from the Juil- 
liard School of Music in New York at the age of 20, 
she began a four-year tenure in Italy. A winner of 
several music festival competitions, Solose has 
also been awarded six Canada Council grants for 
study abroad.

He began his professional ca¬ 
reer as an organist at the Lincoln Theatre on 
135th Street. 

"In 1920, he met his mentor, the great 
stride pianist James P. Johnson, and soon 
became a prized attraction at Harlem rent 
parties, and one of the most respected musi¬ 
cians in New York... 

"Dad raised the art of stride piano to its 
highest level, and was one of the inventors of 
swing music. He was a prolific composer, a 
great comedian and a brilliant singer and 
musician — talents which made him one of the 
first black superstars in America.” — Maurice 
Waller, co-author of Fats Waller (Schirmer 
Books, 1977). 

If you know your jazz, you know Fats 
Waller.

Peter Chipman: You Girl 

Peter Chipman’s album 
You Girl is a bittersweet as¬ 
sault on the vulnerable emo¬ 
tions of parted lovers.

The album has enough

OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
government will dramati¬ 
cally alter the workings of 
Parliament with introduc¬ 
tion of a freedom of infor¬ 
mation bill this week, and 
changes to the House com¬ 
mittee system, Government 
House Leader Walter Baker 
said Saturday. 

If successful, the bill will 
make reams of formerly 
confidential material avail¬ 
able to opposition MPs, the 
press and the public, Baker 
said in an interview to be 
aired today on CTV’s Ques¬ 
tion Period. 

The bill will also get rid of 
some of the “frustrations’* 
of being in opposition with¬ 
out adequate information. 

In the past, opposition 
MPs were forced to run on 
“instinct with our informa¬ 
tion” because information 
was refused, and “I think we 
dealt in a lot of things in a 
peripheral way, in a way 


that was really irrelevant to 
the facts,” Baker said. 

He added that when the 
facts were out, “peo¬ 
ple... will be able to make 
much more critical judg¬ 
ments of performance based 
on those facts.” 

He said the government 
was also ready to introduce a 
package of bills that would 
radically increase the power 
of parliamentary commit¬ 
tees to conduct separate re¬ 
views on thorny issues, and 
set up a new committee to 
study government spend¬ 
ing. 

These changes would give 
MPs some of the freedom 
American politicians en¬ 
joyed, Baker said. 

“What we are trying to do 
with respect to the commit¬ 
tees will go a long way to 
allowing that kind of free¬ 
dom of examination, of hold¬ 
ing the government to ac¬ 
count,” he said.

(CP) — Police issued a war¬ 
rant Saturday for the arrest 
of a suspect in the deaths of 
four people, one a three- 
month-old infant, whose 
bodies were found in their 
home Friday. 

Thunder Bay police said 
they have issued a warrant 
for the arrest of Stephen 
Brent Vanier, 20, of Port 
Calumet, Que. 

A police spokesman said 
Vanier will be charged with 
the murders of Shawn 
Wyght, 27, his wife, Darlene, 
25, her sister, Karen Zazula, 
17, and the Wyght’s infant 
son, Adam.

“It would still be an em¬ 
barrassment at the very 
least to have breaks publicly 
with the party. Breaks in 
terms of votes could be more 
than embarrassing. It could 
be the end of a govern¬ 
ment.”

Rate hike 

lockstep 

assailed 


OTTAWA (UPC) — The 
government should abandon 
its policy of jacking up inter¬ 
est rates to match the 
American lending rate, Lib¬ 
eral Finance critic Herb 
Gray said Saturday. 

“I’m not persuaded by the 
arguments of the Bank of 
Canada, supported by the 
government, that moving al¬ 
most in lockstep with the 
United States is necessary,” 
Gray said in a weekend in¬ 
terview with Standard 
Broadcast News. 

“Especially since our dol¬ 
lar was relatively strong be¬ 
fore the latest interest rate 
move and we haven’t had an 
overflow of our official re¬ 
serves.” 

The Bank and the govern¬ 
ment should look at alterna¬ 
tive policies, he said. 

“I think the Bank of Can¬ 
ada could have waited to see 
what developments would 
take place if it did not move 
immediately.” 

The Bank of Canada in¬ 
creased the prime lending 
rate to a record 13 per cent 
earlier in the week, the third 
increase since Prime Minis¬ 
ter Joe Clark took over the 
government five months 
ago. 

Gray last week pressured 
the Conservative govern¬ 
ment Into ordering the gov¬ 
ernor of the Bank of Canada, 
Gerald Bouey, to appear be¬ 
fore a Parliamentary com¬ 
mittee next week to explain 
his policy of matching in¬ 
creases in the American 
rate. 

The economy would be 
better off with an 81-cent 
dollar and a 9.5 per cent or 
10 per cent interest rate rath¬ 
er than an 86-cent dollar and 
a 13.5 interest rate, Gray 
said.

CANADA 

COMMISSION OF INQUIRY ON 
AVIATION SAFETY 

By Order-in-Council dated the 3rd day of August, 1979, pursuant to Part II 
of the Inquiries Act the Honourable Mr. Justice Charles L. Dubin was appointed 
to head a Commission of Inquiry on aviation safety. 

The following are the pertinent provisions of the Order-in-Council setting 
forth the terms of reference: 

WHEREAS concern has been expressed about 

(a) the adequacy of federal law, regulations, and rules and of practices and 
procedures governing aviation safety in Canada, particularly in 
relation to'(i) small aircraft (ii) remote areas, and (iii) uncontrolled air¬ 
ports; 

(b) the sufficiency of enforcement of existing aviation safety legislation 
and standards, including the training, qualification and numbers of 
federal inspectors; 

(c) the airworthiness and maintenance of aircraft including departmental 
aircraft; and 

(d) the adequacy of aviation incident reporting and investigation and avia¬ 
tion accident investigation. 

AND WHEREAS the Committee is of the opinion that it would be in 
the public interest for the said concerns to be investigated; 

The Committee of the Privy Council, on the recommendation of the 
Minister of Transport, therefore, advise that, pursuant to Part II of the 
Inquiries Act, Your Excellency in Council may be pleased to authorize the 
Minister of Transport to appoint the Honourable Mr. Justice Charles L. 
Dubin of Toronto, Ontario, a Commissioner under Part 11 of the Inquiries 
Act, to investigate and report upon the existing state and management of 
that part of the business of the Air Administration of the Department of 
Transport pertaining to: 

1. the inspection and certification of aircraft; 

2. the conditions under which aircraft may be used or operated; 

3. the formulation and enforcement of laws, regulations and rules neces¬ 
sary for the safe and proper navigation of aircraft; 

4. the investigation of accidents and reporting and investigation of inci¬ 
dents involving aircraft, including the taking of statements and other 
materials by investigators for the purpose of any such investigations 
and the retention of the statements and whether such statements, other 
materials or voice recordings relating to an accident or an incident 
should be privileged, and if so, to what extent; 

5. the activities of any person who is or was in the management or service 
of the Department of Transport insofar as these activ ities relate to his 
official duties in respect of any of the matters referred to in sections 1 to 
4 inclusive; and 

6. any matters incidental or relating to any of the matters referred to in 
sections 1 to 5, 

so as to advise the Minister of Transport of the safety of the civil air trans¬ 
portation system and on whether the Aeronautics Act and regulations 
. made pursuant thereto should, in respect of the matters referred to in 
sections T to 6 be amended to improve safety and, if so, in what manner. 

The Commissioner shall report to the Minister of Transport within one 
year of October f, 1979.

LIFE BEFORE MAN, By Margaret 
Atwood. McClelland & Stewart. 

$12.95. 

Nobody can tell me that Margaret 
Atwood’s not an exciting, important 
poet and an original, perceptive critic, 
but I’ve yet to be convinced that she’s 
a novelist. Take her fourth and latest 
novel, Life Before Man , as a case in 
point. 

It’s the story of three contempo¬ 
rary Torontonians: Elizabeth, the cool, 
manipulating wife: Nate, her gentle, 
weakling husband, and Lesje, the 
timid Other Woman. Atwood braids 
these three strands in a tight symmet¬ 
rical pattern and binds the loose ends 
neatly enough at the end, but the over¬ 
all effect is unbecoming, I think, to her 
talents as a writer. 

Certainly Atwood is good at estab¬ 
lishing and dissecting the neuroses 
of her unhappy characters, but she’s 
better at reporting 4he technical de¬ 
tails of their work and inserting politi¬ 
cal and sociological comments on the 
side. Someone should commission 
Atwood to survey the grass roots in

various regions of Canada (or of other 
cultures around the world) — it’d 
make a welcome change from oral 
history overkill and provide a fitting 
forum for her analytical talents. And 
Atwood could use the experience of 
writing about real people in real situa¬ 
tions if she’s planning to continue 
as a novelist. As things stand, her 
characters are less like human beings 
than captured insects, impaled and 
struggling under her dispassionate, 
observing eye. Life Before Man is 
cleverly constructed and sometimes 
quite gripping, but it’s like reading a 
novel written by the Snow Queen. 

Life Before Man is about a society 
that Atwood sees as doomed, like 
the dinosaurs which Lesje (the Other 
Woman) admires so singlemindedly. 
The society is — what else, given 
Atwood’s gift for stirring things up — 
modern middle-class Toronto. Her 
three main characters represent vari¬ 
ous strata of this society, with minor 
variations supplied by their various 
lovers, friends and relatives. 


Elizabeth, for example, is “haute 
WASP”, thanks to the stifling 
upbringing provided by a rich monster 
named Auntie Muriel (Auntie Muriel 
“is (her) root, (her) twisted diseased 
old root. Other people, such as those 
in Buffalo, think that Toronto has 
changed, shaken off its blue-law ways, 
become chic and liberal, but Elizabeth 
knows it hasn’t. At its core, where 
there should be a heart, there’s only 
Auntie Muriel.’’) Nate, like his moth¬ 
er, is a bleeding-hearted liberal from 
the lower-middle class. And Lesje, 
with her Jewish and Ukrainian grand¬ 
mothers, is an “ethnic”. 

Both Elizabeth and Lesje work at 
the Royal Ontario Museum, an effec¬ 
tive background for a novel which 
provides seamless transitions to dino¬ 
saur symbolism whenever Atwood 
wishes to stress her main point. (“The 
dfnosaurs didn’t know they were only 
in the Mesozoic. They didn’t know 
they were only in the middle. They 
didn’t intend to become extinct, as 
far as they knew they would live 
forever ... ”) 

Atwood’s characters are dinosaurs 
because their lives have become so 
convoluted and “civilized” that 
they’ve brought them to the brink 
(or over the edge) of suicide, 
insanity and murder. Relationships 
which begin as loving are reduced 
to ritual game-playing, often with 
high stakes. (When Elizabeth loses a 
round to Nate she is furious: “It’s like 
being beaten at an intricate and subtle 
game of chess by the world tiddly- 
winks champion.’’) 

For Torontonians, who no doubt 
care about such things, the novel 
provides a few lighter moments in 
descriptions of restaurant pecking 
orders and where not to shop. There 
are diverting cracks about the RCMP, 
Rene Levesque and Unitarianism for 
the issue-oriented. And women’s lib is 
represented as well, in its effect on the 
unlucky Nate: “Occasionally .. . Nate 
thinks of himself as a lump of putty, 
helplessly molded by the relentless 
demands and flinty disapprovals of 
the women he can't help being 
involved with. Dutifully, he tries to 
make them happy. He fails . . . be¬ 
cause their own desires are hoplessly 
divided.” 

But by and large Life Before Man 
concentrates on being a thorough case 
history of three sad cases. Atwood 
builds up considerable momentum by 
unfolding new motivations and com¬ 
plications as the story progresses to its 
seemingly inevitably disastrous end. 
The reader, who has long since learn¬ 
ed that detachment is advisable, 
begins to anticipate a variety of vio¬ 
lent denouements. 

And what happens? A cop-out end¬ 
ing, which lightens the mood, displays 
literary virtues and is dramatically 
dishonest. At one point in the book 
Elizabeth visits Auntie Muriel in her 
parlor and contemplates the story of 
the spider and the fly. So will the 
reader, when Atwood’s finished with 
him in this novel. 


Getting there is not all fun

THE OLD PATAGONIAN EXPRESS: By Train 
Through the Americas, by Paul Theroux. 
Thomas Allen. $15.50. 


“If one of the objects of 
travel was to give yourself 
the explorer’s thrill that you 
were alone, that after 15 or 
20,000 miles you had outrun 
everyone else and embarked 
on a solitary mission of dis¬ 
covery in a remote place, 
then I had discovered the 
traveller’s dream.” So 
states Paul TherOux at the 
conclusion of his arduous 
journey. 

He leaves Medford, Mas¬ 
sachusetts, in the‘dead of 
the winter and follows a con¬ 
tinuous rail track to the pla¬ 
teau of Patagonia in south¬ 
ern Argentina. The tracks 
end there. 

He travels on the Lake 
Shore Limited, the Aztek 
Eagle, the Balboa Bullet and 
endless trains, large or 
small, some mere wooden 
open-sided cars, others 50- 
year-old Pullman equip¬ 
ment. He traverses the Unit¬ 
ed States, Mexico Guatema¬ 
la, El Salvador, Nicaragua, 
Costa Rica, Panama, 
Colombia, Ecuador, Peru, 
Bolivia, Chile and Argen¬ 
tina. 

Theroux makes two valid 
statements: Contemporary 
travel writing has 
deteriorated to reports of 
destinations, rather than 
how you got there, and sec¬ 
ondly, that air travel is not 
travel at ail. 

Whether traversing the 
plains of the Pampas or 
scaling the height of the 
Andes, you feel every jostle, 


every jerk, you wait impa¬ 
tiently at stops, share the 
torpor and the cold. Theroux 
has the eye of A.J. Liebling, 
the nose of Durrell and al¬ 
most the literary scope of 
Edmund Wilson. His meta¬ 
phors and similes are like 
rare-cut diamonds. 

A few years ago I was a 
guest of the Tourist Bureau 
of El Salvador and I criss¬ 
crossed that postage-stamp 
country with a local driver to 
watch how he carefully 
checked in with the police at 
each new destination. He 
was a serf. Later that eve¬ 
ning, I watched two peasants 
sawing off a parking meter 
and disappearing with it in 
the night. I share with 
Theroux his outrage over the 
poverty, the illiteracy, the 
corruptness south of the 
border. 

But Theroux travels with a 
vengeance, seeking only 
slums, cheap hotels, deso¬ 
late villages; he misses 
much of the beauty and kind¬ 
ness the poor have to offer. I 
shall never forget the eagle 
caned for me by a one- 
armed carpenter in Antigua. 
Its delicary brought tears to 
my eyes. Theroux did not 
visit Antigua. 

He avoids strangers,.dis¬ 
likes conversation, though 
his Spanish is fluent. He re¬ 
buffs a young student eager 
to learn English and an el¬ 
derly American, lonesome 
for his native tongue, though 
this man later saves his life.

He loathes tourists and the 
backpacking young who he 
feels are only watching the 


state of the dollar versus the 
peso. Only the blind writer 
Borges seems to stimulate 
Theroux and he spends a 
number of touching days 
with the man. 

True, no travel book will 
ever show you the slums, 
the gritty sights and smells 
as graphically as Theroux. 
Not since The Children of 
Sanchez has poverty and op¬ 
pression been so intimately 
recorded. Theroux not only 
is a fine observer but a thor¬ 
ough historian, his story 
laced through the narrative 
without pedagogy. He 
watches a soccer game in El 
Salvador and in the middle 
of this circus maximus you 
see the frustrations, the 
anger that drunken peasants 
vent on each other. Theroux 
travelled hard and deeply, 
and he suffered hard. Flies, 
mosquitoes, heat, altitude 
sickness, noise, dust, caco¬ 
phonic music, and foul 


smells plague him and the 
reader throughout the jour¬ 
ney, but there is also a 
darker side of Theroux. His 
reading matter on the jour¬ 
ney betrays him. Faulkner's 
Wild Palms, Ambrose 
Bierce’s The Devil's Dictio¬ 
nary, Poe’s The Narrative of 
Arthur Gordon Pym; he re¬ 
lishes the Gothic and a 
streak of imperiousness 
shines through. 

When asked what he does, 
he states that he is a teacher 
of geography; had he told 
any of the people he met that 
he was a writer, they would 
have “bolted.’’ 

I am not thoroughly con¬ 
vinced of this. To be a writer, 
you need an eye, to be true, 
but you must also ask and 
you must listen. You need a 
heart. Perhaps the lie of 
being a geography teacher is 
less a lie than he thinks.

Love: Praised , blessed , cursed

IN THE NAME OF LOVE, by Jill Tweedie. 
Random House. $11.95. 


“Love, used in a romantic or passionate 
context, is merely a licence for indul¬ 
gence of our own needs and fantasies,” Jill 
Tweedie writes, “a prop for our weak¬ 
nesses and an accessory for our shakey 
egos.” 

Lest her readers be put off by such 
straightforwardness — characteristic of 
this book as a whole — Tweedie assures us 
at the beginning that her thoughts and 
observations are offered, always, with “a 
combination of absolute humility and utter' 
arrogance.” 

Fair enough, then — and true enough, 
too! 

Where to begin? Easy enough to read 
from the first page to the last,.but not, 
perhaps, as easy to think about and 

express. 

Nothing here is new. Everyone — and I 
mean everyone, from infant to grandpar¬ 
ent — knows what this is all about. 

Love, love. 

Love me and I die, love and I live. 
Contradiction! And even if Tweedie, a col¬ 
umnist for the Manchester Guardian, 
somehow misses the point that begins the 
endless permutations of love, she 
examines and comments on so many 
facets of it that most readers will have 
enough to keep them going for weeks — in 
or out of love. 


In the Name of Love is what might be 
called .a survey volume. As such, and 
with such a topic, its primary value may be 
as an incentive to further examination of 
love. Love, of course, has been inescapable 
for a very long time, and one may find 
oneself approaching it from any perspec¬ 
tive, not surprisingly! Tweedie begins with 
a mercifully brief account of her own 
three marriages and moves quickly into a 
history of love, or at least the notion of it. 
Reality and notion, it needs hardly be 
added, just aren’t the same. 

The Greeks had no conception of 
romantic love: to them love was most often 
concretized in the relationship between a 
man and a youth, to both of whom de¬ 
pendency was a transitory state. It was the 
Christians, particularly those of the 11th, 
12th and 13th centuries in the south of 
France, who founded and elaborated most 
of the notions of love we founder in now. 

Central to their ideas of love were their 
feelings of imperfection and death — 
and, inevitably, the imperishable perfec¬ 
tion of God. God was transmuted into 
the Lady, or woman, and man’s (speaking 
here unly of gender) separation from real¬ 
ity began. Unable to connect with the ideal, 
he Was unable to connect with the real. Or 
vice-versa. 

And women, too, .cast into a role entire¬ 
ly unsuitable to their mortal frames and 
desires, entered into the perversion we all 
know as love: 

“For two to become as one is for each of 
the two to become useless to the other 

. Fusion ... is a kind of obscenity, a 
spiritual parasitism.” 


An impossible situation, for every man 
being daddy, for every woman being 
daughter. 

Jill Tweedie's observations of our real¬ 
ity could easily be called bitter, but her 
wish is to end the bitterness and falsehood 
so currently prevalent between men and 
women. To reach that end she delves into 
the animal roots of humanity’s mind and 
emerges with a concept that enables her. 
at least, to posit some hope for future 
relations. 

“True love,” she writes, “is ... an 
emanation of reason, a rational apprehen 
sion of another human being and a logical 
assessment.of his or her particular needs, 
virtues and failings, in the light of 
reality.” 

This is an admirable rational state¬ 
ment, but fails to mention — as the book 
itself fails to mention — the real base of 
many of our actions and feelings: fear. 
Fear and fearlessness are topics, 
subjects, that most of us are reluctant to 
acknowledge, let alone discuss, yet it 
seems to me that love — and sex, and 
.death, and life — can’t be understood 
without a full encounter with those two 
realities. 

But love goes on: praise love and bless 
it, curse it! 

One of the most important aspects of 
Tweedie’s book is her short discussion of 
Dorothy Dinnerstein’s The Mermaid and 
the Minotaur, probably the most percep¬ 
tive analysis around of the current state of 
relations — and the reasons f*r them — 
between men and women. If nothing else 
Tweedie’s work will open some reader’s 
minds into realms we alUshaFe.

<The provincial fish and 
wildlife branch has received 
Victoria’s permission to 
r^ise the level of Thetis 
Lake, but the city says it 
v&pn’t pay for improvements 
the provincial water rights 


branchi^ demanding to the 
upper and lower lake dams. 

Raising the level of the 
lake is to assure an adequate 
water supply for Craig- 
flower Creek during the hot 


summer months, to entice 
cutthroat trout back into the 
creek. 

That part of the project, 
which won’t cost the city any 
money, was consequently 
authorized by council. 


But Mayor Michael Young 
argued that the demanded 
repairs to the dams were 
• incidental to the over-all pro¬ 
ject. 

He said it was strange that 
the water rights branch told 


the city to repair the dams, 
at an estimated cost of $37,- 
000, just when the fish and 
wildlife branch wanted to 
raise the level of the lake. 

He said the city main¬ 
tained Thetis Lake Park for 


the benefit of the entire re¬ 
gion, and shouldn’t get stuck 
with the bill for dam re¬ 
pairs. The dams had been 
holding for 85 years, he said, 
and he would be interested to 
know how often they had 


been inspected in that time. 

Chris Dodd, a fish and 
wildlife official, has said 
that raising the lake level 
does not depend on the dam 
repairs.

“If they are not loyal to the 
president, they can go work 
for Kennedy, but we don’t 
want them on the federal 
payroll any more,” the 
paper quoted a senior Carter 
aide as saying. 

Citing “Knowledgeable 
sources,” the Times said 
some long-time Kennedy 
supporters sprinkled 
throughout the Carter ad¬ 
ministration had already 
been approached by Ken¬ 
nedy forces. 

The paper said national 
public radio chief Frank 
Mankiewicz admitted he had 
been spoken to by people 
inside the Carter adminis¬ 
tration who asked him to 
work for Kennedy. Man¬ 
kiewicz said he referred 
such calls to Paul Kirk, a 
Kennedy political adviser.

Hamilton Jordan was quoted 
by the Times as saying.

I No evidence has yet been 
|| found in any of the at least 17 
confirmed cases of cattle 
mutilation since Aug. 13. 
Most of the incidents have 
occurred in southern Alber¬ 
ta, but several more have 
been reported recently in 
Saskatchewan. * 

Sex organs of 16 cattle and 
one horse were removed. 
Eyes, ears and parts of 
tongues were taken in some 
cases. Veterinary patholo¬ 
gists have been unable to 
establish cause of death in 
some incidents. 

RCMP Cpl. Lyn Lauber, in 
charge of the investigation, 
speculates group members 
are men and women 35 years 
old or more, quite intelligent 
and successful in their line of 
work, but introverted.

no indication it will progress 
beyond cattle.” 

Mutilations probably 
occur during the dark hours, 
perhaps just before dawn. 

Someone with a good hunt¬ 
ing knife and a sharpener 
could probably mutilate an 
animal within 20 minutes— 
“He could do it by feel.” 

Dr. Alan Aycock, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Leth¬ 
bridge, says the mutilations 
sound like a revival of 19th- 
century English clubs for the 
rich and bored who indulged 
in witchcraft as a hobby. 

“There was one called the 
Hellfire Club that held nasty 
types of orgies. Occasionally 
such things would get out of 
hand and someone would be 
injured, but they didn’t rep¬ 
resent any threat to the gen¬ 
eral public,” 

The 19th-century groups 
used mild forms of witch¬ 
craft and Druidism, a reli¬ 
gion of the Celts in ancient 
Gaul and Britain, as a hobby, 
he says. Groups usually in¬ 
volved bored, wealthy mem¬ 
bers of the upper classes. 

Aycock, who teaches a 
course in the occult, says 
organs removed from the 
livestock may indicate the 
cult wants to incorporate the 
animal’s power. Mutilation 
of other parts may represent 
attacks on people. 

“The genitals were de¬ 
voured in trying to enhance 
their fertility. But the eyes, 
ears and tongue might be 
used in an attack on the 
sense organs of other peo¬ 
ple.” 

Cattle have traditionally 
been used for sacrifice, Ay¬ 
cock says. Often some parts 
would be devoured by wor¬ 
shippers and others offered 
to their god.

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This Forbidden Island no longer forgotten 


The $21 million Sheraton 
Molokai, with its 18-hole golf 
course fronting on the ocean, 
its four flood-lit tennis 
courts,its 290 posh rooms 
and its spectacular beaches, 
is the only major develop¬ 
ment on the island. Located 
in the dry west end, the 
Sheraton has probably the 
island’s best restaurant and 
is certainly its only first- 
class hotel. 

Another eight hotel sites 
have been zoned for the is¬ 
land, and it is expected that 
building will start soon on at 
least one new resort com¬ 
plex. So Molokai is beginning 
to be discovered by tourists. 
With over 100 flights, most 
by commuter aircraft (the 
best is Royal Hawaiian), ar¬ 
riving daily, Molokai is 
ready to become the newest 
destination in the islands. 

But it is ready to accept the 
tourists only on its terms, 
terms that include an accep¬ 
tance of the slow pace, a 
willingness to relax and not 
expect nightlife, a need to 
get away from crowds and 
walk along a deserted beach 
with only sand crabs for 
company. 

Molokai is the old Hawaii, 
the Hawaii of King Kameha 
meha, and ancient fishponds 
and human sacrifices. An 
island that Captain Cook 
never visited. An island the 
missionaries ignored for 
years. The Forbidden Is¬ 
land , forbidden no longer.

KAUNAKAKAI, Hawaii — This, the las# major 
Hawaiian island to get into the tourism business, is 
nothing at all like the tourist-saturated beaches of 
Oahu and the increasingly crowded highways of 
Maui. 


It is the old Hawaii. An 
island without a single stop 
light. An island where the 
favored tourist destination 
can only be reached by rid¬ 
ing a mule.An island where 
partridges fly constantly 
across wind-swept dirt 
roads, deer graze within feet 
of driftwood-clogged white 
sand beaches and wild boars 
root contentedly in rain 
torests. 

One of the most historic of 
the Hawaiian islands, Molo¬ 
kai was the refuge for the 
young King Kamehameha I, 
who was hidden in the deep 
valleys of the island until he 
w as old enough to challenge 
for the crown and eventually 
unite the islands under his 
rule. 

Molokai was also the only 
island of the Hawaiian chain 
that had no king of its own, 
and the only island that was 
not aligned with another. It 
was known as The Forbidden 
Island because of the reput¬ 
ed power of the island’s 
priests, who were said to be 
able to destroy intruders 
with a magic spell. 

Because of its forbidding 
reputation, Molokai was the 
forgotten island of the Ha¬ 
waiian chain, and the natu¬ 
ral site for the establishment 
of the only leper colony in the 
United States. Located on a 
remote peninsula flanked on 
one side by the raging sea 
and on the other by rugged 
2,000-foot-high cliffs,. Kalau- 
papa perhaps the most 
inaccessible spot in the is¬ 
lands. 

Lepers from throughout 
the Hawaiian islands were 
jammed into boats, brought 
offshore Kalaupapa and bru¬ 
tally thrown into the ocean. 
If they survived the swim, 
they were to try to survive in 
Kalaupapa, without any con¬ 
tact with the outside world. 
Many never made it to Ka¬ 
laupapa. In their weakened, 
ravaged condition, they 
often drowned, or were 
eaten by sharks. 

Into this hellhole came 
Father Damien, a Belgian 
priest who dedicated his life 
to caring for and serving the 
lepers. From 1873 until 1889, 
when he himself died of the 
dreaded disease, Father Da¬ 
mien built a New England- 


style village and church, 
taught the lepers to be self- 
sufficient and made life at 
least tolerable for the fofe- 
saken people. 

Today you can visit Kalau¬ 
papa, still home to nearly 100 
lepers, and sit in the St. Phi- 
lomena Church that he built. 
There are holes in the floor 
which Father Damien bored 
so that lepers with larynx 
ailments could spit during 
services. Here among the 
palm trees, bougainvillea 
and plumeria, you can visit 
the old lighthouse, enjoy 
manicured lawns and 
brightly—painted cottages 
and stop at the post office, 
theatre, grocery store or 
gasoline station. All seems 
normal — until you notice 
that there are no children 
and, indeed, no young people 
at all. 

For leprosy attacks the 
young, and those under 16 
are most susceptible to the 
disease. Only adults can live 
on, and visit Kalaupapa. The 
residents of the village today 
are treated with sulfone 
drugs and live here volun¬ 
tarily, since they are no 
threat to,society and can 
leave if they so wish. 

Visitorsare in no danger of 
catching the disease and are 
guided around the village by 
the lepers themselves. 

The only danger the visitor 
faces is in reaching the town. 
The usual method is by mu- 
leback. Riding down the 
three-mile switchback trail 
is enough to make an instant 
Christian of nearly anyone,

a$ the sure-footed (you 
hope) animals carry you 
down the tiny path, seem¬ 
ingly too narrow for a pair of 
ants. No tourists have been 
lost yet, although you will be 
sure you’re to be the first 
when you look into the 2,000- 
foot drop only inches away. 
The $35 trip includes lunch 
and a tour, as well as the 
harrowing ride. If mules 
aren’t your style, you can fly 
into the town’s airport, a 
$34.95 adventure that saves 
time, and a lot of fear. 

Although the leper colony 
is the reason most tourists 
visit this island, it is not the 
only attraction on what may 
be Hawaii’s most varied is¬ 
land. 

The west end, where it 
rarely rains and the blood- 
red earth grows little more 


than tall grass and gnarled 
trees, looks much like a min¬ 
iaturized Serengheti Plain — 
especially when you see a 
giraffe galloping toward 
you. 

For here, on 100 acres of 
grassland, graze eland, bar¬ 
bary sheep, Indian black 
buck antelope, impala, ibex, 
oryz, greater kudu and gi-. 
raf fe. For $6 you can tour the 
Molokai Ranch Wildlife 
Park, as realistic a wildlife 
ranch as you’ll find this side 
of Africa. Once the holding 
area for animals bound for 
the mainland United States, 
the park is nowa first— rate 
breeding farm and tourist 
attraction. 

At the opposite end of the 
29-mile-long island is the 
damp, dripping Halawa Val¬ 
ley and rain forest. Spec¬ 


tacular waterfalls cascade 
from soaring peaks and 
tropical birds cry from the 
trees as you walk the trail 
where fishermen and taro 
farmers once trod. It takes 
an hour to hike from the 
main road to the Moaula 
Falls, but it is worth every 
step as you strip off your 
clothes and jump into the 
frothing water in the pool at 
the foot of the waterfall. It’s 
like bathing in ice-cold 
champagne, as the bubbles 
burst around your ears. 

On the other side of the 
Halawa Valley, the tropical 
mountains drop abruptly to 
the sea, reminding one of 
Ireland, with its precipitous 
green drop-offs and raging 
surf. The Pali Coast, which 
is accessible only by boat, is 
punctuated by caves and wa¬ 
terfalls and small beaches. 


In the middle of the island, 
between the desert-like west 
end and the verdant east 

end, is Kaunakakai, looking 
like a small Western town, 
with its wood-fronted build¬ 
ings, towering wooden tele¬ 
phone poles and pick-up 
trucks parked on the side¬ 
walks. Kaunakakai is Molo¬ 
kai’s largest population 
centre. But since the entire 
island has only 5,500 peo¬ 
ple,that doesn’t qualify it 
for entry in the great cities of 
the world. 

But it does have a certain 
charm, and it also has the 
Pau Hana Inn, the placfc 
where the locals go to drink, 
dance and play pool beneath 
a centuries-old banyan tree. 
Tourists are welcome, too, 
and you can meet more in-

may come as a surprise 
to some owners but cats 
travel well, according to 
Wendy Morgan, a spokes¬ 
man for the Mid-Western 
Cat Fanciers, an affiliate 
of the International Cat As¬ 
sociation of America. 

“They get into a kind of 
coma, almost like hibernat¬ 
ing,’’ she said in a recent • 


interview, “not like dogs 
who usually have to be tran- 
quilized. 

Ms. Hogan says cats “are 
great in a car too, if they’re 
in a carrier, or if there’s 
room for them to roam 
around.’’ 

“They should start travel¬ 
ling as kittens, though, to get 
used to it.” 

In their studies of cats 


and cat shows, the asso¬ 
ciation has gleaned some 
interesting information. 

A registered cat can cost 
from $200 to $350. Its gen- 
eology will be listed for 
many generations, and their 
long names give some indi¬ 
cation of their ancestry. 

There are more than 34 
breeds of cat, not includ¬ 
ing a proliferation of sub- 


breeds, broken down into 
divisions and colors. 

The most common breeds 
of cat are the Persian, Sia¬ 
mese, Himalayan and Ab- 
bysinian. 

But there are those with 
curly hair, those that look 
like wildcats, some with no 
tails, and some with stub¬ 
by tails. 

Van Broste, vice-president 


of the association, says food 
is not as great an expense 
as some people would think, 
although it can be formid¬ 
able if you own a lot of 
cats. 

Depending on the breed, 
commercial cat food and 
additional raw meat can be 
served as well as cheese, 
water and milk for preg¬ 
nant cats.

Also here, a 
short, but rugged hike into 
the woods, is a phallic rock, 
which is said to grant fertil¬ 
ity to anyone who touches 
it. 

With its simple attrac¬ 
tions, country life-style and 
rural conditions, Molokai is 
far from the mainstream of 
tourism in these tourist-mad 
islands.

All agog in wonderland 


By B. HORNGREN 

J. Hart-Rosedial says New 
Zealand is a prime vacation 
destination. 

Hart-Rosedial should be a 
sound judge. He has visited 
more than 300 countries and 
is listed in the Guinness Book 
of Records as the world’s 
most traveled vacationer. 

What draws him to this 
scenic wonderland in the 
South Pacific is—well, it’s 
scenic wonders. It is a com¬ 
bination of Norway and Swit¬ 
zerland, he says, and both 
countries fascinate him. 

But New Zealand is no 
mere copycat. Besides the 
fjords and Southern Alps, 
which draw Hart-Rosedial, 
visitors find an almost sur¬ 
real panorama of green 
farmlands, volcanoes, lime¬ 
stone caves, glaciers and 
geysers. Add to them cities 
you don’t have to look at 
through the dull grey haze of 
smog, and New Zealanders 
who seem genuinely glad to 
share their country, and you 
see why visitors come here. 

New Zealand’s scenic at¬ 
tractions have led to tour¬ 
ism’s development as an im- 
portant sector of the 
economy. The country has 
had a government tourism 
department since shortly 
after the turn of the century. 
Its task is to develop facili¬ 
ties while maintaining natu¬ 
ral and cultural assets. It 
also promotes New Zealand 
overseas. 

Tourism has grown steadi¬ 
ly through the years, but it 
took the jet age and recent 
relatively low trans-Pacific 
fares to achieve a really sig¬ 
nificant visitor increase. 

In the mid-1960s, the num¬ 
ber of visitors to New Zea¬ 
land was about 100,000. Last 
year, 412,272 persons came 
here. In all, overseas tour- 
ism puts about $238 million 
gross into the country’s cof¬ 
fers. 

Australian and North 
American (U.S. and Can¬ 
ada) visitors account for 73 
per cent of visitor numbers 
and 84 per cent of visitor 
receipts.Others coming here 
in large numbers are the 
Japanese, the British and 
residents of the Pacific 
basin. 

During a recent jaunt to 
New Zealand I followed a 
relatively standarditinerary 
for American tourists here: 
An Air New Zealand flight 
from Los Angeles to Auck-

land; from there a tour to the 
glow-worm caves at Waito- 
mo; to Rotorua and a 
glimpse of geysers, mud 
pools mineral springs and 
Maori culture; then on to the 
capital city of Wellington. A 
quick flight from there to 
Christchurch, England’s 
outpost on the South Island; 
and other, even quicker, 
flights through the Southern 
Alps to Mt. Cook, to Queen¬ 
stown, and to Milford Sound 
and the fjords. Then it was 
back to Auckland and 
home. 

Throughout, restaurants 
were good and dinners could 
be bought for under $10. 
Breakfast ran about $3.50, 
although most hotels put the 
makings of a “Continental” 
breakfast in refrigerators in 
the rooms—facilities for 
making a hot beverage, a 


pint of milk, bread and a 
toaster, butter and jam. 

There are no hotels in the 
country to make a Ritz or a 
Waldorf look to its laurels. 
But the Intercontinental in 
Auckland, the James Cook in 
Wellington, the Chateau in 
Christchurch, the Travel- 
odges and THC government 
Tourist Department-run 
hotels) and others through¬ 
out the country generally are 
well run and well appointed 
if not luxurious. And some of 
the hotels here—the Hermit¬ 
age at Mt. Cook and Cha¬ 
teau Tongariro near Mt. 
Ruapehu, for instance, have 
a dignity and style not often 
found in hotels catering 
mainly to rugged outdoors- 
men and women. They are in 
areas known for the skiing 
and mountaineering. 

Hotels in New Zealand are 


inexpensive, too. A single at 
the best of them will cost $40 
to $45; and a double $45 to $55. 
Butryou can find good ac¬ 
commodations throughout 
the country for half that. 

Train travel from Auck¬ 
land to Wellington on the 
North Island will cost around 
$20; a one-day excursion 
from Christchurch to Grey- 
mouth on the west coast of 
the South Island is $10.50. 
Flight-seeing adventures to 
Tasman Glacier or Milford 
Sound cost from $12 to $20. 

Motorcoach tours are rea¬ 
sonably priced: A morning 
tour of Auckland will run 
about $7. Auckland to Ro¬ 
torua (one day) costs about 
$47. Two days, double occu¬ 
pancy, under $90. This in¬ 
cludes meals, sightseeing in 
Rotorua, accommodation 
and travel.

British keep mum 
over isle’s secrets 


*1 would recognize Corsica 
blindfolded, by Its scent 
alone.” — Napoleon Bona¬ 
parte

AJACCIO, Corsica — Ac¬ 
curate as it might be, the 
famous general's remark 
about his birthplace leaves 
something unsaid. 

What sort of fragrance 
wafts from this little-known 
mountain of an island that 
thrusts out of the Mediter¬ 
ranean in splendid isola¬ 
tion? 

The answer: possibly 
every scent imaginable and, 
for the most part, pleasant 
ones. 

In the lowlands, from the 
intricately serrated shore¬ 
line up to the 3,000-foot level 
of the mountains above it, 
the “maquis” is the source 
of the predominant whiff. 

Guy de Maupassant, the 
19th century French novel¬ 
ist, described Corsica’s pe¬ 
culiar undergrowth as a col- 
lection of “holm oak, 
juniper, arbutus, lentisk, 
buckthorn, heath bay, myr 
tie and box, in which giant 
climbing ferns, cistus, rose¬ 
mary and lavender inter¬ 
twine like tangled hair, ca¬ 
scading a dense fleece over 
the flanks of the moun¬ 
tains.” 

Pine, oak, chestnut and 
beech trees, and clusters of 
wild flowers crown the vari¬ 
ous mountain ranges that 
form Corsica’s 9,000-foot- 
high roof. 

Whether at the higher alti¬ 
tudes where there’s skiing in 
the winter (yes, at that time 
of the year there is plenty of 
snow above the 1,600-foot 
level even though this place 
is in the heart of the Mediter- 
ranean), or around the 
countless tiny and large 
beaches below, there is a 
profusion of crystalline 
lakes, rivers and creeks 
crowded with the native 
Fario trout. 

An impressive and aro¬ 
matic landscape, however, 
is but part of the Corsican 
face. 

This ancient island, com¬ 
monly associated only with 


its most famous son, beck¬ 
ons the savvy traveler with a 
host of features seldom 
found in such neighboring 
tourist meccas as the French 
Riviera, a mere 100 miles to 
the north, or the Italian pen¬ 
insula, less than 50 miles to 
the east. 

A singular plus Is the ab¬ 
sence oflarge-scale tourism. 
Though just about every¬ 
thing one may need or wish is 
available—including gam¬ 
bling casinos and private 
camps for those who prefer 
to do their sunbathing au 
naturel—the sum of the 
parts is a decidely low-key 
ambience. 

A worthwhile destination 
year-round because of its 
mild climate, Corsica offers 
a lot of choices within its 
relatively small area—150 
miles long, 50 miles wide. 

Water-oriented activities, 
of course, stand out. 

Amazingly clear blue 
waters, warm sea tempera¬ 
tures and plenty of marine 
life combine to make the 
island a favorite of scuba 
and skin divers, fishing en¬ 
thusiasts, sailors, water- 
skiers, swimmers and plain 
beachcombers. 

While the waters off the 
predominantly rocky west 
coast, especially around the 
villages of Tiuccia, Calvi 
and Girolata—draw the seri¬ 
ous divers and anglers, the 
wider and longer beaches on 
the east and south appeal 
mainly to the sunbathers. 

Sailing and yachting are 
very popular, and can be 
enjoyed from several full- 
service harbors such as 
Ajaccio, Bonifacio, Porto 
Vecchio and Campoloro. 

Surrounded as it is by a 
fish-rich sea, Corsica boasts 
more than 200 species, in¬ 
cluding sole, dogfish, mullet 
and conger eel. Another 
treat is something seldom 
found elsewhere: the oppor¬ 
tunity to join local fisherfolk 
in their day-long trips to 
nearby fishing areas. How? 
Just drop by the small cafes 
found in every one of the 
island’s many littje ports 
and ask for a ride.

than 50 of Corsica's moun¬ 
tains exceed 8,000 feet, it 
follows that mountaineering 
is favored by many visitors. 
Climbing expeditions lasting 
one or several days and 
under the supervision of 
local guides are available 
from Asco, Evisa, Zicavo, 
Vizzavona and other villages 
with hotel accommodation. 

Though they open up one 
gorgeous view after another, 
the dizzying crooked roads 
of Napoleon’s home are, 
well, rather primitive. Driv¬ 
ing at more than 25 mph 
around the mountains is an 
invitation to disaster. While 
rental cars are fine for short 
journeys along the sea, trips 
across the interior are best 
enjoyed by bus or train. 

With more than half of 
Corsica’s 230,000 inhabitants 
residing in Ajaccio and Bas- 
tia, there are plenty of allur¬ 
ing camping spots in the 
mountain forests and along 
the seashore.Also,there are 
numerous trails reserved for 
members of the horsey set. 

Corsicans, while proud 
and rather insular, are 
nevertheless gracious hosts 
who apparently have come 
to realize that, even in a 
relatively low volume, tour¬ 
ism can be beneficial to their 
economy. 

* Linked by air and sea to 
nearby Nice, Toulon and 
Marseille—as well as Paris 
and London—Corsica is easy 
to reach and kind on the 
budget, prices often being 
lower than those on the 
French mainland. 

With seemingly so much 
going for it, why is it that this 
island the ancient Greeks 
called Kalliste—meaning 
the nicest—appears so sel¬ 
dom on our itineraries? 

Lack of promotion might 
be one of the answers. 

Another can be laid at the 
door of our British cousins, 
whose acumen for discover¬ 
ing great holiday havens and 
keeping quiet about them is 
unmatched. 

The children of Napoleon’s 
former foes have been com¬ 
ing over for years. It is one of 
their best-kept secrets. Or 
was.

Yes, the same tragic fig¬ 
ure from Shakespeare’s 
Romeo and JulieL Only here 
it's the other way around. 
The doomed lovers are billed 
as Juliet and Romeo.

maintained in a tree-shaded 
churchyard near the chapel 
where she and Romeo ex¬ 
changed vows. And while it 
has been nearly 700 years 
since the lovers took their 
lives, the legend lives on in 
an avalanche of mail—all of 
it addressed to “Juliet Ca- 
pulet.’’ 

It comes from other young 
lovers who seek the wise 
counsel of Shakespeare’s ill- 
starred heroine. 

In the beginning the task of 
replying to letter writers 
was assumed by the care¬ 
taker of the Church of San 
Francesco. Now, the burden 
has been passed on to a 
peach of a looking green- 
eyed brunette with an up¬ 
turned nose, 23-year-old 
Paola Sella, an employee of 
the town council. 

The “Dear Abby’’ of 
Verona’s letter writing 
game takes the task serious¬ 
ly. So much so that on occa¬ 
sion she seeks the counsel of 
a psychologist before reply¬ 
ing. 

A youngster from Illinois 
writes: “Dear Juliet, I would 
like to ask you if you think it 
is right for a girl of 14 to 
get married to a guy 16 
(the precise ages of Romeo 
and Juliet when they were 
wed). 

Keenly aware of the pit- 
falls of young romance, 
Paola replied: “I suggest 
that you wait.” 

Another love-struck letter 
writer asked: “What do you 
think about a 14-year-old girl 
liking a 30-year-old guy?’’ 

Verona’s 20th-century Ju¬ 
liet replied: “Find someone 
your own age.” 

According to the legend, 
Romeo and Juliet met at a 


ball, fell in love, were se¬ 
cretly wed and later took 
their lives. 

Paola frets constantly 
over her great responsi¬ 
bility. She doesn’t want to 
inspire the sort of tragedy 
that befell Romeo and Ju¬ 
liet. So she sifts through her 
letters carefully. 

Letters come not only 
from America but France, 
Italy, South America, Po¬ 
land and Africa. Even the 
U.S.S.R. 

It’s a heavy responsibility, 
being Verona’s 20th-century 
Juliet. *As for her own love 
life, Paola has a 26-year- 
old boyfriend. He still lives 
at home. So does Paola. He is 
getting a degree in econom¬ 
ics while she is studying 
to be a schoolteacher. 

Paola is in love but she’s 
not in a rush to marry. With 
all the problems that befall 
lovers, she’s hesitant. Per¬ 
haps in another two years 
she and her steady will get 
married. Perhaps . . . 

Meanwhile, the saga of 
Romeo and Juliet plays each 
summer in Verona. An opera 
to end all opera is presented 
in a dramatic setting at the 
Roman Arena inside Piazza 
Bra with its peripheral side¬ 
walk cafes. 

Verona has been a city for 
2,000 years. Its ancient 
streets lead in and out of 
Piazza Erbe and Piazza Dei 
Signori where the statue of 
Dante presides. 

Visitors seek shelter at 
several first-rate hotels. 
Reservations are usually 
necessary at the Juliet and 
Romeo on Vicoio Tre Mar- 
chetti, which is just off Pi¬ 
azza Bra and convenient to 
the Roman Arena. 


Eight of its 29 rooms come 
with balconies designed 
after Juliet’s. Best views are 
on the third and fourth 
floors. Rates for a single are 
$18 in the low season and $22 
in the high season. Doubles 
are $31 and $36. 

At the end of the block, 
Ristorante Arena offers 
charm and inexpensive 
meals. Candles are stuck in 
wine bottles. Photos of old 
Verona hang from its walls. 
You can get by nicely here 
for $5. 

At the new 45-room Hotel 
Victoria, rates are $30 for a 
single and $50 if you bring 
along your Juliet. 

Guests gather in a cozy, 
sunken lounge with leather 
sofas and a beam ceiling. In 
the morning they are awa¬ 
kened by the ringing of 
church bells. 

For excellence, though, 
Hotel Due Torre gets first 
bid. It is the only deluxe hotel 
in the historical center of 
Verona. It stands up to most 
others in Italy. 

For more than 1,000 years 
a hotel or an inn has occupied 
this spot. It was totally re¬ 
stored in 1958 by a couple of 
art and antique buffs. The 
result is a small, spotless 
museum that takes in 
guests. 

Each room is individually 
furnished. No two are alike. 
Ceramic chandeliers dangle 
brightly above parquet 
floors and priceless paint¬ 
ings grace its wails. 

Without question, the Due 
Torre is one of Europe’s fin¬ 
est little hotels. Such atmo¬ 
sphere doesn’t come cheap¬ 
ly.You’ll pay $50 for a single 
and $70 for a double. Ttfe 
continental breakfast is 
extra and it doesn’t come 
cheap either. The charge is 
five bucks. 

But if your Juliet is 
pleased, what does it mat¬ 
ter?

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Tax break for farms 


VANCOUVER (CP)— 
School taxes could drop as 
much as 20 per cent for the 
average B.C. farmer in 1980, 
Finance Minister Evan 
Wolfe said Friday. 

The minister said the rate 
at which farms were as¬ 
sessed for school purposes 
would Ik* reduced to 10 per 
cent of their actual value. 

Wolfe said the effect of the 
changes would vary from re¬ 
gion to region, but the aver¬ 
age farmer could expect to 
save £0 per cent from these 
changes. 

Provincial 
funds aid 
B.C. Rail 

Canadian Press 

The cabinet passed an 
order-in-council Friday 
authorizing a $14 million 
payment to B.C. Railway for 
the reconstruction of the 
railway’s Fort Nelson exten¬ 
sion. 

The money was first pro¬ 
mised April 2 in the budget 
speech of Finance Minister 
Evan Wolfe. 

The government had an¬ 
nounced its decision to keep 
the rail line open in May, 
1978. after a royal commis¬ 
sion recommendation that 
the line be closed was met by 
a storm of protest from Fort 
N&son residents and mem¬ 
bers of both sides of the 
Legislature. 

The 400-kilometre exten¬ 
sion of the system to Fort 
Nelson from Fort St. John 
became operational in 1971 
at a capital cost of more than 
$47 million. 

The 1978 royal commission 
found that plywood had been 
used to prop up the tracks in 
some places because the ex¬ 
tension had not been built on 
a proper foundation. 


He also announced that the 
percentage of actual values 
on which residential and 
seasonal resorts and recrea¬ 
tional properties were taxed, 
would be lowered from 45 
per cent to 14.5 per cent, n 
The minister also an¬ 
nounced new assessments 
for machinery and equip¬ 
ment for 1980, which will be 
assessed at 25 per cent of 
actual value as compared to 
30 per cent in 1979. 

Wolfe said this change rep¬ 
resented a move toward con¬ 
solidation of the number of 
classes of assessable prop¬ 
erty as well as a move to 
lessen the weight of tax on 
this class of property. 

The minister also said that 


in 1980, meeting halls owned 
by non-profit fraternal orga¬ 
nizations would be assessed 


on the basis of residential 
rather than commercial 
property.

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Charity can be selfish 


Prince george (CP) 

— Some charity organiza¬ 
tions use the handicapped 
fpr their own purposes with¬ 
out considering their feel¬ 
ings, says the local director 
of the Canadian National In¬ 
stitute for the Blind. 

The worst example, says 
Fred Koalenz, is that some 
charitable organizations use 
their work with handicapped 
people to bring recognition 
to themselves and gain pub¬ 
licity. 

“In most cases, the organi¬ 
zations mean well and work 
pretty hard at what they’re 
doing,” he says. “It’s just 
that they’re thoughtless. 


“They think they’re doing Koalenz, who was blinded 
good, but actually they’re in an accident 25 years ago, 
causing a great deal of ha>m -says the CNIB will not per- 
and frustration. In order to mit this to happen. 


publicize their own good 
works, they ride roughshod 
over the feelings of handi¬ 
capped people. 

“For example, a telethon 
for crippled children where 
they haul those little kids out 
onto the stage and make 
them sit in front of the televi¬ 
sion cameras. 

“They’re not asking the 
kids if they want to go on 
television. They just take 
them out. They’re being 
used.” 


He also says some organi¬ 
zations which help the handi¬ 
capped make them feel ob¬ 
liged to publicize their good 
works. 

“If it is just a matter of 
receiving something and 
being grateful, it is quite 
acceptable. But if, after you 
have said thank you, the 
point is rubbed in over and 
over again by the same orga¬ 
nization, it becomes mean 
and low.” 


Another thing that angers 
Koalenz is the organization 
that publicizes services it 
will provide, but after the 
initial training, provides no 

follOWcUp. 

“It ehds up being just a 
brief exposure and leaves 
the handicapped person feel¬ 
ing more handicapped than 
before.” 

Koalenz doesn’t feel that 
people act that way out of 
malice. 

“I think it is a lack of 
information, a mixture of 
pity and compassion on one 
hand, and of embarrassment 
and not knowing how to act 
on the other.” 


Alas, not mush room 
for birds any more 


QUEEN CHARLOTTE 
CITY (CP) — Geese and 
ducks aren’t stopping here 
any more on their long au¬ 
tumn flights south, and 
angry sportsmen blame 
hordes of mushroom-lovers 
who harvest tjie fields where 
the birds usually rest. 

Hunters are hoping that an 
early frost will kill the tiny 
hallucinogenic mushrooms 
which abound on the Queen 
Charlotte Islands. 

Memie Furst, past-presi¬ 
dent of the Massett Rod and 
Gun Club, says the mush- 
room-seekers who scare the 


birds away are “like locusts 
out in*the flats on the edge of 
town.” 

“We’re all praying for a 
quick freeze-up to ruin the 
mushrooms. Then maybe 
some of these people will go 
away and leave us alone.” 

Furst said that as many as 
100 outsiders had been har¬ 
vesting the mushrooms.

Penicillin-laced meat 
puts boy in hospital

WINNIPEG (CP) — A 
Winnipeg woman says her 
16-year-old son was taken to 
hospital with an allergic 
reaction that almost put him 
in a coma, because he had 
eaten a hot dog containing 
penicillin. 

Evelyn Numerow says it 
was the third time her son 
David has experienced an 
allergic reaction to hot dogs. 
The first incident occurred 
about three years ago and 
the second last year. 

But, it wasn’t until the la¬ 
test incident that Mrs. Nu¬ 
merow discovered what was 
bausing the dangerous reac¬ 
tions. 

, After her own investiga¬ 
tion, and help from the 
health protection branch of 
the department of health and 
welfare, she learned that her 
son was eating meat conta¬ 
minated with penicillin. 

Federal agriculture offi¬ 
cials say penicillin is some- 
tlqtes injected into animals 
just prior to slaughtering, 
although regulations state 
the animal should not be 


killed until the drug has been 
eliminated from its system. 

Dr. J.R. Singleton, the de¬ 
partment’s regional veteri¬ 
narian director, says an at¬ 
tempt is made to detect 
animals that have been 
treated with antibiotics. 

“Where we suspect that an 
animal is abnormal we make 
sure to segregate it, and we 
do tests to determine if an 
antibiotic is present, but 
some are bound to get 
through,” says Dr. Single- 
ton. 

“One little needle pribk in 
a half tone of carcass,” he 
said, is possible to over¬ 
look. 

Mrs. Numerow says the 
idea that her son could have 
died from the reaction “hor¬ 
rifies” her, and she is now 
extremely careful about the 
kind and quality of meat he 
eats. 

Singleton advises the 
mothers of children with 
penicillin allergies to either 
restrict their children to 
meatless diets, or buy meat 
from a totally trustworthy 
source. 


1,000 join protest 
of atom power 


OTTAWA (CP) — More 
than 1,000 persons gathered 
under drizzly skies on Par¬ 
liament Hill Saturday in 
what was billed as the first 
national demonstration 
against nuclear power. 

The protesters stood for 90 
minutes to applaud several 
New Democratic Party MPs 
who called for a halt to for¬ 
eign sales of Candu nuclear 
reactors and for a freeze on 
uranium mining operations. 

The demonstration,

“I would go to a farm and 
buy an animal I knew was 
okay and then take it to any 
one of the 30 small slaughter¬ 
ing plants in the province,” 
he said. 

Dr. R. J. Warrington, of 
the Manitoba department of 
immunology, says he has 
seen two persons in the last 
four years who have defini¬ 
tely had severe allergic 
reactions to meat. 

However, Dr. Warrington 
says only persons who are 
“extremely sensitive” to 
penicillin are likely to have a 
reaction and death is not 
common.

Vancouver Mayor Jack 
Volrich, Provincial Secre¬ 
tary Hugh Curtis and Human 
Resources Minister Grace 
McCarthy will be among 
those at the ceremony. 

The two buses, scheduled 
to go into service in Victoria 
later this month, will be the 
first of their type in regular 
transit service in Canada. 


Kelly attended 
UVic, not school 

Jack Kelly, former re¬ 
search officer for the Social 
Credit caucus, attended the 
University of Victoria but 
not its school of social work, 
according to Dr. Brian 
Wharf, director of the 
school. The school was men¬ 
tioned in a Canadian Press 
story in Thursday’s Colo¬ 
nist. 


A proposed pollution con¬ 
trol bylaw formulated by the 
Mowachaht Indian Band at 
Gold River will become law 
Oct. 20 unless the depart¬ 
ment of Indian affairs raises 
any objections in the next 
few days. 

The document incorpor¬ 
ates existing anti-pollution 
standards and will change 
the face of environment leg¬ 
islation permanently. 

It is the first known case in 
Canada of an Indian band 
proposing a bylaw to control 
pulp mill pollution. 

The band, comprising 150 
Nootka Indians, adopted the 
bylaw for the reserve to con¬ 
trol pollution from the near¬ 
by Tahsis pulp mill which, 
they claim, causes upper 
respiratory ailments, skin 
rashes, eye infections and 
hearing loss. 

Band adviser James Bri- 
sebois said in an interview 
that the bylaw adopted the 
A-Ievel pollution control 
standards of the B.C. forest 
industry, “the most strin¬ 
gent of the industry’s three 
pollution control levels.” 

Standards would apply to 
residents of the reserve as 
well as the company. “Resi¬ 
dents will not be permitted to 
bum garbage,” he said. 

The band has also adopted 
the noise pollution control 
standards of the Greater 
Vancouver Regional Dis¬ 
trict. 

Brisebois said the depart¬ 
ment has 45 days to approve 
the bylaw “or knock it 
down” and the deadline ex¬ 
pires Saturday. 

The band is empowered by 
the federal Indian Act to in¬ 
troduce bylaws to control the 
reserve environment. The 
new regulations, if not re¬ 
jected by the department, 
will carry a $100 fine or 30 
days in jail for infractions. 

Brisebois said the bylaw 
was drafted because of the 
band council’s concern about 
health problems suffered by 
residents which appeared to 
be linked to massive en¬ 
vironmental contamination. 

Other quiet means of re¬ 
solving the problem had 
been tried since 1973 but no 
headway had been made, he 

said. 

The provincial pollution 
control board recently 
granted Tahsis an additional 
two-year deferral on Install- 
tion of major pollution 
abatement work it had or¬ 
dered at the mill. 

The band’s main griev¬ 
ances include waste dispos¬ 
al, air and water pollution, 
chemical spills, noise and 
pesticide and herbicide ap¬ 
plications. 

A 1979 federal Environ¬ 
ment Protection Service re¬ 
port documents the halted 
migration of two Pacific sal¬ 
mon species and a complete 
loss of herring spawning in 
Muchalet Inlet since the mill 
went into operation in 1967.

Garden Notes 


CLIMBING ROSE (D.P., Port Alber- 
ni) 

There is nothing detrimental to your 
climbing rose in the actual stucco of 
your house wall. The reason why your 
roses in the open did so much better 
than the specimen planted against the 
house is probably because they got 
more water last summer. 

A site close up against a wall is no¬ 
toriously difficult to keep moist, for it 
gets rain only from direction, and even 
this is reduced if there is much over¬ 
hang to the roof. Special precautions 
should always be taken with wall- 
trained plants to ensure adequate 
moisture at the roots—lots of spongy 
organiq matter in the planting site, for 
instance, and deep watering with the 
hose. 

Another common error is planting 
too close to the house wall. Not only is 
the soil naturally drier here, but there 
is often an excess of lime in the soil, 
exuded from the concrete foundation 
and from the stucco wall. Always do 
your planting well out from the wall— 
at least 14 inches—and train in the 
subsequent growth. 

PINEAPPLE SEEDS (L.C., Vic¬ 
toria) 

There are no seeds within a pine¬ 
apple. In its wild state, the pineapple 
carries its seeds just under those aia- 
mond-shaped scales on the outside of 
the fruit. Thfe cultivated pineapple of

commerce, though, is a sterile hybrid 
that makes no seeds. 

You can start a pineapple plant quite 
easily by cutting off the crown of 
leaves from the top of the fruit and 
rooting it in a pot filled with a mixture 
of equal parts damp peat moss and 
vericulite, transferring it to potting 
soil after roots have formed. 

SOD COLDFRAME (A.J., Metcho- 
sin) 

Your idea of making a temporary 
coldframe out of turf is quite practi¬ 
cable. In fact, this is quite a common 
practice in parts of Europe, just as in 
Ireland coidframes are often con¬ 
structed from blocks of bog peat. 

Cut your oblongs of sod about two 
inches thick, as they are rather diffi¬ 
cult to handle when thinner, often 
breaking during construction. The 
area of the glass cover for your frame 
should be marked out carefully on the 
ground and the first layer of turf 
arranged in position. See that there is 
enough overlap left so the glass cover’ 
can sit comfortably on top. Lay the 
rest of the walls as with bricks, using 
the turf grass side down and with 
the joints overlapping. Pound the 
walls firm as each layer is put down. 

I think it would be wise to dust each 
layer of turf with five per cent Diazin- 
on granules during construction, as 
rough pasture grass is often infested 


heavily with wireworms, leatherjack- 
ets and other soil pests. 

PEACH LEAF CURL (R.W., Saanich 
ton) 

The application of lime to the roots 
of a peach tree will have no effect 
whatever upon the leafcurl disease, 
although if the soil happens to be 
deficient in calcium, the correction of 
this deficiency will improve the geo¬ 
oral health of the tree. 

Most certainly you should not gtve 
up and destroy your tree because it 
suffers from the leafcurl disease. I 
imagine just about every peach tree in 
our whole coastal area has had leaf¬ 
curl at one time or another. 

The infection can be controlled by 
spraying with any suitable fungicide- 
lime sulphur, captan, copper, fer- 
bam, phaltan, benomyl, P.M.A.10 — 
but the timing and method of applica¬ 
tion are much more important than 
the choice of a fungicide. 

I spray my peach tree in the au¬ 
tumn just after the leaves have fallen, 
then again in late January or early 
February when the leaf buds are 
swelling but before they crack open. 
Use a strong, forceful, drenching 
spray, ideally applied from both above 
and below. Use a stepladder if neces¬ 
sary to drive the spray well into the 
crotches and angles and behind the 
leaf buds. 


WASHINGTON — This 
month, we are celebrating 
the 100th anniversary of the 
electric light bulb. All the 
credit is given to Thomas 
Alva Edison who invented 
it. 

But what people don't 
know is that another person, 
Jeffrey Kobrin, started it 
all. He invented the electric 
bill two years earlier than 
the electric light. If it hadn’t 
been for Kobrin, Edison 
might never have been in¬ 
spired to invent the bulb. 

Jeffrey was an accountant 
by trade, but at night he 
dabbled in his basement try¬ 
ing to think up new ways of 
'charging people for sendees 
in their homes. One evening 
he was sitting at his bench 
and he wrote down the word 
“What.” Then he wrote 
down “100 whats.’’ Then he 
wrote “1,000 whats.” It 
didn’t make any sense until 
he scribbled down “One kilo- 
what equals 1,000 whats.” 

He showed it to his wife. 
She said, “What is it?” 

“It’s an electric bill. You 
put it in the mail and you can 
collect million? of dollars 
when people send in their 
checks.”

Unfortunately for the human race, 
it is not only chickens that come home 
to roost; it is people, too. And roosting 
is the least of what they do when they 
come back. 

A photo in Time magazine not long 
ago showed a young Pakistani woman 
carrying a placard in a demonstration 
protesting racism in England: “We 
are here because you were there!” 

These seven words nearly said it 
all, not only for Britain but for every 
country that was once a colonial 
power, an oppressor and enslaver. Co¬ 
lonialism, that great evil that culmin¬ 
ated in the last century, is now paying 
the price for its arrogance, its greed, 
its basic inhumanity. 

The Indians, Eastland West, who 
are now flooding England are there 
because they are “members” of the 
British Commonwealth. And they are 
members because they were once vas¬ 
sals, because Britain moved out to 
take over as much of the world as it 
could. 


“Why would people send in 
their checks for an electric 
bill if they don’t use any?” 

“I haven’t figured that out 
yet. But you’ll have to admit 
it’s one of the best bills I’ve 
ever invented.” 

“Jeffrey, will you stop this 
nonsense? All these crazv 
bills you design haven’t put 
one loaf of bread on the 
table.” 

But Kubron was not dis¬ 
couraged. He went to see an 
investment banker on Wall 
Street. The banker looked at 
the new electric bill and said, 
“By gum, it has possibilities. 
If we could send out one of 
these to every family in 
America each month we 
could be rolling in money.” 

“Exactly, sir, but I can’t 
think what to charge them 
for.” 

“Look,” said the banker, 
“I have a crazy friend in 
Menlo Park, N.J., who is an 
inventor. Why don't we go to 
him and ask him to invent 
something that people would 
have to use so we could send 
them a bill?” 

The banker and Kobrin 
took the ferry to Hoboken 


and the train to Menlo Park, 
where they found Tom Edis¬ 
on messing around in his 
dirty laboratory. They 
showed him the bill and the 
banker said, “Tom, can you 
come up with a gimmick so 
we can stick the people for 
using it?” 

Edison studied the bill and 
then said, “You spelled kilo- 
what wrong. It’s k-i-l-o-w-a- 

t-t.” 

“You idiot,” the banker 
shouted at Kobrin, “you 
want me to invest my money 
in an electric bill and you 
can’t even spell what we’re 
going to charge the people 
for.” 

Kobrin, abashed, replied, 
“It’s not too late. We haven’t 
printed up any yet.” 

The banker cooled down. 
“Tom, can you do it? I be¬ 
lieve in this electric bill. But 
we need your technical 
* know-how before we can put 
it in the mail.” 

Edison said, “Well, I was 
working on an electric light 
bulb, but I gave it up because 
I couldn’t figure out any way 
to make money on it. Now 
that you’vednvented an elec¬ 
tric bill it might be worth my 
while to go back to it.” 


Kobrin said, “Wait a 
minute. I created this bill. 
You can’t get in on it just 
because you’re going to 
come up with a light bull?” 

“The bill’s no good without 
the bulb,” Edison said. 

“And the bulb’s no good 
without the bill,” Kobrin re¬ 
plied. 

The banker interrupted, 
“I’ve got it. Tom can make 
money on the bulb. It will 
bum out in a few hours and 
people will have to buy a new 
one every time it does. We’ll 
let Edison keep the patent on 
the bulb, but we hold the 
rights to the electric bill, 
where the real money is.” 

They shook on it, and the 
rest is history. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Edison has become a 
household name, but Jeffrey 
Kobrin, the man who started 
it all, has been forgotten. 
This is ironic, because 
everybody takes Edison’s 
light bulb for granted, but 
they all scream bloody mur¬ 
der every time they get one 
of Kobrin’s thoughtfully de¬ 
signed electric bills.

The current social problems of the 
blacks and Latinos in the United States 
arise from similar, if not parallel, 
causes.

This is the history we cannot re¬ 
voke, the fact we cannot blink. If we do 
not care for the “strangers” among 
us, we should have let them remain 
where they were, as harmless to them 
as they had been to us. It is we who 
shook up the tranquility of the globe, 
neither knowing nor caring that the 
wind of colonialism and slavery would 
reap the whirlwind of responsibility, 
repentance, and recompense. Why 
should it not be our turn to suffer a 
little, having inflicted so much?

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Chad dies 
but cause 
uncertain 


TIJUANA, Mexico (UPI) — Chad Green, a three- 
year old leukemia victim whose parents whisked him 
off to Mexico to undergo controversial laetrile cancer 
treatments, has died two months after his parents 
stopped chemotherapy, it was reported Saturday. 

W illiam Ginsburg, the Green’s attorney, said Chad died 
late Friday at his Tijuana home. Ginsburg said he would seek 
an immediate autopsy in Mexico, with United States author¬ 
ities taking part if they wished, to determine cause of 
death. 

He said Chad had complained of not feeling well Friday 
and died at 5:10 p.m. There was no physician present when 
Ch«*d died, Ginsburg said, adding that he was notified of the 
death Saturday by the boy’s father. + 

Ginsburg said Chad’s parents, Gerald and Diane Green, 
would remain in Mexico for the time being because of 
possible criminal charges against them. They violated a 
Massachusetts court order by taking Chad out of the country 
for the laetrile trsatments. 

Ginsburg said the parents had originally planned to have 
Chad’s body moved to Nebraska, where he was bom Dec. 18, 
1975, for burial, but those plans would w^it pending an 
autopsy. 

“I want a two-way autopsy involving both Mexican and 
American authorities,” Ginsburg said. ‘‘If the United States 
government wishes to be officially involved because of the 
widespread interest in the case, they will also be asked to 
participate.” 

Several weeks ago, the Greens told a television inter¬ 
viewer they had stopped giving Chad chemotherapy treat¬ 
ments. Ginsburg said he did not know if the parents had also 
stopped the laetrile treatment. 

The Greens had been willing to allow Chad to continue 
chemotherapy at Massachusetts General Hospital as long as 
he could also receive laetrile, the controversial anti-cancer 
drug taken from apricots, and vitamin therapy.

Missing deadline blamed 


Whistler costly to Wosk

A missed deadline on a 
Whistler Mountain land deal 
has already cost developer 
Ben Wosk around $70,000 and 
could eventually cause him a 
paper loss in excess of $300,- 
000 unless the provincial gov¬ 
ernment makes him a spe¬ 
cial concession. 

Insiders in the ministry of 
lands, parks and housing say 
there is little possibility of 
bending the rules to accom¬ 
modate the mainland finan¬ 
cier. 

WOSK’S troubles started 
back in 1969 when he ac¬ 
quired outright ownership to 
40 acres of land at Whistler 
and took a 10-year lease on 
another 30 acres of crown 
land with an option to buy. 

For the first five years his 
lease payments were $2,200 
a year and for the last five in 
excess of $11,000 following a 
reappraisal of the land. 

When he entered the pur¬ 
chase and lease arrange¬ 
ments, Wosk announced 
grandiose plans for a $12 
million hotel on -the 40-acre 
site and for condominiums 
on the 30-acre site. 

THE 40-ACRE site was 
roughly at the foot of the 
main lift to the ski slopes, the 
30-acres just a short distance 
away. 




But Wosk never started 
construction and, during the 
interim, regional and muni¬ 
cipal officials decided they 
didn’t want hotel develop¬ 
ment at the foot of the gon¬ 
dola but on a developing 
townsite a couple of miles 
away. 

Wosk was invited to con¬ 
sider building his proposed 
hotel on the new townsite 
but according to municipal 
officials showed no interest 
in the proposal. Instead he 
sold his 40-acre parcel but 
retained his 30-acre crown 
land lease and his option to 
buy. 

ONE OF THE conditions 
in the agreement between 
Wosk and the provincial gov¬ 
ernment was that he would 
subdivide the 30-acres and 
service the area with roads 
which would meet the stan¬ 
dards of the regional district 
and the ministry of high¬ 
ways, 

The deadline for him to 
carry ouLUie improvements 
and exercise his option to 
buy was Sept. 29, 1979. 

At the time of the agree¬ 
ment the full purchase price 
for the land, only two thirds 
of which is developable, was 
$112,000. (The other one- 
third lies above the 2,400 foot 
level of the mountain and 
cannot be developed under 
existing regulations.) 


IN LATE 1978 and the 
early part of this year, min¬ 
istry of land officials say 
Wosk entered a series of ne¬ 
gotiations with regional land 
office workers to get the 
$112,000 asking price re¬ 
duced. 

Those negotiations were 
still being conducted through 
his lawyer Leslie Peterson, 
attorney-general of B.C. in 
the W.A.C. Bennett govern¬ 
ment, when senior ministry 
officials issued a new edict 
on crown land sales: Any 
sale involving more than 
$50,000 was to have an inde¬ 
pendent appraisal before the 
sale was consumated. 

WOSK’S 30 acres were in¬ 
dependently appraised in 
late February and early 
March of this uear. The 
rock-bottom appraised price 
was $400,000. 

Ministry officials say that 
when apprised of that fact, 
Wosk quietly halted his bid 
to get the original price re¬ 
duced. 

But he was running into 
troubles with his improve¬ 
ment deadline quickly run¬ 
ning out. Peterson became a 
frequent visitor to the min¬ 
istry of lands as he tried to 
argue that his client was 
being hard done by, that he 
had in his opinion improved 
the 30-acre site to meet re- 
quiremnets and that he

should be able to purchase 
the land for the original 
price or something close to 
the original price. 

TO ASSIST Peterson, Wos- 
k enlisted the aid of his MLA, 
Peter Hyndman, also a law¬ 
yer. Hyndman's role was to 
supply whatever political 
muscle Peterson lacked. 

Hyndman stresses that he 
entered the picture ‘‘only to 
serve a constituent. He is a 
constituent of mine and as 
such deserves as much ef¬ 
fort on his behalf as any 
other constituent.” 

But the efforts of the politl- 
cian-tumedlawyer and the 
lawyer-turned-politician 
were to no avail. 

Ministry officials say 
Wosk’s troubles are of his 
own causing. 

“FIRST HE tried to whitt- 
ledown the price, secondly 
he did not meet the specifica¬ 
tions of the contract,” one 
ministry worker said. “And 
while he was arguing about 
both his time ran out and, as 
of Sept. 29, the land reverted 
to the crown.” Throughput 
last week, Wosk declined to 
return telephone calls so¬ 
liciting his point of view on 
the matter, and other key 
players in the land squabble

WINNIPEG (CP) — A 
conference of Liberals 
from across Canada was 
told Saturday that the 
party must come to grips 
with deeply-felt resent¬ 
ment in Western Can¬ 
ada. 

“Liberal is a dirty word in 
Western Canada,” I. H. 
Asper, former leader of the 
Liberal party in Manitoba, 
told about 150 delegates at 
the party’s policy meeting. 

“You have no idea of the 
hatred that word brings out 
in Alberta,” he said, adding 
in a light-hearted vein that 
“in some parts of Manitoba, 

I notice a little bit of resent¬ 
ment too.” 

Asper noted that in the 
recent federal election the 
Liberals captured only three 
seats in Western Canada- 
two in Manitoba and one in 
B.C. 

“But for a few hundred 
votes this party would not 
have any representatives 
from west of Thunder Bay,” 
said Asper, who now is 
chairman of Canwest Capi¬ 
tal Corp. 

Asper said the Liberals 
must work out just what they 
stood for. 

“I can’t tell you what in 
fact a Liberal is today.” 

He said western Liberals 
tried since 1968 to introduce 
constitutional changes in the 
party’s federal organization, 
but got nowhere. 

In an interview, Asper said 
the Liberal party must take 
the blame for the “massive 
alienation” felt in Western 
Canada because it did not 
pay enough attention to the 
West. 

Asper said it was difficult 
to be a Liberal, when the 
New Democratic Party is re¬ 
garded as the party of re¬ 
form and when conserva¬ 
tive-minded people lean to 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party. 

He said the Liberals must 
realize that without Western 
Canada, the organization 
could be reduced to a region¬ 
al base too narrow to sustain 
a national party. 

“We have a kind of hier¬ 
archy in Ottawa that almost 
ignores the grassroots inter¬ 
est,” said Shirley McLaugh¬ 
lin, president of the B. C. 
Liberal party. 

Party Leader Pierre Tru¬ 
deau and most members of 
his former cabinet have not 
been invited to the meeting, 
which is aimed at finding 
what went wrong in the May 
22 general electioif and de¬ 
veloping new policies for the 
1980s. There is a sprinkling 
of former cabinet ministers, 
ineluding Monique Begin, 
Judd Buchanan and Donald 
Macdonald. 

Sid Schwartz of Winnipeg, 
a party worker who ran the 
Liberals’ Manitoba cam¬ 
paign in the 1974 election, 
said he had attempted to 
pass along regional concerns 
about such things as the

WATSON ISLAND (CP) - Sam 
Charlie knew he and his ailing, 91- 
year-old chief wouldn’t last long after 
the engine of their herring skiff 
conked out 60 kilometres from home. 

So Charlie did what he had to do—he 
paddled the heavy eight-metre-long 
skiff 26 hours straight along the fog- 
shrouded B.C. coast with one oar. 

The Kwawaaineuk Indian and his 
chief, Fred Williams, arrived home 
late Friday, a little worse for wear, 
but alive. 

They were marooned Thursday 
while Charlie was taking the chief for 
a boat ride. Charlie paddled through 
fog, darkness, stiff winds and cold to 
get them home. He taped his wrists 
and hands to the oar for more 
strength. 

Charlie, William’s son-in-law and 
heir apparent as band leader, would 
not let the old chief paddle. “He’s 
had a bad heart, you know,” he said. 
“I didn’t want him to get sick.” 


Williams has been In and out of 
hospital for the last four months with a 
heart condition and Thursday he de¬ 
cided he was tired of sitting around the 
house in this mainland community 
about 300 kilometres northwest of Van¬ 
couver. 

The chief of the Hopetown village 
reserve asked Charlie to take him for 
a boat ride and they left in the skiff 
with a quart of water, a rowboat oar 
and a blanket. 

They headed south down Sutlej 
Channel and east along the giant fjord 
called Kingcome Inlet. But off Wa- 
keman Sound, the engine went dead 
and fog cut visibility to zero. 

“I did see other boats,” Charlie said, 
“but they kept on going when I tried to 
flag them down. 

He said at one point a government 
ship passed nearby but didn’t see or

Jet set drugs list 
has royal touch 

LONDON (UPI) — The rich and famous in British 
society who prefer after-dinner cocaine to port are in fear 
their identity will be disclosed now that a drug smuggling 
ring has been smashed. The royal family might also be 
interested. 

Four members of the smuggling ring were sentenced 
Friday to a total of 19 years at a trial followed closely by the 
jet set in the hope—and fear—that names of customers 
would be mentioned. 

No names were publicly'iiisclosed at the trial before 
Judge Thomas Pigot’s Crown C6urt in the city of Reading, 
but thfe defendants did not maintain secrecy. 

Mrs. Barbara Calvert, defense counsel for Italian play¬ 
boy Ricardo Graneri, handed the court a secret list of 
prominent people alleged to have used the cocaine smuggled 
from Peru to Britain for coke-sniffing parties in London’s 
exclusive West End. 

Drug Squad detectives were expected to interview the 
people named on the list. 

The Evening News reported without attribution that a 
relative of Queen Elizabeth and two peers were among those 
named. 


Minister Menachem Begin’s 
already troubled coalition. 
Begin has said he favors 
seizing private Arab land 
only if the government can 
show the land is needed for 
security reasons, as allowed 
by international law. 

“I don’t think you should 
seize private Arab land in 
Judea, Samaria (the* West 
Bank) and the Gaza Strip for 
establishing Israeli settle¬ 
ments,” Weizman said in an 
interview on Israel televi¬ 
sion. 

“We must set a policy that 
will create the healthiest at¬ 
mosphere for a common life 
with the Arabs,” Weizman 
said. He said such a move 
would improve Israel’s rela¬ 
tions with the Arab resi¬ 
dents of the West Bank. 

In Cairo, the Egyptian 
cabinet Saturday approved a 
three-way agreement 
reached in Washington last 
month with the United States 
and Israel to monitor the 
Israeli withdrawal from the 
Sinai desert. 

Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat said Saturday 
he has asked Britain’s for¬ 
mer Prime Minister James 
Callaghan to help promote a 
Palestinian settlement in 
talks with Israeli and Jorda¬ 
nian leaders.

MOSCOW (Reuter) — The 
official Soviet sports news¬ 
paper alleged Saturday that 
Western secret services and 
anti-Soviet emigre groups 
were allowed to operate at 
the 1976 Montreal Olympic 
Village to persuade Commu 
nist athletes to defect. 

The charges were made in 
an article covering almost 
the entire back page of the 
newspaper, Sovietsky Sport, 
on the case of diver Sergei 
Nemtsanov, who returned to 
Moscow a month after Cana¬ 
dian officials announced he 
was seeking asylum during 
the Games. 

Sovietsky Sport, organ of 
the government’s semi-min¬ 
isterial sports committee, 
said it was publishing the 
article in response to letters 
from readers asking how 
Nemtsanov, 17 at the time of 
the affair, had recovered 
from his experiences. 

The newspaper said the 
office of the Canadian gov¬ 
ernment’s immigration ser¬ 


vice at the Olympic Village 
gave cover to “agents of the 
special services'of several 
capitalist countries,” some 
of whom were involved in the 
Nemtsanov case. 

The diver, it added, was 
now training for next year s 
Moscow Olympics after sev 
eral recent successful per¬ 
formances including gold 
medals at this summer’s So¬ 
viet Spartakiad and the Eu¬ 
ropean Cup in Romania. 

Shortly after his return to 
the Soviet Union from Can¬ 
ada. Nemtsanov was quoted 
by the Young Communist 
League newspaper, Komso- 
molskava Pravda. as saying 
he was tricked by Canadian 
diver Skip Phoenix, and ap¬ 
parently drugged, to get him 
to seek asylum in Montreal. 


Canadian immigration 
officers said at the time they 
were convinced that Nemt¬ 
sanov had decided to stay, 
and later to leave, of his own 
free will.

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U proar over refusal to seat delegate 


Alberni labor council looking for solution 


PORT ALBERNI — The Port Alberni and District 
Labor Council will attempt to amend its bylaws to pre¬ 
vent more problems of the kind it has encountered through 
its refusal to seat a delegate from Local 592 of the Canadian 
Paperworkers Union. 

Antonio Farinha had been appointed as a delegate by 
the executive of the local and had sought to be seated at the 
June meeting of the labor council. 

On the recommendation of the executive of the council, 
which alleged that Farinha had a public record of being 
“anti-labor” and “anti-union,” his seating was denied by an 
almost-unanimous vote of the other delegates. 

As a result of this decision, Local 592 demanded an in¬ 
vestigation of JLhe action by the Canadian Labor Con¬ 
gress, and the council’s secretary-treasurer, who was 
alsd a member of the same local, tendered his resigna- 
ticm- because of his dissatisfaction over the- manner in 
which the matter had been handled by both the union 
and the council. 

The investigation was carried out over the summer by 
the CLC representative for Vancouver Island; and his 
report submitted to'CfcC headquarters in Ottawa. 

There has been no communication from the CLC and 
no details of the report have been made public. 

At its October meeting, the council executive proposed 
that the members pass, by a necessary two-thirds major¬ 
ity, the following amendments to the council bylaws: 


“Upon receipt of a delegate’s credentials from an 
affiliated union, the motion shall be put that the dele¬ 
gate’s credentials be accepted and the delegate be seated 
after taking the obligation for delegates. 

“Where there are objections to the seating of a par¬ 
ticular delegate by two or more delegates, such dele¬ 
gate’s credentials shall be considered separately. 

“Where the motion to accept a particular delegate’s 
credentials and seat the delegate is lost, such dele¬ 
gate shall be considered suspended and the procedure 
for suspended delegates as set out shall be followed.” 

The procedure for suspended delegates is in effect 
;/n appeal of the decision by the delegate and his local to 
fne CLC. 

In making the recommendation to adopt the amend¬ 
ments, council president Water Behn told the members that 
they would require the approval of the CLC and that “we may 
be refused to be allowed to make these changes.” 

Only one delegate indicated that he didn’t approve of 
the amendments, however. 

He said he did not feel that the council should be in any 
position to refuse to seat a delegate who had been duly 
appointed by his local to represent it. 

He pointed out that the council already had in Its 
bylaws a procedure by which a delegate could be suspend¬ 
ed for any actions which were in contravention of council 


regulations or were deemed detrimental to the labor move¬ 
ment. 

Behn argued, however, that “we have a very un¬ 
usual problem in the case of Farinha” and that he felt 
that the amending action was necessary. 

Reminding the delegates that the amending of any 
bylaw required a two-thirds majority vote, he called for 
the question on the motion to adopt, and it carried. 

In other business, Jake Lieberherr, project officer 
for the Victoria office of Canada Manpower, attended 
the meeting to suggest that a proposal first made in 1977 to 
establish a glove factory- employing some 11 handicapped 
workers in Port Alberni be reconsidered. 

Conceding that the study done at that time on the fea¬ 
sibility of the glove factory, which would manufacture 
work gjoves for the forest industry and other industrial 
users, had been negative in its findings, he pointed out 
that certain factors had changed in the interval, which had 
caused his office to “take another look.’’ 

He was seeking labor council sponsorship for the 
project, he said, not actual financial participation. 

He estimated start-up costs for the project at $75,- 
000, of which tjie federal government would contrib¬ 
ute $30,000. * 

However, Henry Nedergaard, a delegate from the 
IWA Local 1-85, said he considered the project no more 
feasible now than in 1977. 


The IWA got a government grant of almost $10,000 to 
conduct the previous study, he said, all of which was 
spent, and more. 

In addition, it took a researcher—involving is sal¬ 
ary and considerable other expenses—almost a full year to 
complete the study. 

He considered that the findings of such an exhaus¬ 
tive effort, which was that the operation would have at 
least four years of losses and was in other w-ays not feasi¬ 
ble, were still valid, and he was sure that the IWA for 
one “would want no part of it.’’ 

Lieberherr agreed that his studies on the project were 
not conclusive, but that they did indicate that the factory 
would be more viable now than it was in ’77, due princi¬ 
pally to the recent imposition of higher import duties 
on such goods. 

Nedergaard countered with a series of cost figures 
from the original study, which showed that in order 
to purchase the equipment necessary to provide the re¬ 
quired variety *of work gloves needed to compete ef¬ 
fectively, the operation would incur debts which w-ould keep 
it “in the red for years.” 

Delegate George McKnight then made a motion that all 
the pertinent information be turned over to the local 
economic development commission for study.

But obstacles ahead in Cowichan 

Region sold on hatchery 


DUNCAN — A salmon 
hatchery for Cowichan Val¬ 
ley, a proposal by regional 
director Martin Lukaitis, 
has won the unanimous sup¬ 
port of the Cowichan Vglley 
Regional District. 

Lukaitis said a hatchery- 
should be established in the 
valley because of the rapid¬ 
ly-declining salmon stocks in 
the Cowichan Bay area. 

“It’s an ideal, clean indus¬ 
try aqd would help the Cowi¬ 
chan Indians that depend on 
the salmon for food.” 

He said the hatchery would 
be an ideal undertaking for 
the federal government that 
has not had any major pro¬ 
ject in this district for many 
years. 

“The fact that this district 
recently elected Conserva¬ 
tive MP Don Taylor to repre¬ 
sent us in Ottawa should help 
this request,” Lukaitis said. 

However, the topic is not a 
new one nor is it a simple 
issue. 

Salmon in the Cowichan 
system are purported to be 
diseased and this fact has 
made the fisheries depart¬ 
ment up to now- reluctant to 


get involved in any type of a 
hatchery program. 

Informed sources say that 
the department has stood 
firm on this for seme time 
and that it’s not likely it’ll 
change its mind now. 

Lukaitis later moved the 
unanimously-supported 
resolution that “the admin¬ 
istrator be instructed to ar¬ 
range a meeting between 
this board and officials from 
the federal ministry of fish¬ 
eries to discuss the possible 
establishment of salmon 
hatchery facilities in this re¬ 
gion.” 

It was further resolved 
that Taylor, MLA Barbara 
Wallace and the Cowichan 
Indian Band Chief Dennis 
Alphonse be invited to attend 
such a meeting. 

Director Bill Cools sug¬ 
gested the United States 
fisheries also be contacted to 
participate in the hatchery, 
“as they harvest a great deal 
of our fish.” 

Meanwhile, after con¬ 
siderable discussion the 
board instructed adminis¬ 
trator Ralph Keir to investi¬ 
gate the possibilities of hold¬ 


ing a poll of those persons 
interested in having a re¬ 
gional dog control program 
and in paying for that pro¬ 
gram. 

This instruction was later 
cancelled when it was learn¬ 
ed that not all electoral areas 
of the regional district will 
be holding polls for the elec¬ 
tion of regional directors. 

On learning the entire dis¬ 
trict could not be polled Nov. 
17, the board decided to write 
to the provincial ministry of 
agriculture, pointing out to 
the ministry that dog control 
was the function of that min¬ 
istry. 

In addition the board will 
write to Cowichan school 
board, asking it to write to 
the ministry and voice com¬ 
plaints concerning the lack 
of dog control in the dis¬ 
trict. 

Discussion on dog control 
was sparked by receipt of a 
letter from the school board, 
complaining about CVRD’s 
lack of action in the matter 
of dog control. 

School board secretary- 
treasurer Bill Brown said 
there was “an increasing 


problem of loose dogs on the 
Koksilah elementary school 
grounds.” 

lie said the school princi¬ 
pal had contacted the CVRD, 
the RCMP. Cowichan Indian 
Band manager and the ani¬ 
mal shelter, “but had re¬ 
ceived only sympathetic 
hearings with no promise of 
action from these parties.” 

Brown said he was aware 
that the CVRD had received 
letters from principals and 
vice-principals of other 
schools in the regional dis¬ 
trict on similar problems. 

He urged the CVRD to re¬ 
view a proposal that was 
previously defeated, where¬ 
by the CVRD would under¬ 
take animal control as a 
function of the regional dis¬ 
trict. 

Finance chairman Cools 
said that dog control could be 
undertaken by the regional 
district, but it would cost 
$100.000-plus. 

He said everyone wanted 
dog control but no one want¬ 
ed to be responsible for pay¬ 
ing for it. 

North Cowichan Mayor 


George Whittaker said that 
“the region should stay 
away from animal controi. 
We could be held responsible 
for dead sheep and many 
other expensive animals.” 

Director Rex Hollett said 
“the only way this could be 
instituted is by referendum, 
with the number of dollars 
that it is going to cost spelled 
out to the voters.” 

The CVRD was informed 
by Municipal Affairs minis¬ 
ter William Vander Zalm 
that a meeting has been set 
for Nanaimo to discuss re¬ 
gional government reform. 

The meeting will be held 
Friday at 10 a.m. at the 
Beban Park complex and 
w ill concern the regional dis- 
tricts of Powell River, 
!Vfc>unt Waddington, Central 
Coast, Comox-Strathcona, 
Nanaimo, Alberni-Clayo- 
quot and Cowichan Valley. 

Public services chairman, 
director Maurice Simard, in¬ 
formed the board that the 
south end and north end in¬ 
cinerators have a proposed 
startup date of Nov. 5 and 
Dec. 3, respectively. 


Cowichan area 
will witness 
pheasant hunting 


DUNCAN — Formerly the sport of 
the wealthy, pheasant hunting in the 
grand manner is coming to the Cowi¬ 
chan Valley." 

North Cowichan council at its recent 
meeting approved a pheasant hunting 
and conservation club to operate on 
the Avalon Farm of E. D. Woodward 
on Herd Road. 

Woodward, currently operating a 
beef cattle spread, told council pheas¬ 
ant hunting “would be more profit¬ 
able” than farming. 

He said club members will guaran¬ 
tee to buy 25 pheasants yearly from 
local people that “grow pheasants.” 

The pheasants will be released on 
the 150-acre farm, which will be divid¬ 
ed into a number of sections where 
club members will hunt. 

Only shotguns will be permitted and 
members won’t shoot near any road or 
building. Hours will be controlled. 

Woodward said wildlife in the area 
would be up because past experience 
shows about one-third of the pheasants 
released are not harvested. 

He said he had received the support 
of adjacent neighbors and the fish and 
wildlife branch. 

Aid. Ron McKinnon was worried 
about firearms discharge in the area. 

He said that “there has been con¬ 
siderable opposition from people in 
this area concerning hunting and the 
discharge of fireamis.” 

“If we allow this club, what is to stop 
other clubs from wanting to start simi¬ 
lar shootouts?” 

Aid. Gerry Smith told Woodward he 
“would have to police this, because it’s 
going to encourage poachers." 

Mayor George Whittaker said that 
“if this operation is a success, no 
doubt there will be others wanting to 
start such a facility.” 

Aid. Rex Hollett said he had no 
objections as long as there were suffi¬ 
cient controls. 

Aid. Dennis Hogan said he had 
“some qualms about hunting at this 
location, but the applicant needs some 
assistance because of land taxes.” 

The matter was put to the vote and 
received council’s unanimous approv¬ 
al. 

Meanwhile, council voted approval 
of a business licence that will allow the 


promoters of the controversial So You 
Wanna Fight boxing matches to bring 
back their bouts to North Cowichan. 

Council had asked its legal adviser 
for an opinion on whether to allow the 
boxing matches, in light of contro¬ 
versy over their legality at the provin¬ 
cial level. 

The municipality’s legal counsel had 
reviewed the situation and couldn’t see 
any reason not to issue the licence to 
the Vancouver-based promoters, West 
Coast Challenge Promotions. 

Despite the granting of a licence, the 
promoters will be faced with a quan¬ 
dary concerning the location of their 
next fight. 

Last July the competition drew 
more than 1,600'to the community 
centre. 

Promoters indicated they wanted to 
hold their next fight in late October. It 
is now too late to book the centre. 

Council is to meet with the Halalt 
Indian Band council, in an attempt to 
negotiate a route through Indian land 
for the proposed new Crofton Road. 

Highways ministry officials said an 
aerial survey has been completed and 
a basic corridor for the highway de¬ 
signed. 

The ministry places a “high prior¬ 
ity” on the road and sees no problem 
with the financing. 

Crofton’s water referendum Nov. 17, 
is expected to be for $1.75 million, 
identical to the referendum turned 
down by voters last May. 

Aid. Graham Bruce told council that 
after a careful review of the costs, ii 
w as decided to b^e the referendum on 
the same amount of money. 

“We realized that parts of the sys¬ 
tem could likely be reduced in cost, but 
we are facing increased construe 
tion costs plus high interest rates,” 
Bruce said. 

Council recommended that $1,000 be 
placed in its police budget for the use 
of its RCMP auxiliary. 

Council is to seek a meeting between 
Municipal Affairs Minister William 
Vander Zalm and all mayors and 
councils within the Cowichan Valley 
Regional District. Purpose of the 
meeting will be to discuss the role of 
the regional district.

congressional subcommitee 
Said Saturday. 

“The hazardous-waste dis¬ 
posal problem cannot be 
overstated,” the House of 
Representatives commerce 
subcommittee on investiga¬ 
tions said in a new report. 
“Federal and state efforts to 
control disposal of hazard¬ 
ous wastes are totally inade¬ 
quate.” 

Moreover, the subcommit¬ 
tee found that “industry has 
shown laxity, not infrequent¬ 
ly to the point of criminal 
negligence, in soiling the 
land and adulterating the 
water with its toxins.” 

The subcommittee investi¬ 
gated more than a dozen 
sites where chemical manu¬ 
facturers and other firms 
dumped toxic wastes, in¬ 
cluding the Love Canal near 
Niagara Falls, N.Y., where 
200 families have been eva¬ 
cuated. 

It found a repeated pattern 
of polluted water supplies, 
unexplained illness, excess¬ 
ive radiation levels and 
other dangers. 

Known cancer-causing 
chemicals including dioxin 
were discovered at many of 
the sites before officials 
began looking for ways to 
clean them up. 

Robert Roland, president 
of the Chemical Manufac¬ 
turers Association, said it 
appeared from early reports 
of the subcommittee investi¬ 
gation that “the members 
deserve commendation for a 
comprehensive analysis of a 
serious public problem. 

“We are especially im¬ 
pressed with the report’s 
recognition of the society¬ 
wide origin of and responsi¬ 
bility for this problem, and 
its emphasis on the need for 
further detailed study of its 
nature and scope,” Roland 
said. 

Environmental Protection 
Agency officials agreed with 
the report’s conclusion that 
hazardous waste was the 
biggest environmental prob¬ 
lem facing the country.

The provincial fish and 
wildlife branch has received 
Victoria’s permission to 
raise the level of Thetis 
Lake, but the city says it 
won’t pay for improvements 
the provincial water rights 


branch is demanding to the 
upper and lower lake dams. 

Raising the level of the 
lake is to assure an adequate 
water supply for Craig- 
flower Creek during the hot 


summer months, to entice 
cutthroat trout back into the 
creek. 

That part of the project, 
which won’t cost the city any 
money, was consequently 
authorized by council. 


But Mayor Michael Young 
argued that the demanded 
repairs to the dams were 
incidental to the over-all pro¬ 
ject. 

He said it was strange that 
the water rights branch told 


the city to repair the dams, 
at an estimated cost of $37,- 
000, just when the fish and 
wildlife branch wanted to 
raise the level of the lake. 

He said the city main¬ 
tained Thetis Lake Park for 


the benefit of the entire re¬ 
gion, and shouldn’t get stuck 
with the bill for dam re¬ 
pairs. The dams had been 
holding for 85 years, he said, 
and he would be interested to 
know how often they had 


been inspected in that time. 

Chris Dodd, a fish and 
wildlife official, has said 
that raising the lake level 
does not depend on the dam 
repairs.

EDMONTON (CP) — Po¬ 
lice speculate recent cattle 
mutilations in Alberta may 
be the work of outwardly 
respectable persons bored 
with their dull lives. 

No evidence has yet been 
found in any of the at least 17 
confirmed cases of cattle 
mutilation since Aug. 13. 
Most of the incidents have 
occurred in southern Alber¬ 
ta, but several more have 
been reported recently in 
Saskatchewan. * 

Sex organs of 16 cattle and 
one horse were removed. 
Eyes, ears and parts of 
tongues were taken in some 
cases. Veterinary patholo¬ 
gists have been unable to 
establish cause of death in 
some incidents. 

RCMP Cpl. Lyn Lauber, in 
charge of the investigation, 
speculates group members 
are men and women 35 years 
old or more, quite intelligent 
and successful in their line of 
work, but introverted. 

Outwardly they may ap¬ 
pear to have high moral 
standards and be family- 
oriented, but they crave 
some sort of excitement, the 
Calgary officer says. 

“The police theory is that 
these people need something 
to spice up their otherwise 
dull lives. Life has becouffe 
boring for them.” 

The group or groups are 
secretive and closed, and 
take their rites seriously. 
“It’s not a passing fancy. It 
will stay for a while.”

no indication it will progress 
beyond cattle.” 

Mutilations probably 
occur during the dark hours, 
perhaps just before dawn. 

Someone with a good hunt¬ 
ing knife and a sharpener 
could probably mutilate an 
animal within 20 minutes— 
“He could do it by feel.” 

Dr. Alan Aycock, a profes¬ 
sor at the University of Leth¬ 
bridge, eays the mutilations 
sound like a revival of 19th- 
century English clubs for the 
rich and bored who indulged 
in witchcraft as a hobby. 

“There was one called the 
Hellfire Club that held nasty 
types of orgies. Occasionally 
such things would get out of 
hand and someone would be 
injured, but they didn’t rep¬ 
resent any threat to the gen¬ 
eral public.” 

The 19th-century groups 
used mild forms of witch- 
oraft and Druidism, a reli¬ 
gion of the Celts in ancient 
Gaul and Britain, as a hobby, 
he says. Groups usually in¬ 
volved bored, wealthy mem¬ 
bers of the upper classes. 

Aycock, who teaches a 
course in the occult, says 
organs removed from the 
livestock may indicate the 
cult wants to incorporate the 
animal’s power. Mutilation 
of other parts may represent 
attacks on people. 

“The genitals were de¬ 
voured in trying to enhance 
their fertility. But the eyes, 
ears and tongue might be 
used in an attack on the 
sense organs of other peo¬ 
ple.” 

Cattle have traditionally 
been used for sacrifice, Ay¬ 
cock says. Often some parts 
would be devoured by wor¬ 
shippers and others offered 
to their god.

The first white man to reside in British Columbia was an 
obscure young ship’s surgeon named John Mackay, who spent 
14 months living with the Nootka Indians between July 1786 
and September 1787. 

l ohn Mackay \ 

FIRST WHITE MAN TO 

LIVE IN B.C. 


Mackay’s resi- 
4en^ thus preceded 
by nearly two decades 
the more famous one 
of John Jewett among 
British Columbia’s 
native population. 

Unlike Jewett, 
who published a 
lengthy journal of his 
enforced visit, Mack¬ 
ay has remained a 
shadowy figure in the 
earliest post-Europe- 
an period of the prov¬ 
ince’s history. 

Although he is mentioned briefly 
in most historical accounts, it is 
only recently — thanks to the dis¬ 
covery jof Alexander Walker’s jour¬ 
nal of'the expedition which left 
Mackay with the Nootkas — that we 
are able to put any flesh on the 
barebones record of John Mackay's 
14 months in British Columbia. 

LITTLE IS KNOWN of Mack 
ay’s life apart from the years 1785- 
1788, which he began in India on 
board the Experiment as a sur¬ 
geon’s assistant and concluded by 
returning to Bombay after his stay 
on the coast of America. 

According to Alexander Walk¬ 
er’s account of the expedition which 
carried Mackay to British Colum¬ 
bia — it departed from Bombay late 
in 1785 under the leadership of Ma¬ 
dras merchant James Strange to 
trade with the natives of the North¬ 
west coast — Mackay was a native 
of Ireland (perhaps Ulster) who 
had received some medical training 
but had enlisted in the service of the 
East India Company as a private 
^ soldier. His medical education un¬ 
doubtedly consisted of an appren¬ 
ticeship with a surgeon, which had 
probably ended badly. 

Mackay volunteered for the ex¬ 
pedition, and was chosen because 
he had» sufficient medical back¬ 
ground to ait as surgeon’s assistant 
aboard the Experiment; the much 
larger vessel which accompanied 
Mackay’s (the Captain Cook) had a 
fully-qualified surgeon among its 
complement. 

James Strange had initially 
planned to leave a garrison of sol¬ 
diers (which would have included 
Mackay) as a factory/fort at Noot- 
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ka Sound, but decided on the scene 
against such a colonization venture 
because of its potential expense. In 
place of a settlement he left one 
man to protect the Bombay claim to 
the Sound: John Mackay. 

SINCE DETAILED information 
about Mackay has only just come to 
light, it is not surprising that his 
medical background has previously 
been somewhat inflated. Some sec¬ 
ondary sources have given him the 
honorifie "Doctor,” which he ap¬ 
parently claimed in 1787 when other 
European ships called at Nootka 
Sound. 

But it is clear from Walker’s 
account, based upon his own invol¬ 
vement with the expedition from 
the outset and a series of interviews 


nity for ethnography. At the point of 
Mackay’s residency, the Nootkas 
had been visited briefly by only 
three European expeditions, and al¬ 
though influenced by this contact 
they had not yet had their customs 
and traditions seriously compro¬ 
mised by it. 

Unlike the commentators on the 
Cook voyage of 1778, who had ob¬ 
served the Nootkas merely from 
shipboard over a brief span of time, 
or even Alexander Walker j#ho had 
studied them on shore but for less 
than a month, Mackay was to live 
among them for more than a calen¬ 
dar year, learning tfieir language 
and able to observe the everyday 
life of the village through the sea¬ 
sons. Unfortunately, Mackay was

with Mackay in India in early 1788, 
that Mackay had few medical cre¬ 
dentials, not even those necessary 
for surgeon’s duty on regular naval 
vessels. 

In his own narrative, Strange 
naturally exaggerated Mackay’s 
medical background, for the mer¬ 
chant needed desperately to justify 
his decision to leave but a single 
individual on the scene. It would 
hardly have done to admit that the 
person involved had no particular 
qualifications for the job. 

ACCORDING TO STRANGE, 
Mackay was a bright young medi¬ 
cal roan who was "in every respect 
well qualified to justify the public 
curiosity,” and who had already 
won the affection of the Nootka 
chieftan Makquilla (or Maquinna) r 
by curing his young child of scabby 
hands and legs. "As his (medical) 
Practice increased,” insisted 
Strange, "his Consequence in the. 
Eyes of these people could not fail 
daily to gain ground.’’ 

Mackay had been selected to 
remain, Strange claimed, because 
of his professional qualifications. 
Nevertheless, Strange himself de¬ 
monstrated a curious lack of confi¬ 
dence in his nominee, emphasizing - 
in his journal that Mackay had been 
supplied only with drugs which 
would not prove poisonous or fatal 
if misprescribed or misused. 

James Strange also provided 
Mackay with full provisions, large 
quantities of seed, a male and fe¬ 
male goat, as well as books, ink, 
and paper to afford him an oppo^p- 
nity to record "any occurrence,^* 
however trivial, which might serve 
to throw any Light on our hitherto 
confined knowledge of the Man¬ 
ners, customs. Religion and Gov¬ 
ernment of thqse People." 

IT WAS A GLORIOUS opportu 


unable to make much of his oppor¬ 
tunity. 

Three factors account for Mac¬ 
kay’s failure. In the first place, 
there was his own limited ability. 
Secondly, he had a good deal of 
misfortune, often (but not always) 
connected with unthinking deci¬ 
sions on his part. Finally, and per¬ 
haps most significantly, neither 
Mackay nor anyone else had any 
real notion of the problems con¬ 
nected with a residency such as his; 
the cultural barrier was simply too 
great to be overcome. 

John Jewett managed to sur¬ 
mount many of the problems be¬ 
cause he was a captive, and had 
little choice. Mackay’s situation 
was a bit different. He was a volun¬ 
teer and supposedly a welcome 
guest of the natives. Let us examine 
these factors in operation in some 
detail. 

AS I HAVE ALREADY suggest 
ed, Mackay was hardly an ideal 
choice for the task before him. He 
agreed to remain at Nootka Sound 
mainly to avoid returning to the 
ranks in India. 

Alexander Walker regarded him 
. as a man with “neither Tnuch Edu¬ 
cation nor much understanding,” 
and Captain George Dixon’s super¬ 
cargo, who met Mackay at Friendly 
Harbor in 1787, concurred in Walk¬ 
er’s judgment, characterizing 
Mackay as a "very ignorant young 
fellow . . . possessed of but an ordi¬ 
nary capacity.” 

Moreover, Walker insisted, 
Mackay lacked both daring and in¬ 
genuity, which made it impossible 
fbr4mrt to adjust to and surmount 
circumstances beyond his control. 
The residency required extraordi¬ 
nary intelligence, sensitivity, 
nerve, and flexibility if it were to 
produce anything of scientific 


value. Mackay simply didn’t have 
the credentials. 

Despite such harsh assessments, 
the difficulties were not entirely of 
Mackay’s making. The first prob¬ 
lem was that the natives did not see 
their guest as a healer of the sick 
but as an important ally in their 
continual battles against other 
groups of Indians. 

Makquilla demanded that 
Strange leave Mackay a musket 
and ammunition, and curiously 
enough, also insisted that he ba left 
a red cap and red coat, since the 
color of the garments would in itself 
awe the enemies. 

STRANGE ATTEMPTED to as¬ 
sist Mackay with the obviously 
foreseeable problems over the gun, 
using it to shoot a hole in a war 
canoe and proclaiming that the 
weapon was powerful- only in the 
hands of a white man. But Mackay 
failed to capitalize on the advan¬ 
tage he had been given. 

When Captain James Hanna and 
his Sea Otter returned td Friendly 
Harbor in Augutof 1786, the natives 
proudly displayed Mackay and the 
gun to the Traders, an understand¬ 
able gesture to the Europeans who 
had been the first to employ fire¬ 
arms against them a year earlier. 

At this point Mackay was re¬ 
ported "healthy and contented, 
dressed and living like the na¬ 
tives.” 

A year later he would tell Cap¬ 
tain Barkley of the Imperial Eagle 
that by late summer of 1786 he had 
even begun “to relish dried fish and 
whale oil” and was extremely "sa¬ 
tisfied with his way of life.” 

Soon after this high point of con¬ 
tentment, however, at a great feast 
given to honor his presence, the 
Indians persuaded Mackay to let 
them examine the all-powerful 
gun. 

He even obligingly dismantled 
the lock. Pieces were handed 
around, admired, and promptly 
vanished. Mackay should have re¬ 
cognized the attraction for the na¬ 
tives of iron trinkets, and realized 
the implications of allowing them to 
handle the weapon, especially in 
small pieces. He probably ought 
also to have appreciated that his 
warm reception was dependant 
upon his military value rather than 
his medical skills. Instead, he had 
effectively disarmed himself/and 
he became far less important to the 


Indians thereafter-

DESPITE THE LOSS-of his 
weapon, Mackay remained well 
treated until the day he inadver¬ 
tantly broke an Indian taboo by 
stepping over the cradle of Mak- 
quilla's child when it was situated 
in front of the door. 

Had he still the musket he might 
have survived this faux pas. But

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SMUGGLER'S COVE

No signs point the way to Smuggler’s Cove, 
nor do tourist pamphlets .extol the beauty 
of the spot. The Cove lacks a name on most 
charts and maps. ff It’s too small for maps,” some 
will say; others will remember Herman Mel¬ 
ville’s; ff It isn’t on any map, true places never 


The Cove is situated almost at 
the toe of Cadboro Point, better 
known locally as Ten Mile Point. 
Even though there are houses on 
either side of the Cove, it manages 
to remain secluded. Except on 
weekend afternoons, the Cove is 
seldom visited and boats do not 
moor to the two bouys anchored 
offshore. 

SITTING THERE at night, skip¬ 
ping pebbles or lying back watching 
the dog prowl the shallows, one’s 
mind may drift. In the twilight lis¬ 


ten to the muffled clink of oars, the 
low voices of men loading cases of 
whisky into skiffs; just off the 
Cove’s mouth, the dark loom of a 
low, sleek ship doesn’t quite blend 
into the night. 

This is Smuggler’s Cove. If 
whiskey wasn’t being smuggled, 
maybe it was the Chinese — or 
opium. Manufacturing opium was 
once legal in Victoria. There was a 
demand for it across the border, 
less than 10 miles away. After the 
U.S. passed the Chinese Exclusion 


Act in 1882, smuggling Chinese into 
the States became big business. 

Lawrence Kelly, who lived on 
Guemes Island in the San Juans, 
was one of the first to see a future in 
this version of free enterprise. 

KELLY'S PRICE was $100 a 
person, and there was no lack of 
customers. Profits made the risks 
worthwhile. If the risks were par¬ 
ticularly high, Kelly had another 
answer. He would sail up-coast 
to some isolated island and unload 
his “cargo”. It took the Chinese 
days to discover they were still inf 
Canada. 

Maybe Smuggler’s Cove was 
Kelly’s base. It would have been 
perfect, few people lived in the area 
at that time. At least one descrip¬ 
tion of coves used by Kelly in the 
San Juans suggests he liked small 
places. If so, Smuggler’s Cove was 
ideal. 

IT’S EASY to dream in the. fad¬ 
ing light. Daylight shatters the 
dream; reality tells another story. 


Smuggler’s Cove is actually 
Maynard CoVe. Joseph Maynard 
was a farmer at Cadboro Bay near 
the turn-of-the-century. The 1892 
directory, which lists Maynard as a 
farmer, describes the area in glow¬ 
ing terms. It “presents a beautiful 
view, all along its shores are nes¬ 
tled neat little farms and wooded 
groves. For mmy years it has been 
a very favorite resort for pleasure 
seekers . . . The beach shaded by 
the tall trees and shrubs makes it a 
most desirable bathing place . . 

Later, Albert Maynard “owned 
some cottages on the flats at Cad¬ 
boro Bay which he used to rent 
out.’’ Was Albert, Joseph Mayn¬ 
ard’s son? The record doesn’t say, 
nor does it say when Albert rented 
his cottages. In 1919 there were no 
Maynards living at Cadboro Bay. 

AT ANY RATE, Smuggler’s 
Cove was officially named Mayn¬ 
ard Cove in 1934. Four years earlier

w ithout the gun he was helpless and 
useless. The chief chased him out of 
his house and assaulted him physi¬ 
cally. For some weeks Mackay was 
forced to remain outdoors, his ban¬ 
ishment prolonged by the death of 
the child soon afterwards. Even¬ 
tually he was given a hut and fed, 
but he never again regained Mak- 
quilla’s patronage. 

Mackay thus faced the long win- v 
ter without any advantages. His \ 
gun was useless, and he obviously 
could play no part in the search for 
food. His medical skills — whatever 
they were — were never called 
upon, partly because the native 
women had their own remedies for 
any ailments which occurred, and 
partly because he was held respon¬ 
sible for the death of Makquilla’s 
child. 

The loss of Makquilla’s protec¬ 
tion was a particularly damaging 
blow which soon had other ramifi¬ 
cations. Mackay’s w'riting equip¬ 
ment was destroyed shortly after¬ 
wards when another chief came 
upon him one day writing in his 
hut. 

THIS DISASTER, which made it 
impossible for Mackay to record 
daily occurrences and ethnographic 
observations, would undoubtedly 
not have taken place were he still 
held in high esteem by Makquilla. 

Nevertheless, it must be empha 
sized that the Nootkas did not ac¬ 
tively abuse Mackay over the win¬ 
ter; they simply failed to treat him 
as an honored guest and expected 
him to fend for himself. Totally 
unversed in native ways, Mackay 
could do little more than survive 
without positive assistance. 

Not surprisingly in view of his 
treatment. Mackay came down 
with the “bloody flux’’ in mid-Octo¬ 
ber. and then suffered a long period 
of intense fever, during with he 
became delirious. 

- When the Indians moved up the 
Sound for the winter, they took a 
weakened Mackay with them in 
their canoes. 

Eventually the canoes became 
entrappd in ice. The natives de¬ 
voured all their provisions and then 
lived on virtually nothing. Mack- 
ay's goats had died from neglect 
before the move, and by this time 
his own provisions were gone. 


He got nothing to eat from the 
Nootkas during this period, and 
would have starved except for some 
garden peas left to him for seed, 
which he furtively devoured in the 
dark. 

Eventually the ice thawed. The 
Nootka men hunted but left the 
weaponless Mackay in the canoes 
with the women and children. Since 
A\e could not aid in war or hunting, 
“lie was — as Alexander Walker put 
it — treated as a “person of no 
consideration or value.” 

IN FEBRUARY of 1787 the In¬ 
dians returned to Friendly Village. 
Soon afterwards Mackay witnessed 
the most spectacular incident of his 
residency. He was out on the Sound 
fishing with a fleet of a dozen 
canoes when five or six canoes of 
strangers (or “enemies”) were 
spied. The smaller party was cut 
off from the shore, and the strang¬ 
ers submitted to their fate, remain¬ 
ing motionless in their canoes. 

« More than a dozen men were 
seized and bound, then put on the 
bottom of a canoe with a victorious 
warrior on their back holding a 
large stone in case of any trouble. 

The canoes entered the Sound 
with the men singing a song of 
triumph. As the fleet approached 
the shore, an orator proclaimed the 
victory.and the entire village 
turned out to receive them. The 
captives were dragged to the beach 
without protest or supplication, and 
resignedly awaited their death. 

While the Captive's remained 
motionless on the beach, the inhabi¬ 
tants of the village debated their 
disposition. The most numerous 
party wanted immediate death, but 
others spoke for a slower procedure 
to the same ultimate end. 

The assembly became more and 
more clamorous, everyone talking 
at once. The women played a major 
role in the debate, pressing for in¬ 
stant execution. 

Then^suddenly, those in favor of 
immediate death began beating the 
prisoners w ith large stones, and the 
minority soon joined in. Those who 
had no stones helped mutilate the 
bodies, a process in which men. 
women and children all joined. 

The women took the lead in cut¬ 
ting and disfiguring the corpses. As 
Alexander Walker had it from 


Mackay, “both sexes besmeared 
themselves with the blood of the 
victims — while it was warm and 
streaming from the wounds, each 
person tasted it, but not as Mackay 
believed with an idea of food or of 
satisfying hunger.” 

Mackay saw no evidence of can¬ 
nibalism in the incident. The dried 
or preserved hands which had so 
fascinated and horrified earlier Eu¬ 
ropean visitors were “no more than 
charms or trophies, which were 
brought forth in the case of sick¬ 
ness. and applied to the part in pain, 
or produced at their feasts as me¬ 
morials of courage and achieve¬ 
ment.” 

ALEXANDER WALKER ae 
cepted that “the testimony of 
Mackay must be admitted of supe¬ 
rior weight to our cursory observa¬ 
tions,” and revised his previous 
views of Nootka cannibalism. In the 
conclusion of his account of the 
series of subsequent interviews 
with Mackay, Walker observed: 

. . may we not be unjust in our 
judgment of savages? When we ac¬ 
cuse them of cruel and treacherous 
Actions, have we made a sufficient 
allowance for their Motives and 
feelings? . . . Those who visit their 
shores imagine that they have a 
right to constitute themselves their 
judges — they impose their own 
laws and make right and wrong 
depend upon their own pleasure.” 

Such an attitude of cultural un 
derstanding was fairly unusual in 
the 18th century, and Mackay had 
contributed to it in a minor way. 

AS FOR MACKAY himself, in 
June of 1787 he welcomed Captain 
Charles William Barkley and the 
Imperial Eagle to Friendly Harbor. 
According to Mrs. Frances Bark¬ 
ley’s diary (which is now lost or 
destroyed), shortly after Imperial 
Eagle anchored in Friendly Cove, a 
canoe moved alongside and a filthy 
man dressed only in a sea-otter skin 
clambered on board to introduce 
himself as Dr. John Mackay, late 
surgeon of the Captain Cook. 

Mackay informed the Barkleys 
that he had been left behind with 
the Indians by James Strange to 
recover from a “purple” fever and 
was now' a “perfect master of their 
(the natives’) temper and disposi¬ 
tion.” * 

Obviously eager to depart from

the Sound, Mackay offered to assist 
Captain Barkley in his trading acti¬ 
vities with the Indians. 

Captain*,George Dixon, who ar 
rived somewhat later that summer 
in the Sound aboard the King 
George, recorded that Mackay’s 
“knowledge of the language was 
greatly short'of what he boasted,” 
but admitted that “there can be no 
doubt but that Captain Barkley 
found him extremely useful in 
managing his traffic with the na¬ 
tives.” 

ALTHOUGH with Mackay’s h*lp 
the Imperial Eagle obtained a 
cargo of 700 skins in the Friendlv 
Village area, he did not leave 
* Nootka with Captain Barkley. 

Instead Mackay departed for 
Canton with Dixon aboard the King 
George. 

A good deal of testimony sug¬ 
gests that he left voluntarily and 
eagerly. But in China in February 
of 1788, Mackay wrote James 
Strange that he had,been forceably 
removed from Nootka in order not 
to monopolize the fur trade. He 
declared to Strange that “such was 
fhe mildness and care, with which 
he was treated, during a stay of 
many months, that, had he been left 
to a free choice he would not have 
quitted his station ihere. until by 
writing or otherwise,” Strange 
“had given him permission to do 
so.” 

Such a declaration undoubtedly 
meant nothing more than Mackay 
felt the need to justify his departure 
from North America, and certainly 
is contradicted by the story of his 
residency Mackay gave to Alex¬ 
ander Walker. 

MACKAY ULTIMATELY re 

turned to Bombay in 1788, where he 
was interviewed at length by Alex¬ 
ander Walker. Drinking heavily, 
Mackay was nearly incoherent, and 
Walker had great difficulty in ob¬ 
taining any connected narrative of 
his.residence at all. After the inter¬ 
views, Mackay disappeared into the 
Indian subcontinent, and was never 
heard from again. His residency, 
unfortunately, had not greatly 
added to Europe’s know ledge of the 
Nootkas in the earliest days of con¬ 
tact with white man’s civilization.

I had come 
upon the rambling ranch and 
hotel located on Highway 5 
purely by chance. 


The decision to stay the night came easy, 
since the storm made the prospect of pitching a 
tent rather unpleasant. 

Walking up the wide red stairway onlc the 
entrance veranda felt like taking a step back in 
time, for the old hotel has been restored to the 
style of the late 1800s. I spent a few moments 
visualizing the many travellers and cowboys 
that must have entered those same doors over 
the years, before the storm unleashed a heavy 
downpour that forced me inside.

READY FOR THE TRAIL RIDE ON BULL. 
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STANDING INSIDE the lobby with rain drip¬ 
ping over my hat and riding slicker, one is 
presented with a view that could have been from 
a western movie set. The only difference was 
that the old polished wood, brass fittings and 
furniture were real antiques forming a part of 
B.C. history. x 

. Having obtained my room key after reserving 
a horse for the following day’s trail ride, I 
headed up the grand staircase to the second 
floor. 

Along the walls were framed pages from 
early hotel registers. Written in scrawling black 
ink, the pages w-ere covered with the names of 
the cowboys and cattlemen that had visited 
Quilchena in the early 1900s. 

The hallways are long and narrow with a high 
ceiling and large support beams. Brass numbers 
adorn the dark wooden doors and the original oil 
lamp holders are still in place. 

THE DOOR SQUEAKED as 1 turned the key 
and inside the room there stood an authentic 
brass bed. The papered walls and external pipe 
radiator added to the decor. 

The carpet dulled the clumping of my riding 
boots, as walking to the window I noticed the 
curtains were supported by a fancy rod and 
wooden rings. Through the window, the black 
clouds continued to roll over the sun-bleached 
hills as rain pelted down, driven by gusts of 
wind. 

It was soon time to eat and the dining room on 
the first floor became the centre of hotel activ¬ 
ity. 

Excellent ranch-style meals were served 
amid a decor of pine branch furniture and red 
checkered tablecloths. 

An antique oak hutch, with lead glass panels 
sat against one wall and on the walls were 
Remington style prints in knotty pine franjes. 

StrangeYs before supper, the guests soon 
became acquainted over the dinner table and the 
staff served the meal with a side dish of western 
hospitality! 

It was more like eating in someone’s home 
than a restaurant. 

AFTER DINNER I decided to explore this 
unique building further and headed across the 
hall to the sitting room. This area displays the 
most extensive restoration from oil type lamps 
to a piano that was shipped around the Horn 
to B.C. 

I sat down on a green velvet armchair and 
gazed around at the various items in the room. 

On the walls were numerous pictures of early 
cowboys from the Merritt area, with scenes of 
bygone cattle roundups. 

Like a background to the parlor plants, gr^jDtft 
piano, gilded mirror, hanging lamps and Indian- 
style carpets, a vintage clock ticked on the wall, 
the only sound except for the rain on the win¬ 
dows. 

There are no televisions at the Quilchena 
Hotel and it was encouraging to find that as 
guests entered the room, the art of good conver¬ 
sation certainly was alive and well. 
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BULLET HOLES

NEXT DOOR, the bar room exudes the stran-. 
gest western character of any area in the hotel. 
Complete with brass rail and spittoons, the wide 
expanse of bar looks like something from the 
Long Branch Saloon. 

Trophies from the days when polo was a local 
sport fill a glass case with stuffed game birds 
perched on top. 

Early Canadian Pacific Railroad scenes 
adorn the walls along with lamp holders, a hand 
crank phone, antique beer taps and an ancient 
gilded cash register. 

A pool table occupied the centre of the room 
along with a pot-bellied stove near the door. It 
was not difficult to imagine the room filled with 
cowboys of yesteryear and the clink of glasses 
amid wreathes of cigar smoke. 

Not all was peace and tranquility at the hotel 
in those earlier days, however, as evidenced by 
the odd bullet hole in the woodwork. 

For the history buff, antique lover or western 
enthusiast, Quilchena is paradise right down to 
the bathroom! 


A CAST IRON BATHTUB with lion’s paw feet 
sat against one wall, amid accoutrements from 
the 19th century. 

Across the hall and above the main stairway 
is the ladies' cuftajned sitting lounge. 

The hotel even boasts a bridal suite on the 
north side of the building, since a slay at Quil¬ 
chena was probably considered a fancy holiday 
for a honeymoon by newly-married ranchers in 
earlier times. 

By morning, the storm had passed north¬ 
wards toward Kamloops and some of the guests 
headed to the bams for the day’s trail ride. 

The ranch has a good string of horses, both 
for the novice and experienced rider. 

I was given a stocky buckskin named Bull and 
assisted Mike, our guide, with the herding of the 
other horses into the corral. 

Once the horses were saddled and the riders 
mounted, we headed out from the hotel area 
upwards along the ridges above the ranch. 

THERE ARE MILES of valleys and hills 
to be explored in the beautiful open country 
north of Merritt. It seems like one could ride 
forever in any direction, for the ranch covers 
several thousand acres. 

Mike explained as we rode along that the* 
ranch was constructed in 1908 by Joseph Gui- 
chon. He believed that a railroad would be built 
joining the CPR main line to Princeton through 
the Nicola Valley. 

The hotel was constructed, therefore, but the 
rail line was halted at Nicola. 

Even so, the hotel enjoyed a considerable 
carriage trade from early cattlemen until it was 
closed in 1919. 

At present, the ranch is one of the largest and 
most modem in B.C., complete with a general 
store that was once a trading post. 

Approximately 3,000 head of Hereford cattle 
are run here by the third generation of the 
origirial pioneer family. 

THE TRAIL RIDES through the valley dur¬ 
ing the day and again that evening allowed us to 
see different characteristics of the land. 

From the goldc n hues of midday to the red 
sky and purple shadows of dusk, each hour 
seems to change the shape of the land and the 
rounded hills thus seem to be in continual mo¬ 
tion. 

Even Bull seemed glad to be out on the ride, 
as I sat in the saddle watching night descend on 
Nicola Lake. 

As if on cue, Mike's Australian Blue Healer, 
Max, stood up breaking our silent gaze and we 
knew by the lengthening shadows that it was 
time to ride on. Just as we reached the bottom of 
the ridge, a coyote warbled out a mournful call 
that was answered by several others of his kind. 
It sent a shiver up my spine, not from fear but of 
pleasure, for it was reassuring to know that 
some of the best feelings that make riding the 
back country so rew arding could still be found in 
abundance at Quilchena Ranch. 

Back at the bam, the horses were pastured 
for the night and the tack was put away. I knew 
for sure that sometime I would have to come 
back and once more ride the hilltops of Quil¬ 
chena. the ranch with the historic past and 
inspiring present.

OPEN RANGELAND AROUND NICOLA LAKE. 
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A DESERTED MINE SHAFT ON THE QUILCHENA RANCH. 
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One of the largest settlements of Chinese people in Canada 
was not in any of our big cities as might be expected, but in 
the tiny coal mining town of Cumberland, on Vancouver 
Island. From a nucleus of a few clapboard shacks there grew 
a cluttered assembly of buildings known as Chinatown. At the 
height of its development it was reputed to be the second 
largest Chinatown in North America , being exceeded only by 
its counterpart in San Francisco.

the same tinie calling to Jung Thick Quy to get 
help. 

Within a minute a third Chinese, Jung Noi 
was on the scene, with a tussle the three of them 
managed to overpower Wong 0. Sang, but not 
before he had fired two more shots, luckily both 
ineffective. 

They managed to take the gun from Wong 0. 
Sang and tied his feet with rope found in the 
store, and tied his hands with some scrap tele¬ 
phone wire that was available. 

Although suffering from the gunshot wound 
Wing Chong managed to use the phone to call the 
police and the doctor. When they arrived Wing 
Chong was hastily sent to Cumberland General 
Hospital, and Wong 0. Sang was placed in 
custody. 

Despite all efforts to save the life of Wing 
Chong he died three days after the shooting. It 
was now a case of muider and the stage was set 
for one of the most bizarre cases of Chinese 
crime to ever come to light in British Colum¬ 
bia. 

THE FOLLOWING account of the funeral of 
the victim attests to the prestige he held in 
Chinese society: 

"As befitting a man of such standing in the 
Chinese community, the late Wing Chong, who 
was foully murdered recently, his mortal re¬ 
mains will be buried on Sunday afternoon with 
all ceremonial usually associated with the funer¬ 
als of important Chinese personages. 

"The Chinese Freemasons will have charge 
of the ceremony which will commence at 12 noon 
outside the Freemason’s hall in Chinatown. The 
officers issue an irrviation to everybody to be 
present. 

"Two bands will be in attendance, the Cum¬ 
berland City Band and a Chinese Band. Promi¬ 
nent Chinese Freemasons from Vancouver, Vic¬ 
toria, and other cities are here to attend the 
obsequies. It is expected that Dr. Yip, Chinese 
Consul will come over from Vancouver to attend 
the service. Mr. Alexander Qung, secretary of 
the Chinese Freemasons in Alberta will officiate 
in the ceremony.” 

THE VIOLENT DEATH of such a prominent 
person as Wing Chong created a furore in Chi¬ 
nese circles. Speculation and rumors abounded 
as to the motive. Some pointing to political 
differences, others to tong warfare and personal 
enmity. While subsequent trials failed to estab¬ 
lish positive proof of any such motives, any one 
of them could have sparked the crime. 

The preliminary hearing was held in Cum¬ 
berland Court House before Magistrate J. Baird, 
Mr. D. A. McDonald, KC, appeared for the 
prosecution, but the accused was not represent¬ 
ed by counsel. Mr. Mah On, Chinese interpreter, 
served the court in that capacity. 

On the court coming to order. Chief Con¬ 
stable A. D. Stevenson asked that the charge of 
attempted murder be withdrawn and that Wong 
O. Sang be charged with the murder of Wing 
Chong. 

Dr. G. K. MacNaughton gave evidence of the 
wound and cause of death. Jung Fook testified he 
had known Wing Chong for 18 years and related 
the happenings of that Sunday morning. He told 
of Wong 0. Sang firing the pistol while Wing 
Chong was writing out a ticket and of the 
wounded man calling out! "What's the matter, 
why you shoot me?” He related how he and the 
other two witnesses subdued the accused and 
how they tied his feet with rope and his hands 
with telephone wire. The evidence given by the 
other two Chinese witnesses — Jung Thick Quy 


The early Chinese who 
came to this country during 
the last century, by their con¬ 
duct and stoic mien soon 
earned a reputation as reli¬ 
able, law-abiding people. Con¬ 
demned by reason of lan¬ 
guage, customs and color, 
their only escape from the 
pressures of the white man’s 
world was by banding to¬ 
gether into ghetto-like com¬ 
munities which were soon 
named "Chinatowns.” In 
these enclaves they were rela¬ 
tively free to follow the cus¬ 
toms of their ancestors and 
homeland. 

By their diligence in performing the most 
menial tasks and their tranquility in the face of 
adversity, they exemplified a peace and con¬ 


tentment that was foreign to the more voluble 
and aggressive westerner. 

But things were not as idyllic as they ap¬ 
peared to be in these Chinese settlements. The 
murder of one of Cumberland Chinatown’s 
prominent citizens brought to light the existence 
of feuds, factions and rivalries hitherto hidden 
behind a mask of inscrutability. 

IN THE DAWNING light of the morning 
Nov. 13, 1921, Wing Chong, merchant and ticket 
agent for Canadian Pacific Orient Steamships, 
unlocked the front door of his store. Being Sun¬ 
day he expected little business, but an open door 
was an invitation to his friends to visit and talk 
— a popular idle pastime in Cumberland’s China¬ 
town. 

. It was not long before his friends and kins¬ 
men Jung Fook and Jung Thick Quy came to 
visit and wile away the morning in chitchat. 
Then about noon Wong 0. Sang — a customer — 
entered the store to ask about a steamship ticket 
to China. Wing Chong told him he could have a 
ticket and the price was $65 and $3 tax. Wong 0. 

^Sang left, saying he would get the money and 
return later. 

As the witnesses tell the story, at 1 o’clock 
Wong 0. Sang returned. Wing Chong went into a 
back coom and came out with a book of tickets 
and proceeded to make one out. As this was 
being done Wong 0. Sang moved to the other side 
of the counter, presumably to answer any ques¬ 
tions that were asked. 

THEN WITHOUT any warning or hint of 
anger he pulled out a pistol and fired, hitting 
Wing Chong in the abdomen. 

Jung Fook rushed to subdue the assailant, at

it was inevitable that polarization would develop 
in the Chinese community. 

On April 26,1922, with Mr. Justice Murphy of 
the Supreme Court of British Columbia presid¬ 
ing, and a jury of 12, selected from a panel of 43, 
the trial of Wong 0. Sang began. The accused 
was represented by Russel, and A. B. MacDon¬ 
ald, KC, acted for the Crown. The main wit¬ 
nesses for the Crown were the three Chinese who 
subdued Wong 0. Sang, and the policeman who 
investigated the case. 

THE ACCUSED, through his lawyer, plead¬ 
ed not guilty on the grounds of self defence, 
stating that he paid for a steamship ticket to 
China in October of 1921 and Wing Chong had 
refused to present it. He told of going to the store 
the second time that Sunday and the victim 
attacked him with an iron bar, and he fired the 
pistol to scare Wing Chong, not to kill him. 

After hearing the evidence of both sides, the 
jury could not agree. 

The prisoner was remanded to jail to await 
another trial. This took place on May 15 in the 
same assize with a jury selected from the same 
panel. The defence objected to the inclusion on 
the jury of three members who had served on the 
first jury. The objection was overruled and the 
trial continued. This tinffe the verdict was guilty 
and Wong 0. Sang stood in the dock as Mr. 
Justice Murphy pronounced the death sentence: 


“Wong O. Sang, having been found guilty by 
this court and a jury of your peers, you shall be 
taken from whence you came until the 28th day 
of July, 1922, and hanged until you are dead 


THE DEFENDANTS LAWYER immedi 
ately filed an appeal, and was successful in 
having a new trial set for June 24. At this trial 
the judge pointed out that this was the third time 
the accused had stood before the bar, also the 
difficulty in assessing the evidence of witnesses 
who understood nothing of our judicial system, 
our courts, or our language. 

As a result of this third trial the case was 
transferred from Vancouver on a change of 
venue, to Nanaimo, where it would be heard at 
the fall assizes there on Oct. 19. Thus the life of 
the prisoner was extended for a few more 
months. 

Although presenting an image of passive 
acceptance of Canadian judicial process, the 
temper of Wing Chong’s kin and associates can 
best be gauged by a letter circulated within their 
ranks. In the letter the victim is called Mr. Jung 
King Jack, a not unusual custom of Chinese 
people in Canada, for many of Chinatown’s 
residents were known by more than one name. 

WRITTEN BY HAND, without date or sig¬ 
nature, the English version reads as follows: 

“Introduction to the subscription of a fund to 
redress grievance. Look back to the centuries we 
all came from the same clan, therefore, our 
affection toward each other should be very 
fervant. When we rejoice we should rejoice with 
each other and when we remorse we should 
remorse with one another. When we have for¬ 
tunes we should share them with each other and 
when we have misfortunes we should also share 
them with one another. * 'f 

“Mr. Jung King Jack who had been many 
years a merchant at Cumberland, B.C., was our 
clansman. On the 13th of November, 1921, he was 
murdered by Wong O..Sang at Mr. Jung’s store. 
Wing Chang Co. Mr. Jung Jack King was very 
humble and kind. But he was murdered without 
any reason. Even those who heard of this horri¬ 
ble news were moved to anger and shed tears. 

“What we, who are Mr. Jung King Jack’s 
clansmen should feel towards mis case? We 
should find a means as to how to revenge (sic) 
justice for Mr. Jung Kin Jack. We cannot secure 
it by mere talking, we must secure some person 
to see to the matter a fund must be raised. 
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CUMBERLAND'S CHINATOWN , 1910. 

THE CHINESE NATIONALIST LEAGUE, a 
strong political party in China, was not without 
its adherents in Canada. A well-established limb 
of the party was active in Cumberland’s China¬ 
town and doubtless exerted a strong influence in 
community affairs. 

Originally named Hung Mun — a secret 
society — it became recognized as a political 
party due to its efforts and aid in overthrowing 
the Manchu Dynasty. Later renamed Chinese 
Man Chi Tang— meaning, Chinese People Gov¬ 
erning Party — it finally became the Chinese 
Nationalist League. 

Wong 0. Sang was purportedly a member of 
this party and had the support of its members, 
while the victim, in addition to being a member 
of the Chinese Freemasons, was also a leader of 
the Chee Kong tong. In the light of such rivalries, 


and Jung Noi — was substantially the same as 
that given by Jung Fook. 


THE MOST REVEAUNG evidence was that 
given by Const. A. Dunbar of the Provincial 
Police. He told of answering a call fro© China¬ 
town and finding the victim lying on a bed 
wounded and conscious, and the accused on the 
floor bound hand and foot. After untying Wong 
0. Sang and placing him in handcuffs, he was 
handed a pistol — a German Luger — and three 
empty shells. On searching the pockets of the 
accused he found 21 shells all of which fitted the 
pistol. 

Further investigation of the accused’s house 
in Chinatown disclosed a holster that fitted the 
pistol and in a drawer another 150 rounds of 
ammunition of the same calibre as the gun. He 
then charged Wong 0. Sang with attempted 
mtirder-aad^k him into custody. 

Wong 0. Sang did not ask any questions of 
the witnesses nor make any statements at this 
hearing. At the conclusion he was formally 
charged, and committed to stand trial at the next 
Vancouver assizes to be held in April of 1922. 


ON THE MONDAY following the prelimin¬ 
ary hearing a inquest was held in the Cumber¬ 
land Court House with Dr. Thomas Butters as 
coroner. The empanelled jury were, Messrs. E. 
Bate (foreman), J. Walton, J. Damonte^F. 
Dallos, M. Brown and D. D. McRae. Why Bing 
Kee, official interpreter from Nanaimo translat¬ 
ed the evidence of the Chinese witnesses. As they 
were not of the Christian faith, they were sworn 
in by the “paper oath’’ which consists of each 
witness w riting his name on a piece of paper, and 
while it is being burned swearing to tell the 
truth. 

The jury was out only a few minutes and 
returned the following verdict: 

“We, the jury empanelled to inquire into the 
death,Af Wing Chong, find from evidence sub¬ 
mitted, that, Wong 0. Sang on the 13th day of 
November, 1921, in Nelson District, in said Coun¬ 
ty of Nanaimo, did by and with a loaded pistol 
unlawfully shoot and fatally wound the said 
Wing Chong, thereby causing his death on the 
16th day of November, and that the said Wong 0. 
Sang did wilfully murder the said Wing 
Chong.’’ 

Now that the preliminaries were over and 
the assizes not due to sit for four months, there 
was ample time for the rumor mill to grind out 
its grist. Not only were personal differences 
magnified, but echoes of political turmoil taking 
place in China at the time were to reverberate 
throughout Chinatown. 
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For an interesting taste 
treat . . . ^hat about pears? A 
lovely versatile fruit, a mem¬ 
ber of the Rosaceae family 
botanically, its perfume re¬ 
sembles that of the rose. The 
first pear came to public ac¬ 
claim in the walled gardens of 
the fabulous emperors of 
China, where the delicate 
scent of its white blossoms 
perfumed the spring air. 


From the temperate gardens of Southern 
China, the pear travelled to the Near East and 
then to Greece and Rome. It flourished wherever 
summers were dry and the winters not too bitter. 
By the time of Homer, 10 centuries before 
Christ, there were 5,000 known varieties of 
pears. 

The Mission Fathers from Spain carried 
pear seeds to Mexico, then to California, Oregon 
and Washington. As English and European 
settlers became established in southern Ontario,, 
so did the pear trees. Today the orchards of 
Ontario and British Columbia produce many 
millions of pounds of pears a year. Some of the 
finest pears in the world are grown in our own 
Okanagan. 

Early pears are over, but there will be fall 
and winter pears until Christmas. 

You can’t go wrong with pears ... for eating 
out of hand, for lilnch boxes, for special salads, 
as well as for great desserts, canning, jamming 
and for pickling. 

Elegant is the word for Pears Helene Pie. 

Based on the classic dessert, the pie is made 
with a crunchy cornflake crumbs crust to which 
chopped almonds have been added. To make the 
shell extra crisp, bake it briefly in a slow oven, 
then chill it in preparation for the ice cream 
filling. You can make this company dessert well 
in advance. Then freeze it . . . shell, ice cream

and all. Pear halves go on at serving time, then 
shaved chocolate for garnish. 

PEARS HELENE PIE . . . crust . . . 
three cups cornflakes OR three-quarter cup 
packaged cornflake crumbs, one-quarter 
cup finely chopped blanched almonds, two 
tbsp. sugar, one-quarter cup soft or melted 
butter or margarine. 

If using cornflakes, crush into fine crumbs. 
Combine crumbs with almonds, sugar and butter 
in a nine-inch pie pan. Mix well. Press evenly 
and firmly around sides and bottom of pan. Bake 
briefly OR chill. 

FILLING ... one quart vanilla ice cream 
slightly softened, six chilled canned pear 
halves drained well, and shaved chocolate. 

Spread ice cream over chilled crumb crust. 
Freeze until firm. Just before serving, arrange 
pear halves, cut side down over the ice cream. 
Sprinkle pear halves with shaved chocolate. 


To shave chocolate . . . use a swivel knife 
potato-peeler and see that the chocolate bar is at 
room temperature . . . warm but not melting. 


An alternate garnish . . . use chopped nuts or 
slivered almonds or toasted coconut. 


Baked fresh pears make a lovely dessert. . 
you bake them just as you bake apples. Served 
very cold with table cream poured over they are 
very good. 


Just put the washed and cored pear halves in 
a baking dish with about a half inch of water (OR 
cranberry juice cocktail). Fill the hollows with 
brown sugar and grated lemon rind. Spoon liquid 
in the pan over the pears several times while 
they are baking. Bake in a preheated 350°F. 
oven until pears are soft and tender. 

Another lovely pear dessert is . . . 

PEARS ORIENTAL . .. peal core and 
halve each pear for each person to be 
served. Simmer pear halves in syrup (two 
cups sugar ttif three cups water). Simmer 
until pears are barely tender. Cool and stuff 
with a mixture of steamed and chopped apri¬ 
cots and prnnes, chopped nuts and enough 
orange marmalade to moisten. 

You don’t need amounts for this filling, just 
make to your taste. You can experiment with 
different fruits. Fit the two half pears together 
and dust with a mixture of sugar, cinnamon and 
ginger. Serve with thick cream. Sour cream.is 
also good with these stuffed pears. 


Other stuffings for pears >. . a scoop of 
vanilla ice cream then rolled in grated choco¬ 
late; whip sharp cheddar cheese with a little 
cream until softly smooth then fold in some 
chopped walnuts; mixed glace fruit mixed w ith a 
little mayonnaise makes a nice filling OR fill 
hollowed out halves of pears with cranberry 
sauce. 


BRIDE’S CQRNER 


THE PEERLESS PEAR ... 

To ripen pears . . . simply store at rooqn temperature (65 to 70 degrees). Wrapped 
or unwrapped they will ripen perfectly without loss of flavor. 

Pears are harvested when maturity of the product is classified by horticultural 
authorities as “Hard Ripe.” At this stage the pear is hard in texture and green in color. 
If left on the tree to ripen pears will turn soft in the centre. 

Dribble honey over fresh, sliced and peeled pears for breakfast. 

Ginger and lemon juice are good to spark up the flavor of cooked pears. 

Simmer pear halves or quarters in cranberry juice for a blushing pink color. 

Try canning a few jars of pears with orange slices and a little preserved ginger in 
each jar. 


Maple syrup goes beautifully with pears. 
Here is another recipe for baking. 

BAKED MAPLE SYRUP PEARS ... six 
fresh pears, one-quarter cup lemon juice, 
one-quarter cup butter, two-thirds cup 
maple syrup and one cup boiling water. 

Peel, halve and core pears. Brush with 
lemon juice and arrange in a shallow baking pan 
or casserole. Place a teaspoon of butter and one 
of maple syrup in the hollow of each pear half. 
Combine remaining syrup and the boiling water 
and pour into the pan around the pear halves. 
Bake in a preheated 400°F. oven until tender, 
basttag several times with juices in the pan. 
ServSthilled. 

Pears make a fine salad. This next recipe is 
delicious. 

PEAR SALAD .. . three cups pared and 
diced pears (these should be nicely ripe), 
one cup diced red apples, one can mandarin 
orange sections drained and one-half cup 
whole pecans. Mix fruit and nuts. 

DRESSING. .. one half cup mayonnaise, 
one-quarter cup frozen concentrated lemon 
juice thawed, and one-half cup heavy cream 
whipped. 

Blend mayonnaise and lemon juice, fold in 
whipped cream. Pour over mixed fruit and nuts. 
Serve on lettuce leaves. 

For years I have made Molly's Pear Mar¬ 
malade. It’s really great. If you have a few 
empty jars left do try this recipe.

MOLLY'S PEAR MARMALADE ... wash 
three whole grapefruit and place in a deep 
saucepan with three cups water. 

Simmer until they are tender when pierced 
with a fork. Set aside to cool. Now prepare the 
pears. Use pears that are really firm. You will 
need eight cups pears after peeling, coring and 
chopping into quarter-inch pieces. One-half cup 
preserved ginger popped. Mix with pears. 

And now for the grapefruit . . . drain and 
place grapefruit on a plate (to catch the juice) 
and cut into thin slivers, discarding the skin, 
seeds and the membrane. Add the grapefruit to 
the pears and ginger. Measure and divide into 
two separate saucepans. Add cup for cup of 
sugar and fruit to each saucepan. Simmer until 
thick and clear. 

To determine if it is cooked enough put a 
couple of teaspoonfulsinto a saucer and place in 
freezer for a minute or two. If it jells it is done 
and ready to bottle. Pour at once into sterilized 
jars and seal with a lid OR paraffin wax. Store 
jars in a dry cool place. This makes a big batch 
... the size of the jars will determine how many 
jars the reeipe makes. If desired you can halve 
the recipe. 

To prevent jam or jelly from "weeping” 
from under the edges of a paraffin seal ... be 
sure the edges of the jars are wiped completely 
clean before pouring on the wax. After waxing 
tip the jars slightly to insure it adhering to the 
edges. 

Fresh fruit does not menace the midriff.

VICTORIA MEMORIES 

... and Agnes Deans Cameron 


The article I read about 
Agnes Deans Cameron, writ¬ 
ten by Gwen Hayball in the 
June edition of B.C. Historical 


News, brought back vivid me¬ 
mories of my childhood days 
in Victoria, particularly those 
spent at South Park School, 


when Anges Deans Cameron 
was the principal. 

After seyeral primary years at private 
schools, where I learned nothing, my parents 
decided to send me to South Park public school 
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MOTORING IN BEACON HILL PARK.

which was near our home. This was in 1902, when 
1 was 12 years old. School then became a delight 
rather than a drudgery, particularly when 1 
passed into Miss Cameron's classroom. 

The school is^ in a lovely part of Victoria, 
near the northern end of Beacon Hill Park. We 
lived at the southern end. 

Every morning on my way to school, I would 
see Miss Cameron returning from her daily 
walk though the park. She always wore a tai¬ 
lored suit, becoming to her slim mannish fig¬ 
ure. 

When the bell rang, we lined up in the school 
yard and marched into the assembly room to say 
the Lord’s Prayer, sing the National Anthem, 
and listen to any pithy comments concerning the 
school and ourselves, which Miss Cameron saw 
fit to make, I well remember the day I was the 
embarrassed subject. 

A well known Shakesperian company had 
come to Victoria to perform The Merchant of 
Venice. As a publicity ploy, one of the news¬ 
papers offered a prize for the best essayon the 
play, written by a pupil. 

I sent my contribution in without consulting 
anyone, not even checking the spelling of the 
characters’ names. 

As I won the prize, the newspaper printed my 
essay, incorrect spelling and all. 

The next morning at assembly. Miss Ca¬ 
meron read it to the whole school, making 
scathing remarks on my carelessness and the 
dishonor I had brought the school. After 70 odd 
years I still remember my humiliation. Hers, 
too, apparently, for she had already selected me 
to pass first into the high school! 

Miss Cameron taught all the subjects for high 
Vhool entrance, except drawing. The teacher 
f\this subject was a poor disciplinarian and so 
her lessons were periods of high jinks for the 

class. 

When our drawing books were submitted as 
part of our final entrance exams, the examiner 
failed many of the class, contendimg that we had 
drawn most of the freehand lines with a ruler. 

I got a bare pass mark which pulled my 
average down considerable. 

A bitter controversy arose between Miss Ca¬ 
meron, the examiner and, eventually the school 
board, which ended in the whole class being 
summonsed to appear in court. We all enjoyed 
showing our drawing books before the fatherly 
judge, who settled the matter satisfactorily for 
both sides. 

I remember another altercation carried on 
for some time between Miss Cameron and 
the city council over the proposed extension of 
Birdcage Walk, now Government Street. 

At that time the street ran from Belleville 
past the legislative buildings, as far as Michi¬ 
gan, where it stopped smack in front of the 
Cameron house. 4 

Mrs. Cameron, in her 80’s did not wish to 
leave her home. From her fropt windows she 
could look down Birdcage Walk as far as the 
James Bay Bridge. 

She could see the homes of her two married 
sons and those of other pioneers, like herself. 
She could chat over the fence with her neighbors 
such as the Carr girls, including Emily “with her 
outlandish ideas and painting kit.” 

Her indomitable daughter delayed the action 
of the city with e\ _»ry devise she could think of 
and succeeded, until her mother settled the 
matter by dying in 1906 at the age of 84. 

There were other contentious matters in Miss 
Cameron's life at this time, which finally ended 
her career as a schoolteacher. This proved to be 
a blessing, for she then devoted her life to 
writing, lecturing and travel, which brought her 
world fame. 

But there are many of her pupils who remem 
ber her for her criticism of outmoded ideas and 
her untiring work for school reform. 

It is the fortunate child, who, in the course of 
school days, encounters a teacher that kindles a 
spark for learning. Agnes Deans Cameron did 
this for many of her pupils. Thankfully I was one 
of theta.

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“I AM PROUD OF BEING AN INDIAN!” This simple statement 
explains Ernie Philip’s success as an internationally renowned war dancer, 
teacher of his culture and ambassador of goodwill. 

Born at Tappen (little Shuswap band) Ernie did his first dance steps as a 
child—guided by his grandfather—around the stove in wintertime. But in the 
residential school in Kamloops he learned that he was not supposed to dance 
Indian dances or to speak his own language. Years of this stupid brainwashing 
made many of the young people, including Ernie, ashamed of being an 
Indian. 

AFTER HE LEFT SCHOOL HE TURNED to drinking. In the early 1960s 
a group of Indian dancers from the U.S. attracted his attention in Kamloops. 
With fascination he watched them perform their traditional dances—they * 
were proud and happy people and — as Ernie soon found out—were so without 
the crutch of alcohol. * 

This experience changed his life. In the following years he learned as 
much as possible about the great heritage of his people. He took every 
opportunity to learn the dances of the Shuswaps and of the Plains Indians. 
There was no time anymore for drinking and Ernie emphasizes today: ‘‘Booze is 

a part of the European culture not ours.” _^ 

IN 1966 ERNIE COMPETED IN A WAR DANCE Festival in Toppenish 


SPIN IN FANCY WAR DANCE . 


(Washington) and won his first championship. He became a champion the two 
following years again. Since then he has won numerous competitions through¬ 
out North America and has been grand champion 24 times. 

From 1970 to 1974 he worked for Indian Affairs, education department. 
Children at 1,200 schools watched his dances and heard first hand a now “proud 
Indian” talking about the culture of his people. Since then he has helped many 
Indians in difficulties with the law as a courtworker. 

ERNIE APPEARED IN SEVERAL MOVIES and on TV and has been 
invited to dance in Holland, West Germany, Italy, Greece and Israel. 

He has passed on his knowledge to his children, Rhonds, 11; Jason, 10, and 
Marla, eight. All are expert dancers as well, Yvonne, his wife, spent many hours 
making the magnificent dresses with their exquisite embroidery of beads. 

Every year since 1969 Ernie has organized a War Dance Festival with 
hundreds of dancers competing for trophies and prize money. 

En$^ Philip’s achievements for the preservation of the Indian culture 
<^nd better understanding among men were recognized by the North West 
radian Cultural Society in 1978 with the issue of the Shuswap Dollar in gold, 
silver and nickel. •

Evenings left ranch families like 
ours with little to do but read by oil 
lamp light or visit the neighbors. 

Sometimes our desire to see new 
faces and hear new voices would 
become so unbearable that we’d be 
willing to do almost anything to get 
to town. Even to risking — as we did 
one frigid evening in March. 1935 — 
physical danger and arrest. 

KAMLOOPS WAS an exciting 
place in 1935 — as it had been for 
years. Full of life and activity, it 
w as the Depression’s version of 
Disneyland and Las Vegas rolled 
into one for the ranchers and farm¬ 
ers who lived in the surrounding 
cattie country. 

For on Saturday night the saddle 
horses and manure forks could be 
put aside for a few hours, and the 
pale glow of lanterns and oil lamps 
could be replaced by the bright 
lights of the city. Kamloops attract¬ 
ed us all like moths. 

If my mother and I were looking 
for something or someone to blame 
for our foolhardiness that March 
evening, it would be my stepfather, 
Nimrod Spong. He couldn’t resist 
Kamloops on a Saturday night. 

Every trip to town filled him 
with nostalgia, lifting him from the 
dull drudgery of our chicken farm 
at Rayleigh Mount, and took him 
back to freer — though not neces¬ 
sarily easier — days. The old 
days. 

NIM HAD ARRIVED in Kam 

loops in 1918 when he was only 14 
years old. He’d left his parents at 
Sunday, October 14, 1979 
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home in England and come to Can¬ 
ada seeking his fortune. Towards 
that end he had found work on 
various ranches, on such outfits as 
Cherry Creek, Gang, Harper, 101. 
Big Nicola and Stump Lake. 

His life revolved around cow- 
punching during the summer and 
feeding and watering corailed stock 
during the winter. 

Nothing much happened to 
break the routine of his existence — 
work in the daytime, meals in the 
evening, talking and smoking in the 
late evening, sleep at night — in a 
wooden planked bunk in a dark 
bunkhouse. Even moving from 
ranch to ranch didn't change his life 
much. 


were tw o classes: the rough, and the 
refined. 

THE ROUGH GROUP included 
those men who worked at their 
chores right up until the very mo¬ 
ment they left for town — they 
arrived in Kamloops with the evi¬ 
dence of barn-cleaning still clinging 
to their boots and pant-cuffs. 

The refined group liked to finish 
their chores as early as possible to 
allow time for washing up and 
changing to their best clothes — 
which weren’t fancy, but bore no 
reminders of the bam. 

Of course they weren’t divided 
into distinct categories; even mem¬ 
bers of the rough bunch were apt to

But through all the boredom and 
hard work there was always a glim¬ 
mer of light — town on a Saturday 
night. 

HE AND HIS FELLOW cow boys 
would saddle their horses and leave 
in the late afternoon to ride to town, 
a distance depending on w here Nim 
happened to be working, of a few 
miles to, many miles. In winter it 
was always a cool ride. 

When these horsemen finally ap¬ 
proached the town and started the 
descent from the surrounding hills, 
the anticipation of a night in civili¬ 
zation would seize them and they 
would spur their horses to a gai- 
lop. 

“Just for the hell of it,” Nim 
said years later, “me and the boys 
would ride like a bat outta hell from 
one end of the main street to the 
other.” 

Although one might imagine that 
young Nim and his fellow cow- 
punchers would spend their night in 
town in debauchery, most of them 
were content — or could only afford 
— to sip a few beers at the Leland 
Hotel, or drink coffee in the cur¬ 
tained booths of the Golden Gate 
Cafe on Victoria Avenue. 

Just being in town was ap¬ 
parently more important than what 
they did there. 

Of these Saturday-nighters there 


be careful in choosing their social 
friends. 

Nim once heard a comment 
something like: “Jesus. I can’t sit 
near that guy in the beer parlor — 
he stinks too much!" But the fellow- 
doing the complaining didn't smell 
too sweet either. 

For those who didn’t like beer or 
coffee, there was the pastime of 
street-talking. (Not to be confused 
with streetwalking.) 

ALL THAT W AS involved in this 
activity was to walk up and down 
Victoria Avenue, stopping now and 
then under a streetlight or in front 
of a lighted store window to engage 
old friends in conversation. 

It was a pastime that I myself — 
in company with and closely ob¬ 
served by my folks' — thoroughly 
enjoyed in later years. 

By about nine o’clock — a late 
hour for men who got up every 
morning before six — cowboys 
from the more distant ranches 
would begin to drift towards the 
hitching posts. 

They faced a cold ride. “In win¬ 
ter it bloody near froze your feet off 
on that ride home at night.” my 
step-dad told me. “It was a lot 
better when trucks were around 
and we could get a ride to town on a 
Saturday.” He lived for Saturday 
night. 


v 


And now, in 1935. years after he 
had married my mother and had 
assumed responsibility in part for 
my upbringing, Nim Sprong’s only 
cure for boredom and discourage¬ 
ment was still a night in town. 

MY MOTHER AND I agreed 
with him. By then I was 11 years old 
and ready, I believed, to see *he 
lights of the world — and the lights 
of Kamloops were at least a start. 

Mom, having grown up in heavi¬ 
ly populated England, and having 
lived right in Kamloops for several 
years beforf we moved to Rayleigh 
Mount in 1928, found ranch-life 
lonely, depriving. 

As a result, when Dad said he 
just had to get to town for the 
evening, he was just echoing the 
thoughts of my mother and me. 

The problem was money. The 
lack of it. Unemployment was stil^ 
crippling Cariboo families in 1935, 
with most of us making out as best 
as we could by growing our own 
vegetables and keeping a few 
chickens. 

Actually our own little family of 
three seldom went w ithout a variety 
of food. Our a garden crops were 
supplemented with occasional wild_ 
game, so we were able to have’ 
plenty (o eat. What we didn't have 
was monev. 

MONEY FOR GASOLINE. For 
car licence plates. When the licence 
on our 1928 Chevrolet truck lapsed 
at the end of February, 1935. we 
were stuck. Stuck at home in a little 
house with little to do indoors and 
nowhere to go — in the snow — 
out-of-doors. Our mobility as gone. 
And Kamloops was U long and deso¬ 
late miles away. 

So for nearly a month we sat and 
fretted. We sat and read in the dim 
light, and we listened for short 
times to Amos n’ Andy and to Jack 
Benny — until we were forced to 
turn off the radio to prolong the 
Jimited life of its 0 huge battery. 

A We talked some. And we sewed. 
And read some more, and talked 
some more. And often looked long¬ 
ingly out the window. .South, to¬ 
wards Kamloops . . . 

My stepfather ground out a 
hand-rolled cigarette into^n ash¬ 
tray and spoke. “It’s Saturday 
night.” he said. “Let’s go to 
town.”

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Mystery of Wong O. Sang 


Because even the most bold warrior cannot fight 
with an empty hand nor a clever wife can cook a 
good bowel (sic) of rice without any rice in the 
pot. 

“We, therefore, in order to secure means of 
revenge for Mr. Jung King Jack and to secure 
some person to see to this matter, send out this 
subscription book and ask you, our clansmen to 
open up your purse and send us financial aid so 
that we may accomplish this vengeance for Mr. 
Jung King Jack through the court. 

“We ask each of our clansmen to pay $5 as a 
minimum subscription, the more the better. And 
if this vengeance be accomplished, Mr. Chung 
King Jack should appreciate your help in the 
other world and we should be exceedingly grate¬ 
ful to you. 

“P.S. When all the subscription funds are 
sent in and after deducting all the expenses for 
the above case, if there be any money left we 
shall put the balance in the bank for the use of 
similar cases, if there be any. Please send your 
subscriptions according to date. If any person 


does not pay according to what we ask for, when 
he returns tb China he shall be made pay this 
sum before he shall be allowed to board the ship. 
All those who send in their subscriptions please 
put down the names of your district and village 
so that we may remit you a receipt without a 
mistake.” 

THE FALL ASSIZES opened in Nanaimo on 
Oct. 19, 1922, Wong 0. Sang again stood before 
the bar for the fourth time. The prosecution had 
a strong case sirjce there were eyewitnesses to 
the shooting, and the accused’s possession of a 
pistol and such a large amount of ammunition 
did nothing to help his cause. 

The defence, however, stressed the self de¬ 
fence aspect of the encounter, and claimed the 
witnesses were relatives of the deceased, and 
were members of a tong which was spending 
large sums of money on the prosecutibn of the 
case. But again, despite a change of venue, the 
jury disagreed and the prisoner was remanded 
to the next assizes. 

Then after being in custody for more than a 


year, and enduring the anguish of five trials 
Woqg 0. Sang was finally acquitted. While such 
a decision must have been gratifying to the 
Chinese Nationalist League, it found little favor 
in the tong of Wing Chong. 

UPON HIS RELEASE from custody Wong 
0: Sang realizing that his presence in Canada 
would hardly be welcome, and understanding the 
temper of the»victim’s tong, might even be 
dangerous, lost no time in arranging ships’ 
passage to China. 

Boarding the ship in Vancouver he left Can¬ 
ada, £md, hopefully his trouble behind him. But 
when the ship reached port in the Orient, Wong 
0. Sang never got off the ship, and no trace of 
him could be found. 

With all the atmosphere of a Sax Rohmer 
plot.^he fate of Wong 0. Sang remains a mystery 
to this day, a mystery that the passage of time 
only makes more obscure: It was a case of many 
questions and very Jew answers, two of which 
are, why was Wing Chong shot and what hap¬ 
pened to Wong 0. Sang?

yard. 

“We might have a little trouble 
here,” Dad said. “She may be hard 
to start after bein’ laid up in the 
cold like this.” It was 20 below zero. 
(Fahrenheit.) 

I WAS OPTIMISTIC, however. 
We were going to town! 

Dad lifted the engine hood and 
began removing parts — battery, 
spark plugs, distributor cap. We 
took the parts back to the house to 
warm them in the oven of the wood 
stove. When all was ready we 
wrapped the parts in a warm blan¬ 
ket and hurried back out to the 
truck. Mom went with us this 
time. 

After installing the parts as 
quickly as he could, Dad ran 
around, grabbed the handcrank 
from under the driver’s seat, went 
back to the front of the truck and 
inserted the crank through the hole 
in the radiator. 

Mom and I sat breathless. Would 
it go? We watched while Dad bent to 


the task. He turned the crank dowh 
and around and yanked it upwards. 
The little engine roared to life, and 
we gave squeals of delight. Town, 
here we come!

Right away we realized this was 
going to be a hazardous trip. We sat 
in the doorless cab, with the chill air 
blowing through it and through us, 
and kept our eyes on the icy road 
ahead. 

WE HADN'T DRIVEN more 
than a quarter of a mile before we 
stopped. There, on the side of the 
road, stood a small group of men 
waving frantically. I recognized 
them as railway workmen who 
lived in a bunkhouse near Rayleigh 
Mount Station. 

Dad, leaning across my mother 
and me, peered out at the men. 
“Yeh?” he asked. 

“You goin’ to town? one of them 
asked. They had heard the sounds 
^of the truck engine drifting over the 
^snow. They knew that the only rea¬ 


son we’d start it under such condi¬ 
tions would be to go to Kamloops. 

“Yeh, we’re goin’ to town.” 

“Can we get a lift?” 

“Sure. Hop in the back.” 

The men scaled the slatted side 
of the truck body and settled them¬ 
selves, as best they could, out of the 
wind behind the cab. 

TEN MILES LATER we were 
nearly frozen, the three of us iirthe 
open cab faring only a little better 
than the men in the back. 

But we weren’t unhappy; we 
hadn’t slid off the road, had we? As 
we approached the red bridge over 
the Thompson River we could see 
tantalizing lights of Kamloops. 
Across that bridge we faced pos¬ 
sible trouble with the law for having 
no licence om the truck. 

And even if we got away with 
that, we knew there would be a very 
cold and dangerously slipery 11- 
mile drive back home to Rayleigh 
later tonight. But we knew the risk 
would be worth it. 


SMUGGLER'S COVE 


When they moved there, the Cove 
was known locally as Smuggler’s 
Cove. In those days the story had it 
that the Cove had been an on-load¬ 
ing spot for rum-runners. One rum- . 
runner, whose name lives on for 
his “good” deeds, was particu¬ 
larly fond of Smuggler’s Cove. 

THERE IS YET another story. 
Ursula Jupp, who moved to Victoria * 
in 1912 and to Ten Mile Point in 1923, 
remembers the Cove as Smuggler’s 
Cove when she and her husband 
built their home on Sea View Road. 
Then the “smuggler” was someone 
who used the Cove to land the sheep 
he was smuggling in from some¬ 
where. \ 

This smuggler e\ten employed a 
musician. A man woiUji stand on the 
point playing a cornet while the 
shee^ were being off-loaded. Did 
this music cover the bleating or did 
the smuggler enjoy music? 

OVhy were sheep smuggled into 
Victoria? It’s a boggier — unless 
the sloryjWas. already old when 
UrsulaNhtpiTheard it. If this story 


dates back to the 1860’s or so, 
it makes a great deal of sense. 

False B^y, directly across Haro 
Strait from Ten Mile Point, was the 
location of a HBC sheep station. 
South of this bay, near Eagle Cove, 
Charles J. Griffin owned Bellevue 
Farm. 

When Griffin landed there in 
1853, he came ashore with 1,300 
sheep. He may have even come 
ashore with his famous pig —, the 
one and only casualty of the Pig 
War. 

AN ENTERPRISING farmer at 
Cadboro Bay may have seen a fu¬ 
ture in spending his evenings re¬ 
lieving HBC or Griffin sheep- 
herders of their charges. 

It’s possible; then, again, it’s 
possible we’ll never know. More 
than likely the Cove was used by 
everyone “smuggling” goods in or 
out of the United States. 

Smuggler’s Cove, Boat Cove or 
Maynard Cove — take yor pick. The 
name won’t matter to the Cove. It 


will matter even less to the dream¬ 
ers who know it as a haven where 
everything may have happened and 
anything may happen.

One of the rtiost 
popular vacation 
spots to be found on 
or near Vancouver Is¬ 
land is Gabriola, a 
fair-sized island lying 
some five miles east of 
Nanaimo. It is one of 
'v/ the best reasons for 
making the ferry trip 
from the mainland. 

But its appeal lies not only in its 
great scenic beauty, which a quick 
view of Twin Beaches and Mala- 
spina Galleries will confirm beyond 
doubt, but in the marks left by an 
interesting history. 


ONE OF THESE marks may be 
stumbled upon soon after arrival, 
via the large, modern ferry that 
senes the island from a Nanaimo 
dock. If a visitor drives a short 
distance up North Road which rises 
sharply up from Descanso Bay, 
where the ferry comes in, he may 
just happen to notice a deserted 
parking lot. 

Further exploration leads to^a 
patch of tall weeds and grass sur¬ 
rounding a group of perfectly- 
rounded holes in the ground, filled 
to the brim with water. 

Not far away, in the grass may 
be seen a pile of huge circular 
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of GABRIOLA 


stones—an obvious match in size to 
the water holes. 

My third visit to these “water 
holes'* triggered my determination 
to find out why and what they were. 
I’d heard several people stare at 
them, as mystified as I was: 

“WHAT ARE THEY? How did 
they get there?” a studious looking 
man remarked. “Nature sure didn’t 
make those—” and we almost had a 
small tragedy as he spoke when a 
lady in the group dropped suddenly 
to the ground, lunging desperately 
to rescue her poodle who’d fallen in 
a pool. 

She grasped his collar in the nick 
of time, happily., 


was sharper in the grain, giving the 
finished product a third of a life 
longer. 

But in 1936 the operation had to 
close down. The promise of a long 
rqh of properity in the business 
disappeared, the victim to the 
greatest enemy of all established 
businesses —progress. 

THE DISCOV ERY of carborun 
dum, a hard compound of carbon 
and silicon, obviously perfect for 
grinding and polishing, spelled 
death to the sandstone.

Curious about the depth of that 
dark looking water.

Later I 
ascertained the pools were six feet 
in depth.

UNTIL 1936, it seemed, the firm 
of J.A. and A.H. McDonald operat¬ 
ed a stone company on Gabriola. It 
had previously conducted its busi¬ 
ness on Newcastle Island, not far 
away, until a chance discovery 
showed the sandstone on Gabriola

cutter worked from the face of the 
stone, inward-The first cut — al¬ 
ways the toughest — was measured 
to a depth of at least five feet. You 
had to use a little clay as a coffer¬ 
dam, and some shot of the ball¬ 
bearing type, to act as a roller, for 
the saw. As the circular blade 
moved back and forth it deepened 
the cut. Some small holes were then 
drilled under the stone and filled 
black powder. 

“The charge was strong enough 
to lift the cut stone from its bed. 
Then came the special tongs, fitted 
inside the core and you had it — a 
stone cut to the proper dimensions. 
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A 50-ton derrick lifted it onty a 
barge for delivery to the buyer.” 

WHO WERE the buyers? Be¬ 
sides the pulp mill aLPowell River 
and the others down the coast, the 
stone also had a European market. 

Boatloads were shipped to Fin¬ 
land before the start of the Finnish- 
Russo War in the late 1930s. Natu 
rally the war killed the market. The 
last boatload destined for Finland 
was caught halfway on the ocean 
and forced to dump its contents in 
England. 

Rumor persists that a large 
number of the stranded stones be¬ 
came part of the reconstruction of 
one of England’s large cathedrals. 

IN GABRIOLA TODAY, the 

neglected pile of stones and water 
holes in that overgrown land ad¬ 
joining the parking lot off North 
Road that continue to tease and 
mystify visitors is, in fact, the last 
number of stones cut but never 
delivered when the order for them 
was cancelled. 

Incidentally, when the stones 
were in demand, v they sold for ap¬ 
proximately $600 each. 

A more dignified fate was grant¬ 
ed some stones which were sent to 
the Forest Museum at Duncan, 
south on Vancouver Island. 

But probably the most pictur¬ 
esque reminder of the sandstones is 
«, an ingenious arrangement, piled on 
either side of the entrance to Clyde 
Coats’ scenic property on South 
Road, Gabriola. It’s a really im¬ 
pressive grouping. . . a monu¬ 
ment, perhaps, to the memory of an 
industry in which Clyde’s father 
played a part during his lifetime.
